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CONSTITUTION.

ADOPTED IN GENERAL CONVENTION, 
In Philadelphia, Octobeb, 1789. 



ARTICLE 1. 

There shall be a General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America on the firsjt Wednesday in October, in 
every third year, from the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-one ; and in such 
place as shall be determined by the Convention ; 
and in case there shall be an epidemic disease, or 
any other good cause to render it necessary to alter 
the place fixed on for any such meeting of the Con- 
vention, the Presiding Bishop shall have it in his 
power to appoint another convenient place (as near 
as maybe to the place so fixed on) for the holding 
of such Convention: and special meetings may 
be called at other times, in the manner hereafter 
to be provided for ; and this Church, in a majority 
of the Dioceses which.shall have adopted this Con- 
stitution, shall be represented, before they shall 
proceed to business ; except that the representation 
from two Dioceses shall be suflGlcient to adjourn ; 
and in all business of the Convention freedom of 
debate shall be allowed. 

ARTICLE 2. 

The Church in each Diocese shall be entitled to 
a representation of both the Clergy and the Laity. 
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Such representation shall consist of not more than 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, commimicants 
in this Church, residents in the Diocese, and chosen 
in the manner prescribed by the Convention there- 
of ; and in all questions when required by the 
Clerical or Lay representation from any Diocese, 
each Order shall have one vote ; and the majority 
of suffrages by Dioceses shall be conclusive in 
each Order, provided such majority comprehend 
a majority of the Dioceses represented in that 
Order. The concurrence of both Orders shall be 
necessary to constitute a vote of the Convention. 
If the Convention of any Diocese should neglect 
or decline to appoint Clerical Deputies, or if they 
should neglect or decline to appoint Lay Deputies, 
or if any of those of either Order appointed should ^ 
neglect to attend, or be prevented by sickness or any 
other accident, such Diocese shall nevertheless be 
considered as duly represented by such Deputy or 
Deputies as may attend, whether Lay or Clerical. 
And if, through the neglect of the Convention of 
any of the Churches which shall have adopted or 
may hereafter adopt this Constitution, no Deputies, 
either Lay or Clerical, should attend at any Gen- 
eral Convention, the Church- in such Diocese shall 
nevertheless be bound by the acts of such Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE 3. 

The Bishops of this Church, when there shall 
be three or more, shall, whenever General Conven- 
tions are held, form a separate House, with a right 
to originate and propose acts for the concurrence 
of the House of Deputies composed of Clergy and 
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Laity ; and when any proposed act shall have passed 
the House of Deputies, the same shall be transmit- 
ted to the House of Bishops, who shall have a neg- 
ative thereupon ; and all acts of the Convention 
shall be authenticated by both Houses. And in all 
cases the House of Bishops shall signify to the 
Convention their approbation or disapprobation 
(the latter with their reasons in writing) within 
tiiree days after the proposed act shall have been 
reported to them for concurrence ; and in failure 
thereof, it shall have the operation of a law. But 
until there shall be three or more Bishops, as afore- 
said, any Bishop attending a General Convention 
shall be a member ex officio ^ and shall vote with the 
Clerical Deputies of the Diocese to which he be- 
longs ; and a Bishop shall then preside. 

ARTICLE 4. 

The Bishop or Bishops in every Diocese shall be 
chosen agreeably to such rules as shall be fixed by 
the Convention of that Diocese ; and every Bishop 
of this Church shall confine the exercise of his Epis- 
copal Office to his proper Diocese, unless requested 
to ordaiji, or confirm, or perform any other act of 
the Episcopal Office in another Diocese by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority thereof. 

ARTICLE 5. 

A Protestant Episcopal Church in any of the 
United States, or any Territory thereof, not now 
represented, may, at anytime hereafter, be admit- 
ted on acceding to this Constitution ; and a new 
Diocese, to be formed from one or more existing 
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Dioceses, maybe admitted mider the foUowing re- 
strictions, viz. : — 

No new Diocese shall be formed or erected with- 
in the limits of any other Diocese, nor shall any 
Diocese be formed by the junction of two or more 
Dioceses, or parts of Dioceses, unless with thecon- 
sent of the Bishop and Conrention of each of the 
Dioceses concerned, as well as of the General Con- 
vention, and such consent shall not be given by the 
General Convention until it has satisfactory assur- 
ance of a suitable provision for the support of the 
Episcopate in the contemplated new Diocese. 

No such new Diocese shall be formed which 
shall contain less than six Parishes, or less than six 
Presbyters who have been for at least one year 
canonically resident within the bounds of such 
new Diocese, regularly settled in a Parish or Con- 
gregation, and qualified to vote for a Bishop. Nor 
shall such new Diocese be formed if thereby any 
existing Diocese shall be so reduced as to contain 
less than twelve Parishes, or less than twelve Pres- 
byters who have been residing therein and settled 
and qualified as above mentioned : provided j that 
no city shall form more than one Diocese. 

In case one Diocese shall be divided into two or 
more Dioceses, the Diocesan of the Diocese divided 
may elect the one to which he will be attached, and 
shall thereupon become the Diocesan thereof; and 
the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, may elect the 
one to which he will be attached ; and if it be not 
the one elected by the Bishop, he shall be the Dio- 
cesan thereof. 

Whenever the division of a Diocese into two or 
more Dioceses shall be ratified by the General Con- 
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ventiony each of the Dioceses shall be subject to 
the Constitution and Canons of the Diocese so 
divided, except as local circumstances may prevent, 
until the same may be altered in either Diocese by 
the Convention thereof. And whenever a Diocese 
shall be formed out of two or more existing Dio- 
ceses, the new Diocese shall be subject to the Con- 
stitution and Canons of that one of the said existing 
Dioceses to which the greater number of Clergy- 
men shall have belonged prior to the erection of 
•such new Diocese, until the same may be altered 
by the Convention of the new Diocese. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The mode of trying Bishops shall be provided 
by the General Convention. The Court appointed 
for that purpose shall be composed of Bishops only. 
In every Diocese, the mode of trying Presbyters 
and Deacons may be instituted by the Convention 
of the Diocese. None but a Bishop shall pro- 
nounce sentence of admonition, suspension, or deg- 
radation from the Ministry, on any Clergyman, 
whether Bishop, Presbyter, or Deacon. 

ARTICLE 7. 

No person shall be admitted to Holy Orders until 
he shall have been examined by the Bishop, and by 
two Presbyters, and shall have exhibited such tes- 
timonial§ and other requisites as the Canons, in 
that case provided, may direct. Nor shall any 
person be ordained until he shall have subscribed 
the following declaration : — 

I do beUeve the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ment to be the Word of Gk)d, and to contain aU things neces- 
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sory to salvation ; and I do solemnly engage to confonn to the 
Doctrines and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States. 

No person ordained by a foreign Bishop shall be 
permitted to officiate as a Minister of this Church, 
until he shall have complied with the Canon or 
Canons in that case provided, and have also sub- 
scribed the aforesaid Declaration. 



ARTICLE 8. 

A Book of Common Prayer, Administration of 
the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremo- 
nies of the Church, Articles of Religion, and a 
Form and Manner of making, ordaining, and con- 
secrating Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, when 
established by this or a future General Conven- 
tion, shall be used in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in those Dioceses which shall have adopted 
this Constitution. No alteration or addition shall 
be made in the Book of Common Prayer, or other 
Offices of the Church, or the Articles of Religion, 
unless the same shall be proposed in one General 
Convention, and by a resolve thereof made known 
to the Convention of every Diocese, and adopted 
at the subsequent General Convention. Provided y 
however y That the General Convention shall have 
power, from time to time, to amend the Lection- 
ary; but no act for this purpose shall be valid 
which is not voted for by a majority of the whole 
number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House 
of Bishops, and by a majority of all the Dioceses 
entitled to representation in the House of Dep- 
uties. 



CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE 9, 

This Constitation shall be unalterable, unless in 
General Convention, by the Church, in a majority 
of the Dioceses which may have adopted the same ; 
and all alterations shall be first proposed in one 
General Convention, and made known to the sev- 
eral Diocesan Conventions, before they shall be 
finally agreed to, or ratified, in the ensuing Gen- 
eral Convention. 

ARTICLE 10. 

Bishops for foreign countries, on due application 
therefrom, may be consecrated, with the appro- 
bation of the Bishops of this Church, or a majority 
of them, signified to the Presiding Bishop; he 
thereupon taking order for the same, and they being 
satisfied that the persdn designated for the office 
has been duly chosen, and properly qualified : the 
Order of Consecration to be conformed, as nearly 
as may be, in the judgment of the Bishops, to the 
one used in this Church. Such Bishops, so conse- 
crated, shallnotbe eligible to the Office of Diocesan, 
or Assistant Bishop, in any Diocese in the United 
States, nor be entitled to a seat in the House of 
Bishops, nor exercise any Episcopal authority in 
said States. 

Donein the General Convention oftheBishopSy 
Clergy y and Laity of the Churchy the 2d day 
of October y 1789. 

Note, — When the Constitution was originally 
adopted, in August, 1789, the first Article provid- 
ed that the triennial Convention should be held 
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on the first Tuesday in August. At the adjourned 
meeting of the Convention, held in October of the 
same year, it was provided that the second Tuesday 
in September, in every third year, should be the 
time of meeting. The time was again changed to 
the third Tuesday in May, by the General Conven- 
tion of 1804. 

The first Article was put into its present form at 
the General Convention of 1841. 

The second Article was put into its present form 
at the General Convention of 1856. 

The third Article was so altered by the General 
Convention of 1808, as to give the House of Bish- 
ops a fidl veto upon the proceedings of the other 
House. 

The fourth Article was put into its present form 
at the General Convention of 1874. 

The fifth Article was put into its present form 
at the General Convention of 1871. 

The sixth Article was put into its present form 
at the General Convention of 1841. 

The second sentence of the eighth Article was 
adopted at the General Convention of 1811. 

The words '* or the Articles of Religion" were 
added to the eighth Article by the General Con- 
vention of 1829. 

The third sentence of the eighth Article was 
adopted at the General Convention of 1877. 

The tenth Article was finally agreed to, and rati- 
fied, in the General Convention of 1844. 

The Convention of 1838 adopted the following 
alterations, to wit : — 

Striking out the word " States " wherever it oc- 
curred in the first and second Articles, except where 
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it followed the word '* United " in the first part of 
the first Article, and inserting in lieu of the word 
*' States " the word '* Dioceses." Striking out the 
word ** States " wherever it occurred in the second, 
third, and fourth Articles, and inserting in iieu 
thereof the word ''Dioceses." 

Striking out the words " or district " in the fourth 
Article. 

Striking out the word " State " in the sixth Ar- 
ticle, and inserting the word '' Diocese." 

Striking out the word '* States " in the eighth 
Article, and inserting the word "Dioceses"; and 
in the eighth Article striking out the words " or 
State " after the words " every Diocese." 

Striking out the word "States" in the ninth Ar- 
ticle, and inserting the word "Dioceses." Striking 
out the word " State " in the ninth Article, and in- 
serting the word " Diocesan." 
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OF THE ORDERS IN THE MIKISTRY, AND OF THE 
DOCTRINE AND WORSHIP OF THE CHURCH. 



CANON 1. 

Of the Orders of Ministry in this Church. 

In this Church there shall always be three Orders 
in the Ministry, namely: Bishops, Priests, and 
Deacons.* 

CANON 2, 

Of the Admission of Persons as Candidates for 
Holy Orders. 

§ i. All persons seeking admission to the Minis- 
try of this Church are to be regarded as Candidates 
for Holy Orders, or as Postulants for admission to 
Candidateship,** 

§ ii. [1.] Every person desiring to be admitted 
Candidate for Holy Orders is, in the first instance, 
to consult his immediate Spiritual Pastor or Rector, 
setting before him, freely and fully, the grounds of 
his desire for admission to the Ministry, together 
with such circumstances in his personal constitu- 
tion, relations, and position, as may bear on his 
qualifications, or tend to affect his course of prep- 
aration.

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[2.] If counselled to persevere in his intention, 
such person shall then, with letter of approval and 
introduction from the Pastor or Rector, personally, 
if possible, or by letter, give notice of his intention 
to the Bishop yf the Diocese, stating whether he 
has ever applied for admission as k Candidate in 
any other Diocese ; (2) whether he is prepared at 
once to apply for recommendation to be admitted 
Candidate ; (3) or, if not so prepared, where he pro- 
poses to prosecute preparatory studies, and whether 
he expects or desires aid in such studies while a 
Postulant ; and (4) the time and place of his Bap- 
tism, Confirmation, and first Communion: Pro- 
vided ^ however, that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the Bishop, for reasons satisfactory to him- 
self, from recdving such application and notice, 
without such letter of approval and introduction, 
if the same, when applied for, be not given by 
such Pastor or Rector.* 

[3 . ] Such notice must be given to the Bishop of 
the Diocese in which the person is actually resident, 
and can be received by none other. ** 

[4.] A Bishop may, at his discretion, permit 
the transfer of such application to the Bishop of 
another Diocese, for reasons seeming to him to 
justify such transfer.** 

[5 . ] A Bishop may not receive such application 
from a person who has been refused admission as a 
Candidate in any other Diocese, or who, having 
been admitted, has afterward ceased to be a Candi-

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date, until he shall have caused such person to pro- 
duce a certificate from the Bishop in whose Dio- 
cese he has been refused admission, or has been a 
Candidate, declaring the cause of refusal, or of ces- 
sation of Candidateship ; and such certificate shall 
be laid before the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese in which such second application shall be 
made.* 

[ 6 . ] A Standing Committee , acting under canon- 
ical provision as the Ecclesiastical Authority of a 
Diocese, in vacancy, or for other causes, shall be 
competent to receive and do all assigned to the 
Bishop in the foregoing clauses.^ 

§ iii. [1.] The Postulant for admission to Can- 
didateship may at any time, after application to the 
Bishop duly made, apply to the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Diocese for recommendation to the 
Bishop for admission as a Candidate.^ 

[2.] In order thereto, he shall, with his applica- 
tion, lay before the Committee testimonials^ in the 
following words : 

We, whose names are hereunder written, testify, from our 
personal knowledge and belief, that A. B. is pious, sober, and 
honest; that he is attached to the doctrine, discipline, and 
worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and that he is a 
Communicant of the said Church in good standing ; and do 
furthermore declare that, in our opinion*, he possesses such 
qualifications as fit him for entrance on a course of prepara- 
tion for the Holy Ministry.© 

[3.] Such testimonials shall be signed either by 
the Rector and a majority of the Vestry of the

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Parish or Congregation to which the Postulant may 
belong, said Vestry being duly convened, and this 
fact being explicitly stated on the face of the testi- 
monials, or, in circumstances justifying such alter- 
native, by at least one Presbyter and four respect- 
able Laymen, Communicants of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church.* 

[4.] The Standing Committee shall be sole judge 
of the propriety of receiving testimonials signed by 
others than a Rector and Vestry.^ 

[5 . ] A majority of members of a Standing Com- 
mittee having the requisite personal knowledge of 
a Postulant for recommendation, may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Committee, dispense with the pres- 
entation of testimonials by a Rector and Vestry, 
or by others of the Clergy and Laity.** 

[6.] The Standing Committee, on the receipt of 
such testimonials, or, in its discretion, on the per- 
sonal knowledge of its members, being duly satis- 
fied that there is not sufficient objection on grounds 
either physical, intellectual, moral, or religious, may 
proceed to reconaunend a Postulant for admission to 
Candidateship, by a certificate bearing the signa- 
tures of a majority of all the members of the Com- 
mittee, and addressed to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
in the following words : 

We, whose names are hereunder written, do certify that 
(from personal knowledge, or from testimonials laid before 
us, as the case may be) we beUeve that A. B. is pious, sober, 
and honest ; that he is attached to the doctrine, discipline, 
and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and that he

[7 .] In the action of the Bishop on the first ap- 
plication of any Postulant for admission to Candi- 
dateship, and in that of the Standing Committee on 
application for its recommendatory certificate, it is 
always understood, and it is also at proper oppor- 
tunities to be made known to every Candidate, for 
whatever Order of the Ministry, and enforced upon 
his consideration, that the Church expects of all 
such Candidates what can never be brought to the 
test of any outward standard, — an inward fear 
and worship of AlmigKty God, a love of religion 
and a sensibility to its holy influences, a habit of 
devout affection, and, in short, a cultivation of all 
those graces which are called in Scripture the 
fruits of the Spirit, and by which alone His sacred 
influences can be manifested.** 

§ iv. [1.] Upon receipt of a certificate from the 
Standing Committee, recommending a Postulant 
for admission to Candidateship, the Bishop shall 
reqmre such Postulant to make signification of his 
intention, whether it be to become a Candidate for 
the oflice and ministration of a Deacon onlyy or to 
be a Candidate for the the Priesthood also.^ 

[2.] If the Postulant desires to be Candidate 
for Priesthood^ as well as for the Diaconate, he

[7 .] In the action of the Bishop on the first ap- 
plication of any Postulant for admission to Candi- 
dateship, and in that of the Standing Committee on 
application for its recommendatory certificate, it is 
always understood, and it is also at proper oppor- 
tunities to be made known to every Candidate, for 
whatever Order of the Ministry, and enforced upon

§ iv. [1.] Upon receipt of a certificate from the 
Standing Committee, recommending a Postulant 
for admission to Candidateship, the Bishop shall 
require such Postulant to make signification of his 
intention, whether it be to become a Candidate for 
the oflice and ministration of a Deacon only^ or to 
be a Candidate for the the Priesthood also."" 

[2.] If the Postulant desires to be Candidate 
for Priedhoody as well as for the Diaconate, he

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must lay before the Bishop a satisfactory diploma, 
or other satisfactory evidence, that he is a grad- 
uate in arts of some university or college in which 
the learned languages are duly studied ; and if the 
Bishop be not fully satisfied of the sufficiency of 
such diploma, he may remit the same, for considera- 
tion and advice, to the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese.* 

[3.] But if the Postulant desiring to be Candi- 
date for the Priesthood be not a graduate as afore- 
said, he shall be remitted by the Bishop to the 
Examiners of Candidates for Priesthood, for exam- 
ination as prescribed in the Canon of Examina^ 
tions. In a case of emergency, the Bishop may 
appoint any two or more learned Presbyters to 
hold such examination.* 

[4.] On satisfactory evidence of a degree in 
arts, or report of satisfaction by examiners, the 
Bishop may, after personal conference with the 
Postulant, admit him to be a Candidate for 
PriesCs Orders^ and shall thereupon record his 
name, with the date of admission, and such other 
particulars as may be deemed expedient, in a book 
to be kept for "that purpose, and forthwith give the 
Candidate written notice of such record.^ 

[5 . ] Such admission and notification of a Candi- 
date for Priesthood is his sufficient admission as 
Candidate for the Diaconate^ from the date of such 
admission and record.^ 

[6.] With the notification of his admission, 
every Candidate for Priesfs Orders shall also re- 
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ceive from the Bishop the assignment of texts of 
Scripture, upon which he is expected to prepare 
discourses for presentation at his examinations.'^ 

§ V. [1.] APostulant for admission to Candidate- 
ship desiring to become Candidate for the office and 
ministration of a Deacon only^ must present to the 
Bishop, at the time of signification of such desire, 
certificates from two or more learned Presbyters, 
that on their personal knowledge of him, and act- 
ual examination for further satisfaction, they deem 
him to possess such personal qualifications, and to 
have attained such proficiency in the English lan- 
guage and learning, and in particular in the art of 
reading aloud, and such general acquaintance with 
the Holy Scriptures and the Book of Conmion 
Prayer, as justify the Expectation of his usefulness 
in the office of Deacon, when thereto admitted, 
after due trial and preparation in his Candidateship : 
Provided^ always, that in the case of a Postulant 
proposing to minister in a congregation worship- 
ping in a language other than English, testimony 
of proficiency in the English language may be dis- 
pensed with." 

[2.] The Bishop, on receipt of sudi certificates, 
may admit a Postulant recommended by the Stand- 
ing Committee as a Candidate for DeacoiUs Or- 
ders^ and shall thereupon record his name, with the 
date of admission, and the names of the Presby- 
ters signing such Certificate, in a book to be kept 
for that purpose, and notify the Candidate of such 
record.*

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[3.] A Candidate for Deacon's Orders may- 
become a Candidate for Priests Orders by signi- 
fying to the Bishop his desire to be admitted such 
Candidate, complying with the provisions of Sec- 
tion iv of this Canon, and obtaining from the 
Bishop admission and entry in the proper record. 
His Candidateship shall then date from the time 
of such admission and entry, as notified by the 
Bishop.* 

[4. A Deacon may be admitted Candidate for 
Priest's Orders in the same manner.* 

§ vi. [1.] When a Postulant for admission as a 
Candidate for Priest's Orders wishes a knowledge 
of the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew languages, and 
other branches of learning not strictly ecclesias- 
tical, to be dispensed with, he shall communicate, 
his wish to the Bishop.** 

[2.] If the Bishop, on consideration of the cir- 
cumstances of his case, encourage him to proceed, 
he shall procure and lay before the Standing Com- 
mittee a testimonial, signed by at least two Prps- 
bjrters of this Church, certifying that in their 
opinion the Postulant possesses extraordinary 
strength of natural understanding, a peculiar apti- 
tude to teach, and a large share of prudence, and 
adding any other reason for dispensation which 
they may believe to exist.** 

[3.] On the receipt of such testimonial, the 
Standing Committee, by a vote of two thirds of all

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the members thereof, may proceed to recommend 
the applicant to the Bishop for the dispensation 
asked.* 

[4. J The Bishop may thereupon grant to the 
applicant a certificate of the dispensation required, 
for exhibition to his examiners.* 

[5.] The Bishop shall have the sole discretion 
of dispensation with a knowledge of the Hebrew 
language, in the case of any Candidate satisfactorily 
showing that its attainment by him is impracticable, 
and the Bishop's certificate of such dispensation 
shall exempt the bearer from examination on that 
subject only.* 

§ vii. [1.] A person not having had Episcopal 
Ordination, but acknowledged as an Ordained 
Minister or Licentiate in any other denomination 
of Christians, may become a Candidate for Holy 
Orders in this Church. 

[2.] Such person must give notice of his desire 
to become Candidate to the Bishop of the Diocese 
in which he may be resident, stating, 1st, whether 
he has applied for admission as Candidate in any 
other Diocese ; and, 2d, the ground and reasons of 
his desire ; and, 3d, furnishing suflicient evidence 
of his standing in the denomination in which he 
has been Minister or Licentiate. 

[3.] With the aforesaid notice of desire must be 
forwarded a written certificate from at least two 
Presbyters of this Church, stating that, from per- 
sonal knowledge of the Postulant, or from satisfac-

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tory evidence laid before them, they believe that 
his desire to leave the denomination to which he 
belonged has not arisen from any circumstance un- 
favorable to his moral or religious character, or on 
account of which it may be inexpedient to admit 
him to the exercise of the Ministry in this Church ; 
and they may also add what they know, or believe 
on good authority, of the circumstances leading to 
the said desire. 

[4.j If, on receipt of such. notice and certificate, 
the Bishop authorize further procedure, the Postu- 
lant may apply to the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese for reconunendation ; in order to which he 
must lay before the Committee, — 
' (1) A testimonial from at least twelve members 
of the denomination from which he comes, or 
twelve members of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, or twelve persons — in part of the de- 
nomination from which he comes, and in part of 
this Church — satisfactory to the Committee, cer- 
tifying that the Postulant has, for three years last 
past, lived piously, soberly, and honestly ; and 

(2) A testimonial from at least two Presbyters 
of this Church, certifying that they believe the 
Postulant to be pious, sober, and honest, and sin- 
cerely attached to the doctrine, discipline, and 
worship of the Church ; and that, in their opinion, 
he possesses such qualifications as fit him for use- 
fulness in this Church. 

[5.] The Standing Committee and Bishop may 
then proceed as provided for in Section iii and 
Section iv of this Canon.*

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[6.] Should the Postulant, appljdng as an or- 
dained Minister or Licentiate of another denomi- 
nation, not be a citizen of the United States, the 
Bishop to whom application is made shall require 
of him, with the notice of his intent to become a 
Candidate, satisfactory evidence that he has at that 
time resided at least one year in the United States.* 

[7.] But should such Postulant apply on the 
ground x)f a call to a Church in which Divine Ser- 
vice is celebrated in a foreign language, (1) the 
foregoing requisition may be dispensed with ; and 
(2) it shall be in the discretion of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee to dispense with the testimo- 
nials required in Section ii and Section iii of tl^is 
Canon, and to accept and act upon such other evi- 
dence as in the nature of the case may be obtain- 
able, and shall seem to their judgment fully 
equivalent; and (3) in such case an unanimous 
vote of the Standing Committee, at a meeting duly 
convened, shall be requisite : Provided, also, that 
the Postulant shall be required to produce to the 
Bishop a certificate, signed by at least four re- 
spectable members of this Church, testifying to 
the authenticity and credibility of the written 
evidences of his religious, moral, and literary 
qualifications ; which certificate shall also be laid 
before the Standing Committee.^ 

§ viii. In any case when the Standing Com- 
mittee is the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese,

§ ix. The Bishop of the Diocese, for the pur- 
poses of this and other Canons relating to Candi- 
dates and Ordinations, shall be understood, in cases 
so reljuiring, to signify an Assistant Bishop, when 
so empowered under Canon 15, Section v of Title 
I, a Provisional Bishop, a Missionary Bishop, and 
any other Bishop canonically in charge of a Dio- 
cese, Missionary District, or Congregation in 
foreign parts. 

§ X. [1.] The provisions of this and other Canons 
respecting Candidates for Holy Orders, extend to 
persons coming from places in the United States 
in which the Constitution of this Church has not 
been acceded to, equally with others. 

[2.] Any such person shall apply for recommen- 
dation (Section iii) to the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of the Bishop to whom his notice of 
intention has been given. 



CANON 3. 
Of Admitted Candidates. 

§ i. [1.] The superintendence of a Candidate for 
Holy Orders, and direction of his theological 
studies, pertain to the Bishop of the Diocese. 

[2.] In a Diocese, vacant or otherwise canoni- 
cally under the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
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Standing Conunittee, the Clerical Members of such 
Committee shaU exercise said superintendence and 
direction. 

[3.] Care shallbe taken that the Candidate shall 
pursue his studies diligently, and under proper 
direction ; and that he do not indulge in any vain 
or trifling conduct, or in any amusements most 
likely to be abused to licentiousness, or imfarorable 
to that seriousness, and to those pious and studious 
habits, which become a person preparing for the 
Holy Ministry." 

§ ii. [1.] A Candidate once admitted must re- 
main in connection with the Diocese in which he 
has been admitted until his ordination, except as 
hereinafter provided. 

[2.] Letters of dismission to the jurisdiction of 
any other Bishop of this Church may be given him 
by the Bishop, upon actual change of residence, or 
for other good and sufficient reasons, established as 
such to the satisfaction of the Bishop. 

[3.] The convenience of attending any theolog- 
ical or other seminary shall not be held to be such 
sufficient reason or ground of change of residence.* 

§ iii. A Candidate for Holy Orders shall not be 
allowed to accept from any Diocesan Convention an 
appointment as a Lay Deputy to the House of 
Deplities of the General Convention.®

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§ iv. [1.] A Candidate for Holy Orders maybe 
licensed by the Bishop to perform the Service of 
the Church as a Lay Reader in his own Diocese, 
but in no other. 

[2.] Without such license a Candidate may not 
take upon himself such functions. 

[3.] With the consent of his own Bishop, a Can- 
didate may receive such license as a Lay Reader, 
for temporary use, from any other Bishop, for the 
Diocese of such Bishop only. 

[4.] A Candidate so licensed shall submit to all 
the regulations which the Bishop licensing him 
may prescribe. 

[5.] He shall also be bound to conformity to all 
the other restrictions and regulations of the Canon 
"of Lay Readers." • 

§ V. [1.] Every Candidate for Holy Orders shall 
report himself to the Bishop, personally or by letter, 
once at least in every three months, giving account 
of his manner of life and progress in theological 
studies. 

[2.] Failure to make such report, not satisfac- 
torily accounted for to the Bishop, shall be ground 
of refusal of admission to Holy Orders.** 



CANON 4. 
Of JSxaminations.'^ 
§ i. In each Diocese there shall be two or more 
Examining Chaplains, to be appointed by the

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Bishop, and holding their office at his discre- 
tion. 

§ ii. [1.] ^examination of the literary qualifi- 
cations of a Postulant or Candidate shall extend to 
his knowledge of the English language and litera- 
ture, and at least the first principles and general 
outlines of logic, rhetoric, mental and moral phi- 
losophy, physics and history, and the Latin and 
Greek languages. 

[2.] A distinct report of the subjects of exam- 
ination, and the satisfaction given in each, shall be 
made by the Examining Chaplains. 

[3.] The examination may be adjourned, or re- 
peated after an assigned period, at the discretion 
of the Examining Chaplains. 

[4.] Such examination shall be made as pre- 
scribed in Canon 2, Section iv, [3.] 

§ iii. [1.] The exftmination of a Candidate for 
the office and ministration of a Deacon only shall be 
so conducted as may most thoroughly ascertain the 
extent of his acquaintance with the Holy Scriptures 
of the Old and the New Testaments — in every 
part of which he shall be required to be well 
versed — and also his familiarity with the Book of 
Common Prayer, in all its parts and adjuncts, and 
with the Book of Articles. 

[2.] The Candidate shall also be examined as 
to his sufficiency for the edifying performance of 
the Service of the Church, and for the ministration 
of the office of a Deacon, in all its parts and 
functions. 
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[3.] If the Candidate be one who, not haying 
had Episcopal Ordination, has been acknowledged 
as an ordained or licensed Minister in any other 
denomination of Christians, he shaU also be exam- 
ined on those points in which the denomination 
whence he comes differs from this Church, with a 
view of testing his information and soundness in 
the same. 

[4.] This examination shall always be conducted 
by the Examining Chaplains, the Bishop being 
present at his discretion. 

§ iv. [1.] There shall be assigned to every Can- 
didate ^r PriesVs Orders three different examina- 
tions, at such times and places as the Examining 
Chaplains shall appoint. 

[2.] Except for extraordinary reasons of great 
urgency, these examinations shall not be accumu- 
lated into one, but shall each be assigned as the 
business of a separate day. 

[3 . ] Each examination shall be conducted in part 
orally, and in part by questions or themes pro- 
pounded in writing, to which written answers shall 
be made, in presence of one or more of the Exam- 
ining Chaplains. 

[4.] At the discretion of the Examining Chap- 
lains, such written questions or themes may, or may 
not, be previously communicated to the Candidate. 

[5.] At each examination the Candidate shall 
produce, and read, a Sermon or Discourse, com- 
posed by himself, on some passage of Scripture' 
assigned to him for that purpose by the Bishop, 
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aud shall also hand in two other Sermons or Dis- 
courses on some passage or passages of Scripture 
selected by himself; all which Sermons or Dis- 
courses shall be submitted to the criticisms of the 
Examining Chaplains. 

[6.] At either or all of the examinations, the 
Examining Chaplains may, and at some one of 
them, at least, shall, subject the Candidate to such 
proof of his ability to conduct the Service of the 
Church in an edifying manner, and to deliver his 
Sermons with propriety and effectiveness, as shall 
fully satisfy them of his competence for the public 
duties of the Holy Ministry. 

[7,] If the Candidate be one who, not having 
had Episcopal Ordination, has been acknowledged 
as an ordained or licensed Minister in any other 
denomination of Christians, and be not yet admit- 
ted to Deacon's Orders, he shall, at the first exam- 
ination, be also examined on those points in which 
the denomination whence he comes differs from 
this Church, with a view of testing his information 
and soundness in the same. 

[8.] No examination at any theological or other 
literary institution shall be held to be equivalent to 
anyone or more Canonical examinations, or allowed 
to supersede the same ; nor shall any certificate of 
graduation or diploma from any theological or other 
literary institution be held to be sufficient ground 
for dispensing with any part of the Diocesan ex- 
aminations of a Candidate. 

§ V. The three examinations shall be, — 
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[1.] The first eocamtnation^ on the Books of 
Scripture, the Candidate being required to give an 
account' of the different Books, to translate from 
the original Greek and Hebrew, and to explain 
such passages as may be proposed to him. 

[2.] In cases of Candidates having dispensa- 
tions from Latin, Greek, or Hebrew, and other 
branches of learning not strictly Ecclesiastical, the 
first examination shall extend only to the knowl- 
edge of the text and interpretation of the English 
Bible, with such other matters as are comprised 
in what are commonly known as Introductions to 
the Holy Scriptures. 

[3.] The second examination shall be on the 
Evidences of Christianity, Christian Ethics, and 
Systematic Divinity. 

[4.] The third examination shall be on Church 
History, Ecclesiastical Polity, the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer — its history and contents, and the 
Constitution and Canons of this Church, and those 
of the Diocese to which the Candidate belongs. 

[5.] In all these examinations reference shall 
be had, as closely as possible, to the course of 
study established by the House of Bishops, and to 
the books therein recommended, or equivalent 
works of more recent date. 

§ vi. [1.] The Bishop, at his discretion, may 
take part and preside in either or all of the exam- 
inations of a Candidate for Priest's Orders. 

[2.] The Bishop may also invite the presence 
and assistance, at any such examination, of any 
Presbyter to whom he may desire to assign the 
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duty of presenting one or more of the Candidates 
for ordination. 

[3.] If any Candidate for Priest's Orders be not 
examined by the Bishop in at least one of the ex- 
aminations by the Examining Chaplains, he shall, 
before his ordination, be examined by the Bishop 
and two or more Presbyters, on the subjects above 
prescribed. 

[4.] A Candidate ordained for a Diocese vacant 
or canonically under the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of the Standing Committee, shall, besides the ex- 
amination by the Examining Chaplains, be again 
examined by the Bishop to whom he shall be rec- 
ommended for ordination, and two or more 
Presbyters, on the studies prescribed by this 
Canon. 

§ vii. [1.] The examinations of a Candidate for 
Priesf s Orders may take place either before or 
after ordination to the Diaconate. 

[2.] Their satisfactory passage by the Candi- 
date shall be his sufficient examination for Dea- 
con's Orders : Provided^ that if the Bishop shall 
not have taken pait in one or more of such exami- 
nations, then the Candidate shall be examined by 
the Bishop and two Presbyters in the mode pre- 
scribed in Section iii of this Canon. 

[3 . ] The satisfactory passage of the first exami- 
nation for Priesf s Orders alone shall suffice for the 
admission of the Candidate to Deacon's Orders : 
Provided as above, and Jiirther provided that, in 
any case, before ordination, he be examined by the 
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Bishop and at least two Presbyters on his familiar- 
ity with the Book of Common Prayer, in all its 
parts and adjuncts, and with the text of the Book 
of Articles; and that such examination on the 
Prayer Book be not held to have satisfied in his 
case the requisitions of the third examination for 
Priest's Orders. 

§ viii. Satisfaction given in any examination 
shall, in every case, be certified in writing to the 
Bishop, with the signatures of the examiners. 

§ ix. Violation of any of the provisions of this 
Canon shall disqualify for ordination the Candidate 
implicated, and shall also subject any other party 
concerned to canonical procedure and censure. 

§ X. [1.] A Candidate for Priest's Orders must 
apply for at least his first and second examinations 
within three years, and his third within five years 
from his admission, or else assign, to the Bishop, 
causes which he shall deem satisfactory for failure 
so to do. 

[2.] For contravention of this rule the name of 
the offender shall be stricken from the list of Can- 
didates, after due warning by the Bishop. 



CANON 6. 
Provisions and Cavtions concerning Ordination. 

§ i. [1.] No Candidate who may be refused Holy 
Orders, in any Diocese, shall be ordained in any 
other Diocese, except by renewal of Candidateship, 
under the provisions of Canon 2 ; but he may be 
allowed part or all the time of his previous candi- 
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dateship at the discretion of the Bishop, and with 
the approval of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese ; provided^ that before ordination he shall 
be a Candidate in such Diocese for not less than 
six months.* 

[2.] A Bishop who shall finally reject the ap- 
plication of a Candidate for Holy Orders, shall 
immediately notify such rejection to every Bishop 
and other Diocesan Ecclesiastical Authority in this 
Church.* 

§ ii. [1.] A candidate for Holy Orders, recom- 
mended by a Standing Committee, canonically act- 
ing as Ecclesiastical Authority, if he have lately 
resided for a length of time, not less than one year, 
in any other Diocese, shall apply to the Bishop of 
such Diocese for ordination. 

[2.] Such Candidate shall, besides his recom- 
mendation from his own Diocese, apply for recom- 
mendation from the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese in which he seeks ordination.*' 

§ iii. [1.] No Bishop of this Church shall or- 
dain any person to officiate in any Congregation 
or Church destitute of a Bishop, situated without 
the jurisdiction of the United States, except with 
the canonically prescribed testimonials and ex- 
aminations. 

[2.] Should any person so ordained desire to 
settle in any Congregation or Parish of this Church, 
he must obtain a special license therefor from the 
Bishop, and officiate as a Probationer for at least 
one year.*

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§ iv. A Clergyman who presents a person to 
the Bishop for Holy Orders, as specified in the 
Office for Ordination, without having good grounds 
to believe that the requisitions of the Canons have 
been complied with, shall be liable to Ecclesias- 
tical censure.* 

§ V. [1.] Agreeably to the practice of the prim- 
itive Church, the stated times of ordination shall 
be on the Sundays following the Ember Weeks, 
namely, the second Sunday in Lent, the Feast of 
Trinity, and the Sundays after the Wednesday 
following the 14th day of September and the 13th 
of December. 

[2.] Occasional ordinations may be held at 
other times, as the Bishop shall appoint.*' 
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Of the Ordination of Deacons. 

§ i. A Candidate for the Office and Ministration 
of a Deacon only shall not be ordained within one 
year from his admission, unless the Bishop, with 
the consent of the Standing Committee, shall 
deem it expedient to ordain him after the expira- 
tion of a shorter period, in no case to be less thau 
six months.^ 

§ ii. Before the examination preceding ordina- 
tion, such Candidate shall be required to present 
to the Bishop a testimonial from at least one Rec-

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tor of a Parish, signifying the belief that he is well 
qualified to minister in the Office of a Deacon to 
the glory of God and the edification of the Church.' 

§ iii. A Candidate for Priest's Orders shall not 
be ordained to the Diaconate within three years 
from his admission, unless the Bishop, for urgent 
reasons, with the consent of three fourths of the 
Standing Committee, shall admit him to the Diac- 
onate while yet prosecuting his course of theologi- 
cal studies ; in which case he may be ordained at 
any time after the expiration of one year from his 
admission.** 

§ iv. [1.] No person shall be ordained Deacon 
in this Church unless he be recommended to the 
Bishop for ordination by the Standing Conmiittee 
of the Diocese. 

[2.] In order to such recommendation, the 
Candidate must lay before the Standing Commit- 
tee testimojiials from the Minister and Vestry of 
the Parish or Congregation of which he is a mem- 
ber, or from the Vestry alone, if the Parish be 
vacant; or, if there be no organized Parish or 
Congregation where he has resided, from at least 
twelve respectable members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, testifying to his piety, good 
morals, and orderly conduct, in the following 
words : 

We, whose names are hereunder written, do testify, from 
evidence satisfactory to us, that A. B., for the space of three

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years last past, hath lived piously, soberly, and honestly; and 
hath not, so far as we know or believe, written, taught, or held 
anything contrary to the doctrine or discipline of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church ; and, moreover, we think him a person 
worthy to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons. In wit- 
ness whereof, we have hereunto set our hands, this day 

of , in the year of our Lord ^— . 

[3.] But in case a Candidate, from some peculiar 
circumstances not affecting his pious or moral char- 
acter, shall be unable to procure testimonials from 
the Minister and Vestry of the Parish where he 
resides, the Standing Committee may accept testi- 
monials, of the purport above stated, from at least 
twelve respectable members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. 

[4,] The Candidate shall also lay before the 

Standing Committee a testimonial, signed by at 

least one respectable Presbyter of the Protestant 

Episcopal Church in the United States, in the 

following words: 

I [or we] do certify that A. B., for the space of three years 
last past, hath lived piously, soberly, and honestly ; and hath 
not, so far as I [or we] know or believe, written, taught, or held 
anything contrary to the doctrine or discipline of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church ; and, moreover, I [or we] think him a 
person worthy to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons. 
This testimonial is founded on my [or our] personal knowledge 
of the said A. B., for one year last past, and, for the residue 
of the said time, upon evidence that is satisfactory to me 
[or us]. In witness whereof, I [or we] have hereunto set my 

[or our] hand [or hands], this day of , in the year of 

our Lord . 

[5.] The Standing Committee, on receipt of such 
testimonials, may, at a meeting duly convened, a 
majority of all the Committee consenting, proceed 
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to recommend the Candidate for ordination, by a 
testimonial addressed to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
in the following words : 

We, whose names are hereunder written, certify that A. B. 
hath laid before us satisfactory testimonials that, for the space 
of three years last past, he hath lived piously, soberly, and 
honestly; and hath not written, taught, or held anything con- 
trary to the doctrine or discipline of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church; and, moreover, we think him a person worthy to be 
admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons. In witness whereof, 

we have hereunto set our hands, this day of , in the 

year of our Lord — -. 

This testimonial shall have the signatures of all 
consenting to it/ 

§ v. In the case of a Candidate not having had 
Episcopal ordination, but acknowledged as an or- 
dained Minister or Licentiate by some other de- 
nomination of Christians, the testimonials to be laid 
before the Standing Committee and the testimonial 
given by the Committee shall be required to cover 
only the time since the admission of the person to 
a Candidateship.^ 

§ vi. The same provision shall apply to the case 
of a person to be ordained on the ground of a call 
to a Church in which Divine Service is celebrated 
in a foreign language.^ 

§ vii. Deacon*s Orders shall not be conferred on 
any person under the age of twenty-one years com- 
plete,*

§ i. Eveiy Deacon shall be subject to the regu- 
lation of the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, of 
the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese for which he is ordained, until he 
receive letters of dismission therefrom to the 
Bishop or Ecclesiastical Authority of some other 
Diocese, and be thereupon received as a Clergyman 
of such other Diocese; and he shall officiate in 
such places as .the Bishop, or the said Clerical 
Members, may direct.** 

§ ii. [1.] No Deacon shall be settled over a Par- 
ish or Congregation, or permitted to accept of a 
Chaplaincy in the United States Army or Navy,'' 
until he shall have satisfactorily passed the three 
examinations required for Priest's Orders. 

[2.] No Deacon shall officiate in any Parish or 
Congregation without the express consent of the 
Rector for the time being, where there is a Rector ; 
nor in any case without the assent of the Bishop ; 
and when officiating in the Parish or Congregation 
of a Rector, he shall be entirely subject to the di- 
rection of such Rector, in all his ministrations.^ 

§ iii. No Deacon, who shall not have passed the 
examinations required for Priesf s Orders, shall be

CANON 8. 
Of^e Ordination of Priests. 

§ i. A Candidate for t^riest's Orders, who has 
been a Candidate for the Ministry of any other 
denomination of Christians, may be allowed as 
part of the duration of his Candidateship, by the 
Bishop, with the consent of the Standing Commit- 
tee, the period during which he may have been a 
Student of Theology, or Candidate in such other 
denomination : Provided^ that the time so allowed 
shall not exceed two years.^ 

§ ii. A Candidate for Priesthood shall not be 
ordained within three years from his admission, nor, 
in any case, within one year from his reception of 
Deacon's Orders, except by the advice and consent 
of three fourths of all the members of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese, at a meeting duly 
convened/ 

§ iii. No person shall be ordained a Priest un- 
less he shall produce to the Bishop a satisfactory 
certificate from some Church, Parish, or Congrega- 
tion, that he is engaged with them, and that they 
will receive him as their Minister ; or unless he be a

Missionary under the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese to which he belongs or in the employment 
of some Missionary Society recognized by the Gen- 
eral Convention ; or unless he be engaged as a Pro- 
fessor, Tutor, or Instructor of youth in some Col- 
lege, Academy, or other Seminary of learning, duly 
incorporated, or as a Chaplain in the Army or Navy 
of the United States.* 

§ iv. [1.] No person shall be ordained a Priest in 
this Church unless he be recommended to the Bishop 
for ordination by the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese for which he is to be ordained* 

[2.] In order to such recommendation, the Can-^ 
didate must lay before the Standing Committee tes- 
timonials of his piety, good morals, and orderly 
conduct, from the Minister and Vestry of the Par- 
ish where he resides ; or, if the Parish be vacant, 
or if the applicant be the Minister of the Parish (a 
Deacon desirous of Priest's Orders) , from the Ves- 
try alone, in the following words : 

We, whose names are hereunder written, do testify that A. 
B., for the space of three years last past, hath Uved pioasly, 
soberly, and honestly ; and hath not, so for as we know or be- 
lieve, written, taught, or held anything contrary to the doc- 
trine or discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Chorch ; and, 
moreover, we think him a person worthy to be admitted to the 
Sacred Order of Priests. In witness whereof, we have heie- 

unto set our liands, this day of , in the year of our 

Lord . 

[3.] But in case peculiar circumstances, not af- 
fecting his moral character, or the want of a Vestry

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where he is residing or ministering, should hinder 
the procurement of testimonials as above^ the Stand- 
ing Committee may accept testimonials, of the same 
tenor, from at least twelve respectable members of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

[4.] The Candidate shall also lay before the 

Standing Committee a testimonial signed by at 

least one Presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal 

Church in the United States, in the following form : 

' I do certify that A. B., for the space of three years last past, 
has lived piously, soberly, and honestly ; and hath not, so far as 
I know or believe, written, taught, or held anything contrary to 
the doctrine or discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church ; 
and, moreover, I think him a person*worthy to be admitted to 
the Sacred Order of Priests. This testimonial is founded on my 
personal knowledge of the said A. B., for one year last past, 
and for the I'esidue of the said time, upon evidence that is sat- 
isfactory to me. In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand, this day of , in the year of our Lord . 

[5.] The Standing Committee, on receipt of such 
testimonials, may, at a meeting duly convened, a 
majority of all the Committee consenting, proceed 
to recommend the Candidate for ordination, by a 
testimonial addressed to the Bishop, in the follow- 
ing words : 

.We, whose names are underwritten, members of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese of , do testify that A. B. hath 

laid before us satisfactory testimonials that, for the space of 
three years last past, he hath lived piously, soberly, and hon- 
estly ; and hath not written, taught, or held anything contrary 
to the doctrine or discipline of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church ; and, moreover, we think him a person worthy to be 
admitted to the Sacred Order of Priests. In witness whereof, 

we have hereunto set our hands, this— day of , in the 

year of our Lord . 
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Of Lay Readers. 

This testimonial shall have the signatures of all 
consenting to it.* 

§ y. Candidates for the Priesthood, ordained 
Deacons under Section v or Section vi of Canon 
6, shall not be required to have testimonials cover- 
ing more time than has elapsed since their admis- 
sion to Candidateship.** 

§ vi. A Candidate for Priest's Orders, ordained 
Deacon within three years preceding the time of 
his application for recommendation for ordination 
to the Priesthood, shall only be required to have 
testimonials extending back to the time of his ordi- 
nation : Provided^ nothing shall have in the mean 
while occurred that tends to invalidate the force of 
the evidence on which the Candidate was ordained 
a Deacon.** 

§ vii. Priest's Orders shall not be conferred on 
any person until he shall have attained the age of 
twenty-four years complete.* 



CANON 9. 

Of Lay Headers.^ 

§ i. A Lay Communicant of this Church may 
receive from the Bishop a written license to con- 
duct the service of the Church in a Congregation 
convened for public worship, as a Lay Reader ; tut 
such license shall not be granted for conducting 
the service in a Congfregation without a Minister, 
which is able, and has had reasonable opportunity,

to secure the services of an ordained Minister. 
Such license may be given by the Bishop, of his 
own motion, for service in any vacant Parish, Con- 
gregation, or Mission; but where a Rector is in 
charge, his request and recommendation must have 
been previously signified to the Bishop. Such 
license must be given for a definite period not 
longer than one year from its date ; but it may be 
.renewed from time to time by the Bishop's indorse- 
ment to that effect. The license of any Lay Reader 
may be revoked at the discretion of the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority. 

§ ii. A Lay Reader so licensed shall not act as 
such in any Diocese other than his own, unless he 
shall have received another license from the Bishop 
of the Diocese in which he desires to serve. If he 
be a student in any Theological Seminary, he shall 
also obtain the permission of the presiding oflScer 
of such institution. 

§ iii. Every Lay Reader shall be subject to 
such regulations as may be prescribed by the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority. In all matters relating to 
the conduct of the service, and to the Sermons 
or Homilies to be read, he shall conform to the 
dircQtions of the Minister in charge of the Parish, 
Congregation, or Mission in which he is serving, 
or, where there is no Minister in charge, to the 
directions of the Bishop. He shall not use the 
Absolution, nor the Benediction, nor the OflSces 
of the Church, except those for the Burial of the 
Dead, and for Visitation of the Sick and of Pris- 
oners, omittiifg in these last the Absolutions and 
Benedictions. He shall not deliver Sermons of his 
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own composition; but he may deliver addresses, 
instructions, and exhortations in vacant Parishes, 
Congfregations, or Missions, if he be specially 
licensed thereto by the Bishop. He shall not 
assume the dress appropriate to Clergymen minis- 
tering in the Congregation. He shall not without 
urgent reason read any part of the Service, except 
the Lessons, when a Clergyman is present. This 
Canon shall not prevent students in any college 
or seminary from reading such parts of the Chapel 
Services as may be assigned to them from time to 
time by the Presiding Officer. 



CANON 10. 



Of Ministers Ordained in Foreign Countries by 
Bishops in Communion with this Church, 

§ i. A Clergyman coming from a foreign country, 
and professing to have been ordained out of the 
United States by a foreign Bishop in communion 
with this Church, or by a Bishop consecrated for a 
foreign 'country by Bishops of this Church under 
Article 10 of the Constitution, or by a Missionary 
Bishop elected to exercise Episcopal functions in 
any place or places out of the United States, shall, 
before he be permitted to officiate in any Parish or 
Congregation, exhibit to the Minister, or if there 
be no Minister to the Vestry thereof, a certificate 
signed by the Bishop of the Diocese, or if there 
be no Bishop, by the Standing Committee duly 
convened, that his letters of Holy Orders are au- 
thentic, and given by some Bishop m communion 
with this Church, and whose authority is acknowl- 
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edged by this Church ; and also that he has ex- 
hibited to the Bishop or Standing Committee 
satisfactory evidence of his pious and moral char- 
acter, and of his theological acquirements; and in 
any case, before he shall be permitted to settle in 
any Church or Parish, or be received into union 
with any Diocese of this Church as a Minister 
thereof, he shall produce to the Bishop, or if there 
be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee thereof, 
a letter of dismission from under the hand and seal 
of the Bishop with whose Diocese he has been last 
connected ; which letter shall be, in substance, that 
provided for in Section vii of Canon 14 of this Title, 
and shall be delivered within six months from the 
date thereof; and when such Clergyman shall have 
been so received, he shall be considered as having 
passed entirely from the jurisdiction of the Bishop 
from whom the letter of dismission was brought, to 
the full jurisdiction of the Bishop or other Ecclesi- 
astical Authority by whom it shall have been ac- 
cepted, and become thereby subject to all the canon- 
ical provisions of this Church : Provided^ that no 
such Clergyman shall be so received into union with 
any Diocese until he shall have subscribed, in the 
presence of the Bishop of the Diocese in which. he 
applies for reception, and of two or more Presbyters, 
the declaration contained in Article 7 of the Consti- 
tution ; which being done, said Bishop or Standing 
Committee, being satisfied of his theological acquire- 
ments, may receive him into union with this Church 
as a Minister of the same : Provided^ also^ that such 
Minister shall not be entitled to settle in any Par- 
ish or Church, as canonically in charge of the 
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same, until he shall have resided one year in the 
United States subsequent to the acceptance of his 
letter of dismission. 

§ ii. And if such foreign Clergyman be a Deacon, 
he shall reside in this country at least one year, and 
obtain in this country the requisite testimonials of 
character, before he be ordained a Priest.* 



CANON 11. 



€f the Admission of Ministers ordained hy Bishops 
not in Communion with this Church. 

When a Deacon or Priest ordained by a Bishop 
not in communion with this Church, shall apply to 
a Bishop for admission into the same as a minister 
thereof, he shall produce a written certificate from 
at least two Presbyters of this Church stating that, 
from personal knowledge of the party, or satisfac- 
tory evidence laid before them, they believe that 
his desire to leave the communion to which he has 
belonged, has not arisen from any circumstance 
unfavorable to his moral or religious character, 
or on account of which it may be inexpedient to 
admit him to the exercise of the ministry in this 
Church ; and he shall also, not less than six months 
after his application, in the presence of the Bishop 
and two or more Presbyters, subscribe the declara- 
tion contained in Article 7 of the Constitution; 
which being done, the Bishop, being satisfied of 
his theological acquirements, may receive him as 
such Minister.^

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CANON 12, 

Of Ministers Officiating in a Foreign Language, 
When a Clergyman, coming from a foreign coun- 
try, and professing to be regularly ordained, shall 
be called to a Church of this communion in which 
Divine Service is celebrated in a foreign language, 
he may, with the approbation of the Bishop of the 
Diocese in which such Church is situated, acting 
with the advice and consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee, or with the unanimous consent of the Stand- 
ing Committee if there be no Bishop, and, on com- 
plying with the other requisitions of the Canons, 
settle in the said Church, as the Minister thereof, 
without having resided one year in the United 
States, anything in these Canons to the contrary 
notwithstanding.* 

CANON 13. 

Of Persons not Ministers in this Church officiating 
in any Congregation thereof. 

No Minister in charge of any Congrega,tion of 
this Church, or, in case of vacancy or absence, no 
Churchwardens, Vestrymen, or Trustees of the 
Congregation, shall permit any person to oflGiciate 
therein, without suflGicient evidence of his being 
duly licensed or ordained to minister in this 
Church: Provided^ that nothing herein shall be 
so construed as to forbid communicants of the 
Church to act as Lay Readers. 

Canon 11, Title I, Sections i and ii,^ is hereby 
repealed: Provided^ that such repeal shrill not 
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afiPect any case of a violation of said Canon com- 
mitted before this date; but such case shall be 
governed by the same law as if no such repeal had 
taken place.* 

CANON 14. 

General Regulations of Ministers and their Duties, 

§ i. 1^1.] It is hereby required that, on the 
election of a Minister into any Church or Parish, 
the Vestry shall deliver, or cause to be delivered, 
to the Bishop, or where there is no Bishop, to the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese, notice of the 
same, in the following form, or to this effect : 

We, the Churchwardens [or, in case of an Assistant Minis' 
ter, We, the Rector and Churchwardens], do certify to the 
Right Rev. [naming the Bishop], or to the Rev. [naming the 
President of the Standing Committee], that [naming t?ie person] 
has been duly chosen Rector [or, Assistant Minister, as the 
case may be] of [naming the Parish or Church], 

Which certificate shall be signed by the names 
of those Vho certify. 

[2.] If the Bishop or the Standing Committee 
be satisfied that the person so chosen is a qualified 
Minister of this Church, the Bishop, or the Presi- 
dent ot the Standing Committee, shall transmit 
the said certificate to the Secretary of the Conven- 
tion, who shall record it in a book to be kept by 
him for that purpose.** 

[3.] And if the Minister be a Presbyter, the 
Bishop, or President of the Standing Committee,

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may, ^t the instance of the Vestry, proceed to have 
him instituted according to the Office established 
by this Church, if that Office be used in the Diocese. 
But if he be a Deacon, the act of institution shall 
not take place until after he. shall have received 
Priest's Orders. This provision concerning the 
use of the Office of Institution is not to be consid- 
ered as applying to any congregation destitute of 
a house of worship.* 

§ ii. No Minister, removing from one Diocese 
or Missionary District to another, shall officiate as 
the Rector, Stated Minister^ or Assistant Minister 
of any Parish or Congregation of the Diocese or 
District to which he removes, until he shall have 
obtained from the Ecclesiastical Authority a certifi- 
cate in the words following : 

I hereby certify that the Bev. A. B. has been canonically 
transferred to my Jurisdiction, and is a Minister in regular 
standing.^ 

§ iii. The Alms and Contributions at the Admin- 
istration of the Holy Communion shall be deposited 
with the Minister of the Parish, or with such Church 
officer as shall be appointed by him, to be applied 
by the Minister, or under his superintendence, to 
such pious and charitable uses as shall by him be 
thought fit." 

§ iv. [1.] It shall be the duty of Ministers to 
prepare young persons and others for the holy

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ordinance of Confirmation. And on notice being 
received from the Bishop of his intention to visit 
any Church, which notice shall be at least one 
month before the intended visitation, the Minister 
shall give immediate notice to his parishioners, 
individually, as opportunity may offer, and also to 
the Congregation on the first occasion of public 
worship after the receipt of said notice. And he 
shall be ready to present for Confirmation such 
persons as he shall think properly qualified, and 
shall deliver to the Bishop a list of the names of 
those confirmed. 

[2.] And at every visitation it shall be the duty 
of the Minister, and of the Churchwardens or Ves- 
try, to give information to the Bishop of the state 
of the Congregation, under such heads as shall 
have been committed to them in the notice given 
as aforesaid. 

[3.] And further, the Ministers and Church- 
wardens of such Congregations as cannot be con- 
veniently visited in any year, shall bring or send 
to the Bishop, at the stated meeting of the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, information of the state of 
the Congregation, under such heads as shall have 
been committed to them at least one month before 
the meeting of the Convention.* 

§ V. [1.] Every Minister of this Church shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Com- 
municants, Marriages, and Funerals, within his 
cure, agreeably to such rules as may be provided

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by the Convention of the Diocese where his cure 
lies ; and if none such be provided, then in such 
manner as in his discretion he shall think best 
suited to the uses of such a register. 

[2, j The intention of the Kegister of Baptisms 
is hereby declared to be, as for other good uses, 
so especially for the proving of the right of the 
Church-membership of those who may have been 
admitted into this Church by the holy ordinance 
of Baptism. 

[3.] Every Minister of this Church shall make 
out and continue, as far as practicable, a list of 
all families and adult persons within his cure, to 
remain for the use of his successor, to be contin- 
ued by him, and by every future Minister in the 
same Parish.* 

§ vi. [1.] No Minister belonging to this Church 
shall officiate, either by preaching, reading prayers, 
or otherwise, in the Parish, or within the parochial 
cure, of another Clergyman, unless he have received 
express permission for that purpose from the Min- 
ister of the Parish or cure, or, in his absence, 
from the Churchwardens and Vestrymen, or Trus- 
tees of the Congregation, or a majority of them. 

[2.] Where Parish boundaries are not defined 
by law, or settled by Diocesan authority under 
Section ii of Canon 5 of Title III of this Digest, 
or are not otherwise settled, they shall, for the 
purposes of this Section, be defined by the civil 
divisions of the State, as follows :

General Regulations of Ministers^ etc. 



Parochial boundaries shall be. the limits, as now 
fixed by law, of any village, town, township, in- 
corporated borough, city, or the limits of some 
division thereof which may have been recognized 
by the Bishop, acting with the advice and consent 
of the Standing Committee, as constituting the 
boundaries of a Parish. 

If there be but one Church or Congregation 
within the limits of such village, town, township, 
borough, city, or such division of a city or town 
as herein provided, the same shall be deemed the 
parochial cure of the Minister having charge 
thereof. If there be two or more Congregations 
or Churches therein, it shall be deemed the cure 
of the Ministers thereof, and the assent of a major- 
ity of such Ministers shall be necessary ; but noth- 
ing in this Canon shall be construed to prevent any 
Clergyman of this Church from oflSiciating in any 
Parish Church or in any place of public worship 
used by any Congregation of this Church, or else- 
where within the parochial cure of the Minister of 
the said Congregation, with the consent of the 
Clergyman in charge of such Congregation ; or, in 
his absence, of the Churchwardens and Vestrymen 
or Trustees of such Congregatioh, or of a majority 
of them. 

When, under Diocesan authority, a new Parish 
is constituted, and its boundaries defined, this 
Section shall be applicable to the same as so 
established. 

[3.] If any Minister of the Church, from in- 
ability or any other cause, neglect to perform the 
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regular services in his Congregation, and refuse, 
without good cause, his consent to any other Min- 
ister of the Church to officiate within his cure, the 
Churchwardens, Vestrymen, or Trustees of such 
Congregation shall, on proof of such neglect or 
refusal before the Bishop of the Diocese, or if there 
be no Bishop, before the Standing Committee, or 
before such persons as may be deputed by him or 
them, or before such persons as may be, by the 
regulations of this Church in any Diocese, vested 
with the power of hearing and deciding on com- 
plaints against Clergymen, have power, with the 
written consent of the before-mentioned authority, 
to open the doors of their Church ' to any regular 
Minister of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

[4.] This Canon shall not affect any legal 
rights of property of any Parish.* 

§ vii. [1.] A Minister of this Church removing 
within the jurisdiction of any Bishop or other 
Ecclesiastical Authority, shall, in order to gain 
canonical residence within the same, present to 
said Ecclesiastical Authority a testimonial from 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese or Mis- 
sionary District in which he last resided, which 
testimonial shall set forth his true standing and 
character. The testimonial may be in the following 
words : 

I hereby certify that A. B., who has signified to me his 

desire to be transferred to the Ecclesiastical Authority of , 

is a Presbyter (or Deacon) of , in* regular standing, and 

lias not, so far aa I know or believe, been justly liable to evil 
* Canon as amended in 1859 and 1868. 
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report, for error in religion or yicioosness of life, for three 
years last past. 

[2.] All such testimonials shall be called Let- 
ters Diinissory. No such letter shall affect a Min- 
ister's canonical residence, until, after having been 
presented according to its address, it shall have 
been accepted, and notification of such acceptance 
given to the authority whence it proceeded. The 
residence of the Minister so transferred shall date 
jfrom the acceptance of his letter of transfer. If 
not presented within three months after its date, it 
may be considered as void by the authority whence 
it proceeded ; and shall be so considered, unless it 
be presented within six months. 

[3.] If a Minister, removing into another Dio- 
cese, who has been called to take charge of a Parish 
or Congregation, shall present a testimonial in the 
form aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Ecclsias- 
tical Authority of the Diocese to which he has re- 
moved, to accept it, unless the Bishop or Standing 
Committee should have heard rumors, that he or 
they believe to be well founded, against the charac- 
ter of the Minister concerned, which would form a 
proper ground of canonical inquiry, and present- 
ment ; in which case the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall communicate the same to the Bishop or Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese to whose jurisdiction 
the said Minister belongs ; and, in such case, it 
shall not be the duty of the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity to accept the testimonial, unless, and until, 
the Minister shall be exculpated from the said 
charges. 
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[4.] It shall be the duty of all Ministers, except 
Professors in the General Theological Seminary, 
Professors and Tutors in any University or College 
which is maintained and governed by two or more 
Dioceses, associated for that purpose, Officersof the 
Board of Missions, and Chaplains in the Army and 
Navy, to obtain and present letters of transfer as 
above described, whenever they remove from one 
Diocese or Missionary District to any other Diocese 
or Missionary District, whether Domestic or For- 
eign, and remain there for the space of six months. 
But when a Diocese is divided into two or more 
Dioceses, any Professor in a Theological Seminary 
therein, which is governed by Trustees from every 
part of such original Diocese, may select to which 
of said Dioceses he shall belong, and shall not be 
obliged to obtain and present the above-mentioned 
letters of transfer.* 



CANON 15. 

Of Bishops. 

§ i. [1.] To entitle a Diocese to the choice of a 
Bishop, by the Convention thereof, there must be, 
at the time of such choice, and have been during 
the year previous, at least six oflSiciating Presbyters 
therein,. regularly settled in a Parish or Church, and 
qualified to vote for a Bishop, and six or more 
Parishes represented in the Convention electing. 
But two or more adjoining Dioceses, not having 
respectively the requisite number of Presbyters to

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entitle either to the choice of a Bishop, may asso- 
ciate and proceed to the choice of a Bishop, to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction alike in each of the associated 
Dioceses, if there be at the time of such choice, and 
have been during the year previous, nine or more 
such Presbyters residing in any part of such asso- 
ciated Dioceses, qualified as aforesaid; and the 
Bishop, so elected, shall exercise Episcopal juris- 
diction over each of the associated Dioceses, uirtil 
such time as some one of such Dioceses, having six 
or more Presbyters canonically qualified to elect a 
Bishop, shall elect him, and he shall have accepted 
the office as its own exclusive Diocesan ; whereupon , 
his connection with the other associated Diocese 
or Dioceses shall cease and determine : Provided^ 
always, that the Dioceses thus associated in the 
election of a conunon Bishop, and the Conventions 
thereof, shall, in all other respects, remain as be- 
fore, unconnected and independent of each other : 
and Provided^ also, that such association shall 
be dissolved on the demise of the Bishop, if not 
before. 

[2.] A Minister is settled, for all purposes he^e 
or elsewhere mentioned in these Canons, who has 
been engaged permanently by any Parish, accord- 
ing to the rules of said Diocese, or for any term 
not less than one year.* 

§ ii. [1.] Every Bishop elect, before his conse- 
cration, shall produce to the House of Bishops, 
from the Convention by whom he is elected, evi-

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deHce of such election; and, from the House of 
Deputies in General Convention, evidence of their 
approbation of his testimonials, and of their assent 
to his consecration ; and also certificates, respect- 
ively, in the following words ; such certificates, in 
both cases, to be signed by a constitutional major- 
ity of the members of the Diocesan Convention, 
or of the House of Deputies, as the case may be. 
The same evidence, of election by, and the same 
certificate from, the members of the Diocesan Con- 
vention, shall be presented to the House of Depu- 
ties in General Convention. 

Testimony from the Members of the Convention in the Diocese 
from whence the person is recommended for consecration. 

We, whose names are underwritten, fully sensible how im- 
portant it is that the sacred office of a Bishop should not be 
unworthily conferred, and firmly persuaded that it is our d\ity 
to bear testimony on this solemn occasion, without partiality 
or affection, do, in the presence of Almighty God, testify that 
A. B. is not, so far as we are informed, justly liable to evil 
report, either for error in religion, or for viciousness in life; 
and that we do not know or believe there is any impediment, 
on account of which he ought not to be consecrated to that 
Holy Office. We do, moreover, jointly and severally declare 
that we do, in our conscience, believe him to be of such suffi- 
ciency in good learning, such soundness in the faith, and of 
such virtuous and pure manners, and godly conversation, that 
he is apt and meet to exercise the Office of a Bishop to the 
honor of God, and the edifying of His Church, and to be a 
wholesome example to the flock of Christ. 

The above certificate shall be presented to the 
House of Deputies in General Convention. 

Testimony from the House of Deputies in General Conven- 
tion, 

We, whose names are underwritten, fully sensible how im- 
portant it is that the sacred Office of a Bishop should not be 
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unworthily conferred, and firmly persuaded that it is our duty 
to bear testimony on this solenm occasion, without partiality 
or affection, do, in the presence of Almighty Grod, testify that 
A. B. is not, so far as we are informed, justly liable to evil 
report, either for error in religion, or for vieiousness of life; 
and that we do not know or believe there is any impediment, 
on account of which he ought not to be consecrated to that 
holy Office, but that he hath, as we believe, led his life, for 
three years last past, piously, soberly, and honestly. 

[2.] If the House of Bishops consent to the 
consecration, the Presiding Bishop, without delay, 
shall notify the Bishop elect of such consent ; and, 
on notice of his acceptance, the Presiding Bishop 
shall take order for the consecration of said Bishop 
elect by himself and two other Bishops, or by any 
three Bishops to whom he may communicate the 
testimonials.* 

§ iii. [1.] If, during the recess of the General 
Convention, the Church in any Diocese should be 
desirous of the consecration of a Bishop elect, the 
Standing Committee of the Church in such Dio- 
cese may, by their president, or by some person or 
persons specially appointed, communicate the desire 
to the Standing Committees of the Churches in the 
different Dioceses, together with copies of the ne- 
cessary testimonials ; and if the major number of 
the Standing Committees shall consent to the pro- 
posed consecration, the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese concerned shall forward the evidence of 
such consent, together with other testimonials, to 
the Presiding 'Bishop of the House of Bishops, or, 
in case of his death, to the Bishop who, according 
to the rules of the House of Bishops, is to preside

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at the next General Convention, who shall com- 
municate the same to all the Bishops of this Church 
in the United States, excepting those whose resig- 
nations have been accepted ; and if a majority of 
the Bishops consent to the consecration, the Pre- 
siding Bishop, without delay, shall notify the Bishop 
elect of such consent ; and, on his acceptance, the 
Presiding Bishop shall take order for the consecra- 
tion of said Bishop elect by himself and two other 
Bishops, or by any three Bishops to whom he may 
communicate the testimonials.* 

[2.] The evidence of the consent of the differ- 
ent Standing Committees shall be in the form pre- 
scribed for the House of Deputies in General Con- 
vention ; and, without the aforesaid requisites, no 
consecration shall take place during the recess of 
the General Convention ; but in case the election 
of a Bishop shall take place within six months 
before the meeting of the General Convention, 
all matters relative to the consecration shall be 
deferred until the said meeting.^ 

§ iv. No man shall be consecrated a Bishop of 
this Church until he shall be thirty years old.* 

§ V. When a Bishop of a Diocese is unable, by 
reason of old age, or other permanent cause of 
infirmity, or by reason of the extent of his Diocese, 
to discharge his Episcopal duties, one Assistant 
Bishop may be elected by and for the said Diocese, 
who shall, in all cases, succeed the Bishop in case 
of surviving him : Provided^ that before the elec-

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tion of an Assistant Bishop for the reason of extent 
of Diocese, the consent of the General Convention, 
or during the recess thereof, the consent of a ma- 
jority of the Bishops and of the several Standing 
Committees, must be had and obtained. The 
Assistant Bishop shall perform such Episcopal 
duties, and exercise such Episcopal authority in 
the Diocese, as the Bishop shall assign to him ; 
and, in case of the Bishop's inability to assign such 
duties, declared by the Convention of the Diocese, 
the Assistant Bishop shall, during such inability, 
perform all the duties, and exercise all the author- 
ities which appertain to the office of a Bishop. No 
person shall be elected or consecrated. a Suffragan 
Bishop, nor shall there be more than one Assistant 
Bishop in a Diocese at the same time.* 

§ vi. A Diocese deprived of the services of its 
Bishop by a sentence of suspension without a pre- 
cise limitation of time, may proceed to the election 
of a Provisional Bishop, who, when duly conse- 
crated, shall exercise all the powers and authority 
of the Bishop of the Diocese during the suspension 
of such Bishop ; and who, in case of the remission 
of the sentence of the Bishop, and his restoration 
to the exercise of his jurisdiction, shall perform the 
duties of Assistant Bishop prescribed by Section 
V of this Canon; and who in all cases shall suc- 
ceed to the Bishop on his death or resignation.** 

§ vii. [1,] The House of Deputies may, from 
time to time, on nomination by the House of

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Bishops, elect a suitable person or persons to be a 
Bishop or Bishops of this Church, to exercise 
Episcopal functions in States or Territories, or 
parts thereof not organized into Dioceses. The 
evidence of such election shall be a certificate, to 
be subscribed by a constitutional majority of said 
House of Deputies, in the form required by Sec- 
tion ii of this Canon, to be given by the members 
of Diocesan Conventions on the recommendation 
of Bishops elect for consecration, which certificate 
shall be produced to the House of Bishops ; and if 
the House of Bishops shall consent to the conse- 
cration, they may take order for that purpose. 

[2.] The Bishop or Bishops so elected and conse- 
crated, shall exercise Episcopal functions in such 
States and Territories, or parts thereof, in con- 
formity with the Constitution and Canons of the 
Church, and under such regulations and instruc- 
tions, not inconsistent therewith, as the House of 
Bishops may prescribe ; and the House of Bishops 
may, at any time, increase or diminish the number 
of States or Territories, or parts thereof, over which 
the said Bishop or Bishops shall exercise Episcopal 
functions. 

[8.] In case of the death or resignation of a Mis- 
sionary Bishop, or of vacancy by other cause, the 
charge of the vacant Missionary Jurisdiction shall 
devolve on the senior Bishop of this Church, with 
the power of appointing some other Bishop as his 
substitute in said charge. 

[4.] The jurisdiction of this Church extending 
in right, though not always in form, to all persons 
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belonging to it within the United States, it is 
hereby enacted that each Missionary Bishop shall 
have jurisdiction over the Clergy in the district 
assigned him. Every such Bishop shall yearly 
appoint two Presbyters, and two Laymen com- 
municants of this Church, resident within his Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, to perform the duties of a 
Standing Committee for such jurisdiction, who 
shall continue in oflSce till their successors are 
appointed : Provided^ that no Standing Committee 
constituted under this Section shall have power 
to give or refuse assent to the consecration of a 
Bishop. 

[5.] He shall, for the due administration of his 
jurisdiction, select the Constitution and Canons 
of one of the Dioceses of this Church, which shall 
remain in force, so far as applicable to the circum- 
stances of such Missionary Jurisdiction, until it 
shall be erected into a Diocese, and shall have 
adopted its own Constitution and Canons. 

[6.] In case a presentment and trial of a Cler- 
gyman become proper, the Clerical Members of the 
Standing Committee may make presentment : Pro- 
vided^ that the Court shall be composed of at least 
three Presbyters ; and if there be not a suiEcient 
number of qualified Presbyters within his juris- 
diction (excluding the members of the Standing 
Committee, and the accused), the said Missionary 
Bishop may call to his aid Presbyters of any Dio- 
cese or Missionary Jurisdiction sufficiently near. 

[7.] Any Bishop or Bishops elected and conse- 
crated under this Section shall be entitled to a 
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seat in the House of Bishops, and shall be eligible 
to the office of Diocesan Bishop in any organized 
Diocese within t^le United States. And whenever 
a Diocese shall have been organized within the 
jurisdiction of such Missionary Bishop, if he shall 
be chosen Bishop of such Diocese, he may accept 
the office without vacating his Missionary appoint- 
ment : Provided^ that he continue to discbarge the 
duties of Missionary Bishop within the residue of 
his original jurisdiction, if there be such residue. 

[8.] Every such Bishop shall report to each 
General Convention his proceedings, and the state 
and condition of the Church within his Missionary 
Jurisdiction ; and, at least once a year, make a 
report to the Board of Missions.* 

§ viii. [1.] The House of Deputies may, from 
time to time, on nomination by the House of Bish- 
ops, elect a suitable person or persons to be a 
Bishop or Bishops of this Church, to exercise 
Episcopal functions in any Missionary station or 
stations of this Church out of the Territory of 
the United States, which the House of Bishops, 
with the concurrence of the House of Deputies, 
may have designated. The evidence of such elec- 
tion shall be a certificate, to be subscribed by a 
constitutional majority of said House of Deputies, 
expressing their assent to the said nomination, 
which certificate shall be produced to the House 
of Bishops; and if the House of Bishops shall 
consent to the consecration, they may take order 
for that purpose.

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[2.] Any Bishop elected and consecrated under 
this Section, or any Foreign Missionary Bishop 
heretofore consecrated to exercise Episcopal func- 
tions in any place or country which may have been 
thus designated, shall have no jurisdiction, except 
in the place or country for which he has been 
elected and consecrated. He shall* be entitled 
to a seat in the House of Bishops, but shall not 
become a Diocesan Bishop in any organized Dio- 
cese within the United States, unless with the 
consent of three fourths of all the Bishops en- 
titled to seats in the House of Bishops, and also 
of three fourths of the Deputies present at the 
Session of the General Convention, or, in the 
recess of the General Convention, with the consent 
of the Standing Committees of three fourths of the 
Dioceses. 

[3.] Any Bishop or Bishops consecrated under 
this section, or any Foreign Missionary Bishop 
heretofore consecrated, shall, on presentment by 
two thirds of the Missionaries under his charge, 
for immorality or heresy, or for a violation of the 
Constitution or Canons of this Church, be tried, 
and, if found guilty, sentenced, in all particulars 
as if he were actually resident within the limits of 
the United States, except that the trial may be 
within any Diocese in the United States. 

[4.] Any Bishop or Bishops elected and conse- 
crated under this Section, or any Foreign Mission- 
ary Bishop heretofore consecrated, or any Bishop

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to whom the exercise of Episcopal powers and 
functions in a foreign Church or Congregation shall 
have been assigned by the Presiding Bishop, may- 
ordain as Deacons or Presbyters, to oflSciate within 
the limits of their respective Missions, or in such 
foreign Church or Congregation, any persons, of 
the age required by the Canons of this Church, 
who shall exhibit to him or them the testimonials 
required by Canons 6 and 8 of this Title, signed by 
not less than two of the ordained Missionaries of 
this Church who may be subject to his or their 
charge, or by two Presbyters of this Church, in 
good standing, connected with such foreign Church 
or Congregation. 

Provided^ nevertheless, that if there be only one 
ordained Missionary attached to the Mission, or 
only one Presbyter of this Church connected with 
such foreign Church or Congregation, and capable 
of acting at the time, the signature of a Presby- 
ter in good standing under the jurisdiction of any 
Bishop in communion with this Church may be 
admitted to supply the deficiency.* 

[6.] Any Foreign Missionary Bishop conse- 
crated under this Section, or heretofore consecrated, 
may, by and with the advice of two Presbyters, 
one of whom, if necessity require, shall be a Pres- 
byter in good standing under the jurisdiction of 
any Bishop in communion with this Church, dis- 
pense with those studies required from a Candidate 
for Deacon's Orders by the Canons of this Church : 
Provided^ that no person shall be ordained by him

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who has not passed a satisfactory examination, in 
the presence of two Presbyters, as to his theological 
learning and aptitude to teach : and Provided^ fur- 
ther, that no person shall be ordained by him until 
he shall have been a candidate for at least three 
years. Nor shall any Deacon, so ordained, be ad- 
vanced to the Order of Presbyters, who has not 
been in Deacon's Orders for at least one year. 
Nor shall any Deacon or Priest, who shall have 
been ordained under this Section, be allowed to 
hold any cure, or officiate in the Church in these 
United States, until he shall have complied with 
existing Canons relating to the learning of persons 
to be ordained. 

[6.] Any Foreign Missionary Bishop or Bishops 
elected and consecrated under this Section, or any 
Foreign Missionary Bishop heretofore consecrated, 
shall have jurisdiction and government according 
to the Canons of this Church over all Missionaries 
or Clergymen of this Church, resident in the dis- 
trict or country for which he or they may have 
been consecrated. 

[7.] Every such Bishop shall yearly appoint a 
Standing Committee, consisting of not less than 
two nor more than five Presbyters resident within 
his jurisdiction, and, if he shall find it practicable 
and advisable, of an equal number of Lay-Commu- 
nicants ; which Standing Committee shall have, so 
far as the circumstances of the jurisdiction permit, 
the powers and duties provided for by the Consti- 
tution and Canons that have been adopted for the 
government of such jurisdiction. In case of the 
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absence of the Bishop from his jurisdiction, or of 
a vacancy in the Episcopate, said Standing Com- 
mittee shall be the Ecclesiastical , Authority of 
such Missionary Jurisdiction. 

[8.] If any Minister of this Church, acting under 
a Foreign Missionary appointment, and within the 
jurisdiction of a Foreign Missionary Bishop of this 
Church, shall commit any offence which comes 
within the provisions of Canon 2 of Title II, Of 
Offences for which Ministers may he tried and 
punished ; or shall refuse obedience to the lawful 
authority of the Missionary .Bishop, such Clergy- 
man shall be proceeded against according to the 
Constitution and Canons of any Diocese of this 
Church which may have been selected at the time 
of the appointment of the Standing Committee of 
such Missionary Jurisdiction : Provided^ that a pre- 
sentment shall first be made by the members of 
said Standing Committee, or, if the accused party 
be a member of the Standing Committee, by the 
other member or members thereof. 

[9.] The Court for the trial of such Minister 
shall consist of five Presbyters, excluding the mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee; or, if there be 
not five, then of all the members of such Missionary 
Jurisdiction. If there be more than five, then shall 
the Standing Committee select, by lot, the five who 
shall compose the Court, which Court shall proceed 
in the trial, according to the Canons of the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
so far as the same may be applicable to such a case ; 
and where no provision is made adequate to the 
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exigency, the Court shall consider and adjudge the 
case according to the principles of law and equity. 

[10.] The sentence of the Court shall be ren- 
dered to the Bishop of such Missionary Jurisdiction, 
who shall have power to revise and modify the 
same, and the decision of the Bishop shall be final 
and conclusive. 

[11.] Every Bishop elected and consecrated 
under this Section, or Foreign Missionary Bishop 
heretofore consecrated, shall report to each General 
Convention his proceedings and acts, and the state 
of the Mission under his supervision. He shall 
also make a similar report at least once a year to 
the Board of Missions of this Church.* 

§ ix. [1.] When a Diocese, entitled to the choice 
of a Bishop, shall elect as its Diocesan a Missionary 
Bishop of this Church, if such election shall have 
taken place within three months before a meeting of 
the General Convention, Evidence thereof shall be 
laid before each House of the General Convention, 
and the concurrence of each House, and its express 
consent, shall be necessary to the validity of said 
election, and shall complete the same ; so that the 
Bishop thus elected shall be thereafter the Bishop 
of the Diocese which has elected him. 

[2.] K the said election have taken place more 
than three months before a meeting of the General 
Convention, the above process may be adopted, or 
the following instead thereof, viz. : The Standing 
Committee of the Diocese electing shall give duly

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certified evidence of the election to every Bishop 
of this Church, and to the Standing Committee of 
every Diocese. On receiving notice of the con- 
currence of a majority of the Bishops and of the 
Standing Committees in the election, and their ex- 
press consent thereto, the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese concerned shall transmit notice thereof 
to the Ecclesiastical Authority of every Diocese 
and Missionary Jurisdiction within the United 
States; which notice shall state what Bishops and 
what Standing Committees have consented to the 
election. And the same Committee shall trans- 
mit to every Congregation in the Diocese con- 
cerned, to be publicly read therein, a notice of 
the election to the Episcopate thereof of the Bishop 
thus elected, and also cause public notice thereof 
to be given in such other way as they may think 
proper.* 

§ X. It is deemed proper that every Bishop of 
this Church shall deliver, at least once in three 
years, a charge to the Clergy of his Diocese, unless 
prevented by reasonable cause. And it is also 
deemed proper that, from time to time, he shall 
address to the people of his Diocese Pastoral Let- 
ters on some points of Christian doctrine, worship, 
or manners.^ 

§ xi. [1.] Every Bishop in this Church shall 
visit the Churches within his Diocese at least once 
in three years, for the purpose of examining the 
state of his Church, inspecting the behaviour of his

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Clergy, administering the Apostolic rite of Con- 
firmation, ministering the Word, and, if he think 
fit, administering the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per, to the people committed to his charge. And 
if a Bishop shall decline, for more than three years, 
to visit a Parish or Congregation, for reasons which 
to him shall seem suflBcient, it shall be the duty 
of the Rector or Minister, and Vestry, or of one of 
them-, to apply to the Presiding Bishop, to appoint 
the five Bishops in charge of Dioceses, who live 
nearest to the Diocese in which such Church or 
Congregation may be situated, to act as a Council 
of Conciliation, who shall amicably determine all 
matters of difference between the parties, and each 
party shall conform to the decision of the Council 
in the premises. If the Presiding Bishop shall be 
the party within whose jurisdiction the Parish or 
Congregation may be, then the application shall 
be made to the Bishop next in seniority. And in 
any such case as is above mentioned, the Bishop 
within whose jurisdiction the Parish or Congrega- 
tion may be, may, at any time, if he please, apply 
himself to the Presiding Bishop, for a Council 
of Conciliation : Provided^ that if, by the aption of 
the General Convention, any Canon shall hereafter 
be made for the establishment of a Council or 
Councils of Conciliation, for the general purpose 
of amicably reconciling differences of this or any 
other kind, then such a case as is above named shall 
be referred to such general Council of Conciliation, 
and the parties shall abide by its decision. 

[2.] To enable the Bishop, who may be Rector 
x)f a Church, to make his official visitation, it shall 
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be the duty of the Clergy, in such reasonable rota- 
tion as may be devised, to oflSciate for him in the 
performance of his parochial duties, provision 
being made for the payment of their expenses. 

•[3.] It is left to each Diocese to make provis- 
ion, in such way as it may deem proper, for 
defraying the necessary expenses of the Bishop's 
visitation. 

[4.] The Bishop shall keep a register of his 
proceedings at every visitation of his Diocese.* 

§ xii. It is the duty of every Bishop of this 
Church to reside within his Diocese.** 

§ xiii. It shall be lawful for any Bishop of a 
Diocese who is about to leave, or has left, his Dio- 
cese, with the intention of going out of the limits 
of the United States, or, if remaining out of his 
Diocese for the space of three calendar months 
although without leaving the United States, to 
authorize, by writing under his hand and seal, 
the Assistant Bishop, or, should there be none, the 
Standing Committee of such Diocese, to act as the 
Ecclesiastical Authority thereof. The Assistant 
Bishop or Standing Committee so authorized, shall 
thereupon become the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
such Diocese, to all intents and purposes, until such 
writing shall be revoked, or the Bishop shall return 
within the Diocese : Provided^ that nothing in this 
Canon shall be so construed as to prevent any 
Bishop who may have signed such writing from 
exercising his jurisdiction himself, so far as the same

may be practicable, during his absence from his 
Diocese, or from permitting and authorizing any 
other Bishop to perform Episcopal oflSces for 
him.* 

§ xiv. The Bishop of each Diocese may com- 
pose forms. of prayer or thanksgiving, as the case 
may require, for extraordinary occasions, and trans- 
mit them to each Clergyman within his Diocese, 
whose duty it shall be to use such forms in his 
Church on such occasions. And the Clergy in 
those States or Dioceses or other places within the 
bounds of this Church in which there is no Bishop, 
may use the form of prayer or thanksgiving com- 
posed by the Bishop of any Diocese. The Bishop in 
each Diocese may also compose forms of prayer 
to be used before legislative and other public 
bodies.^ 

§ XV. [1.] Any Bishop, Assistant Bishop, or 
Missionary Bishop may, on the invitation of the 
Convention or the Standing Committee of any 
Diocese where there is no Bishop, or where the 
Bishop is for the time under a disability to perform 
Episcopal offices by reason of a judicial sentence, 
visit and perform Episcopal offices in that Diocese, 
or in any part thereof; and this invitation may be 
temporary, and it may at any time be revoked. 

[2.] A Diocese without a Bishop, or of which the 
Bishop is for the time under a disability by reason 
of a judicial sentence, may, by its Convention, be 
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placed under provisional charge and authority of 
the Bishop or Assistant Bishop of another Dio- 
cese, or of a Missionary Bishop, who shall by that 
act be authorized to perform all the duties and 
offices of the Bishop of the Diocese so vacant or 
having the Bishop disabled : until, in the case of 
a vacant Diocese, a Bishop be duly elected and 
consecrated for the same; and, in the case of a 
Diocese whose Bishop is disqualified as aforesaid, 
until the disqualification be removed ; or until, in 
either case, the said act of the Convention be 
revoked. 

[3.] No Diocese, while under the provisional 
charge of a Bishop, shall invite any other Bishop 
to perform any Episcopal duty or* exercise au- 
thority.* 

§ xvi. [1.] If, during the session of the General 
Convention, or within six calendar months before 
the meeting of any such Convention, a Bishop shall 
desire to resign his jurisdiction, he shall make 
known, in writing, to the House of Bishops such 
his- desire, together with the reasons moving him 
thereto ; whereupon the House of Bishops may in- 
vestigate the whole case of the proposed resignation, 
including not only the facts and reasons that may 
be set forth in the application for the proposed 
resignation, but any other facts and circumstances 
bearing upon it, so that the whole subject of the 
propriety or necessity of such resignation may be 
placed fully before the House of Bishops. 

[2.] An investigation having thus been made, 

» Canon 4, 1847; amended, 1883^ 
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the House of Bishops may decide on the applica- 
tion ; and, by a vote of a majority of those present, 
accept or refuse to accept such resignation ; and in 
all cases of a proposed resignation, the Bishops shall 
cause their proceedings to be recorded on their jour- 
nal ; and in case of acceptance, the resignation shall 
be complete when thus recorded ; and notice thereof 
shall be given to the House of Deputies. 

[3.] In case a Bishop should desire to resign at 
any period not within six calendar months before 
the meeting of a General Convention, he shall make 
known to the Presiding Bishop such liis desire, 
with the reasons moving him thereto ; whereupon 
the Presiding Bishop shall communicate, without 
delay, a copy of the same to every Bishop of this 
Church having Ecclesiastical jurisdiction, and also 
to the Standing Committee of the Diocese to which 
the Bishop desiring to resign may belong ; and, at 
the same time, summon said Bishops to meet him 
in person, at a place to be by him designated and at 
a time not less than three calendar months from the 
date of his summons ; and should a number not less 
than a majority of all the said Bishops meet at the 
time and place designated, they shall then have all 
the powers given by the previous clauses of this Sec- 
tion to the House of Bishops ; and should a number 
less than a majority assemble, they shall have power 
to adjourn from time to time, until they can secure 
the attendance of a majority of all the said Bishops. 
Should a proposed resignation of a Bishop be ac- 
cepted at any meeting of the Bishops for that pur- 
pose held during a recess, then it shall be the duty 
of the Senior Bishop present to pronounce such res- 
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ignatioD complete, and to communicate the same to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of each Diocese, who 
shall cause the same to be communicated to the sev- 
eral Clergymen in charge of congregations therein. 
And it shall be the further duty of the Presiding 
Bishop to cause such resignation to be formally re- 
corded on the Journal of the House of Bishops that 
may meet in General Convention next thereafter. 
If the Bishop desirous of resigning should be the 
Presiding Bishop, then all the duties directed in this 
Section to be performed by the Presiding Bishop 
shall devolve upon the Bishop next in seniority. 

[4.] No Diocesan or Assistant Bishop whose 
resignation has been consummated pursuant to 
this Section, shall, under any circumstances, be 
eligible to any Diocese now in union, or which 
may hereafter be admitted into union, with this 
Chtirch ; nor shall he have a seat in the House of 
Bishops; but he may perform Episcopal acts at 
the request of any Bishop of this Church having 
Ecclesiastical jurisdiction, within the limits of his 
Diocese. Any Bishop whose resignation by rea- 
son of advanced age and bodily infirmity arising 
therefrom has been consummated pursuant to this 
Section, shall retain his seat in the House of 
Bishops, with all the rights and precedences 
therein to which he would otherwise be entitled.* 

[6.] A Bishop who ceases to have the Episcopal 
charge of a Diocese shall still be subject in all mat- 
ters to the Canons and authority of the General 
Convention. 

[6.] In case a suspended Bishop of this Church

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should desire to resign at any period not within 
six calendar months before the meeting of a Gen- 
eral Convention, he shall make known by letter to 
the Presiding Bishop such desire ; whereupon the 
Presiding Bishop shall communicate a copy of the 
same to each Bishop of this Church having juris- 
diction; and, in case a majority of such Bishops 
shall return to the Presiding Bishop their written 
assent to such resignation, the same shall be 
deemed valid and final ; and written information of 
the said resignation shall at once be communicated 
by the Presiding Bishop to the Bishop and Diocese 
concerned, and to each Bishop of this Church.* 

§ xvii. [1.] If during the recess of the General 
Convention, and more than six months previous to 
its session, any vacancy arise, either by death, 
resignation, or other cause, in the office of any 
Missionary Bishop of this Church (whether Do- 
mestic or Foreign), the House of Bishops shall, 
on the written request of twelve members of the 
same, be convened by the Presiding Bishop, or, 
in case of his death, by the 'Bishop who, according 
to the rules of the House of Bishops, is to preside 
at the next General Convention; and thereupon 
may proceed to fill any and every such vacancy 
that may then exist, by electing a suitable person 
or persons to be a Bishop or Bishops of this 
Church, to exercise Episcopal functions within the 
district, country, territory, station, or jurisdiction, 
where such vacancy or vacancies may exist ; and 
in case of such election, they shall, by the Presid- 
ing Bishop, or by some person or persons spe-

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cially appointed, communicate the fact of such elec- 
tion to the Standing Committees of the Churches 
in the different Dioceses ; and each Standing Com- 
mittee that shall consent to the proposed consecra- 
tion shall forward the evidence of such consent to 
the Presiding Bishop, or Bishop as aforesaid. 
And if the major number of the Standing Commit- 
tees shall consent to the proposed consecration, 
the Presiding or other Bishop as aforesaid shall 
forward copies of the evidence of such consent to 
all the Bishops of this Church in the United States 
(excepting those whose resignation has been ac- 
cepted) ; and if a majority of such Bishops eon- 
sent to the consecration, the Presiding Bishop or 
Bishop aforesaid, with any two Bishops, or any 
three Bishops to whom he may communicate the 
testimonials, may proceed to perform the same. 

[2.] The evidence of the consent of the differ- 
ent Standing Committees shall be in the form pre- 
scribed for the House of Deputies in General 
Convention ; and without the aforesaid requisites 
no consecration shall take place of any Missionary 
Bishop elected during the recess of the General 
Convention. 

[3.] Every Bishop elected and consecrated 
under this Section shall have the several functions, 
jurisdiction, powers, and rights granted by any 
Canon or Canons of this Church to Missionary 
Bishops, whether Domestic or Foreign, according 
as such Bishop shall be elected to be a Domestic 
or a Foreign Missionary Bishop ; and shall in all 
matters be subject to the Canons and authority of 
the General Convention.*

CANON 16. 

Of a List of the Ministers of this Church, 

§ i. The Secretary of the House of Bishops shall 
keep a register of all the Clergy of this Church, 
whose names shall be delivered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner, that is to say: Every Bishop of 
this Church, or where there is no Bishop the 
President of the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese, shall, on or before the fifteenth day of Octo- 
ber of each year, deliver, or cause to be delivered, 
to the Secretary, a list of the names of all the 
Ministers of this Church in their proper Dioceses, 
annexing the names of their respective cures or 
stations ; or, in regard to those who have not any 
cures, their places of residence only ; and it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary to take care for the 
authorized publication of this list before the first 
of January in every year, in such planner as he 
shall deem best. 

§ ii. And, further, the Secretary shall obtain in 
the same manner, from the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of each Diocese, a list, with particulars of time and 
place, of all Ministers belonging to the Diocese, 
who have been ordained to the Diaconate or the 
Priesthood, or have died, or have been deposed, 
since the preceding General Convention ; and the 
said list shall, from time to time, be published in 
the journals of the General Convention.*

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§ iii. And, further, it is recommended to the 
several Bishops of this Church, and to the several 
Standing Committees, that, during the intervals 
between the meetings of the General Convention, 
they take such means of notifying the admission of 
Ministers amongthem as, in their discretion, respec- 
tively, they shall think effectual to the purpose of 
preventing ignorant and imwary people from being 
imposed on by persons pretending to be authorized 
Ministers of this Church.* 



CANON 17 



Of the Mode of Securing an Accurate View of the 
State of the Church. 

§ i. As a full and accurate view of the state of 
the Church, from time to time, is highly useful and 
necessary, it is hereby ordered that every Min- 
ister of this Church, or if the parish be vacant the 
Wardens, shall present, or cause to be delivered, on 
or before the first day of every Annual Conveution, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or where there is no 
Bishop to the President of the Convention, a state- 
ment of the number of Baptisms, Confirmations, 
Marriages , and Funerals , and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church ; also the state 
and condition of the Sunday Schools in his Parish ; 
also of the amount of the Communion alms, the 
contributions for Missions, Diocesan, Domestic, and 
Foreign, for Parochial Schools, for Church purposes

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in general, apd of all (Jther matters that may 
throw light on the state of the same. And eveiy 
Clergyman, not regularly settled in any Parish or 
Church, shall also report the occasional services 
he may have performed; and, if he have performed 
no such services, the causes or reasons which have 
prevented the same. And these reports, or such 
parts of them as the Bishop shall think fit, may 
be read in Convention, and shall be entered on 
the journals thereof. 

§ ii. At every Annual Diocesan Convention, 
the Bishop shall deliver an Address, stating the 
affairs of the Diocese since the last meeting of the 
Convention; the names of the Churches which he 
has visited; the number of persons confirmed; 
the names of those who have been received as 
Candidates for Orders, and of those who have been 
ordained, suspended, or degraded; the changes 
by death, removal, or otherwise, which have taken 
place among the Clergy ; and in general, all mat- 
ters tending to throw light on the affairs of the 
Diocese; which address shall be inserted on the 
journals. 

§ iii. At every General Convention, the journals 
of the different Diocesan Conventions, since the 
last General Convention, together with such other 
papers, viz.. Episcopal charges, addresses, and pas- 
toral letters, as may tend to throw light on the 
state of the Church in each Diocese, shall be pre- 
sented to the House of Deputies. A Committee

shall then be appointed to draw up a view of the 
state of the Church, and to make report to the 
House of Deputies ; which report, when agreed to 
by the said House, shall be sent to the House of 
Bishops, with the request that they will draw up, 
and cause to be published, a Pastoral Letter to 
the members of the Church. And it is hereby 
made the duty of every Clergyman having a pas- 
toral charge, when any such Letter is published, 
to read the said Pastoral Letter to his congrega- 
tion on some occasion of public worship. 

§ iv. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Convention of every Diocese, or of the per- 
son or persons with whom the journals or other 
Ecclesiastical papers are lodged, to forward to 
the House of Deputies, at every General Con- 
vention, on or before the first Monday of the 
session, the documents and papers specified in 
this Canon. 



§ V. It shall be the duty of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee of the Church in every Dio- 
cese, or if there be no Bishop, of the Standing 
Committee only, to prepare, previously to the 
meeting of every General Convention, a condensed 
report, and a tabular view of the state of the 
Church in their Diocese, comprising therein a 
summary of the statistics from the parochial re^ 
ports, and from the Bishop's addr<5sses, specifying, 
as far as possible, the capital and proceeds of the 
Episcopal fund, and of all Benevolebt and Mia- 
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Cf Publishing Editions^ etc. 

sionary associations of Churchmen within the Dio* 
cese, and present the same to the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies on or before the first Monday 
of the session, for the purpose of aiding the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church, appointed by 
the House of Deputies, in drafting their reports.* 

, § vi. All incorporated schools, all parochial 
schools , all academies and colleges , and all hospitals, 
asylums for orphans or other children of either sex, 
maintained at the expense, or conducted under the 
management of members of this Church, are ex- 
pected to report annually to the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese at the annual Convention, such reports to be 
disposed of as the parochial reports ; and at every 
General Convention the tabular view of the state 
of the Churqh in each Diocese, and the report of 
the Committee on the State of the Church, shall 
include the results of such reports.** 



CANON 18. 

Of the Mode of Publishing Authorized Editions 
of the Standard Bible of this Church. 

> The Bishop of this Church in any Diocese, or 
where there is no Bishop the Standing Committee, 
is authorized to appoint, from time to time, some 
suitable person or persons to compare and correct 
all new editions of the Bible by the standard edition

§ i. The Bishop of this Church in any Diocese, 
or where there is no Bishop the Standing Commit- 
tee thereof, shall appoint one or more Presbyters of 
the Diocese, who shall compare and correct all new 
editions of the Conmion Prayer Book, the Articles, 
Offices, Metre Psalms and Hymns, by a copy of the 
standard edition ; and a certificate of said editions 
having been so compared and corrected shall be 
published with the same. And in case any edition 
shall bo published without such correction, it shall 
be the duty of the Bishop, or where there is no 
Bishop, of the Standing Committee, to give public 
notice that such edition is not authorized by the 
Church. 

§ ii. [1.] The octavo edition of the Book of 
Common Prayer, Administration of the Sacra- 
ments, and other Kites and Ceremonies of the 
Church, Articles of Keligion, and the Form and 
Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Consecrating 
Bishoi)s, Priests, and Deacons, set forth by the 
General Convention, in the year of our Lord 1871,

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and published by the New York Bible and Common 
Prayer Book Society, is hereby declared to be the 
standard edition. 

[2.] The stereotype plates of the said edition 
shall be in the custody of a Presbyter appointed 
by the General Convention, and no alteration, cor- 
rection, or emendation of any sort in the said plates 
shall be made except imder the direction of the said 
custodian, acting with the advice and consent of a 
Joint Connnittee, appointed by the General Con- 
vention, consisting of two Bishops and two Pres- 
byters ; and all alteratious, corrections, and emen- 
dations thus made shall be reported by the said 
custodian, in writing, to the next General Conven- 
tion, and entered upon the Journal of the House 
of Deputies.* 



CANON 20. 

Of the Due Celebration of Sundays. 

All persons within this Church shall celebrate 
and kee]p the Lord's Day, commonly called Sunday, 
in hearing the Word of God read and taught, in 
private and public prayer, in other exercises of 
devotion, and in acts of charity, using all godly 
and sober conversation.**

Of Parochial Instruction. 

The Ministers of this Church who have charge 
of parishes or cures, shall not only be diligent in 
instructing the children in the Catechism, but shall 
also, by stated catechetical lectures and insti-uction, 
be diligent in informing the youth and others in 
the Doctrine, Constitution, and Liturgy of the 
Church." 



CANON 22 



Of the Use of the Booh of Common Prayer. 

§ i. EveryMinistershall, before all sermons and 
lectures, and on all other occasions of public wor- 
ship, use the Book of Common Prayer, as the same 
is or may be established by the authority of the 
General Convention of this Church ; and in per- 
forming such service, no other prayers shall be 
used than those prescribed by the said Book.^ 

§ ii. [1.] If any Bishop have reason to believe, 
or if complaint be made to him in writing by two 
or more of his Presbyters, that within his juris- 
diction ceremonies or practices not ordained or au- 
, thorized in the Book of Common Prayer, and set- 
ting forth or symbolizing erroneous or doubtful 
doctrines, have been introduced by any Minister

during tke celebration of the Holy Communion 
(such as, 

a. The elevation of the Elements in the Holy 
Communion in such manner as to expose them to 
the view of the people as objects toward which 
adoration is to be made. 

5. Any act of adoration of or toward the Ele- 
ments in the Holy Communion, such as bowings, 
prostrations, or genuflections ; and 

c. All other like acts not authorized by the 
Rubrics of the Book of Common Prayer :) 

It shall be the duty of such Bishop to summon 
the Standing Committee as his Council of Advice, 
and with them to investigate the matter. 

[2.] If, after investigation, it shall appear to the 
Bishop and Standing Committee that ceremonies 
or practices not ordained or authorized as afore- 
said, and setting forth or symbolizing erroneous or 
doubtful doctrines, have in fact been introduced as 
aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Bishop, by in- 
strument of writing under his hand, to admonish 
the Minister so offending to discontinue such prac- 
tices or ceremonies ; and if the Minister shall dis- 
regard such admonition, it shall be the duty of the 
Standing Committee to cause him to be tried for a 
breach of his ordination vow. 

Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the presentment, trial, and punishment of 
any Minister under the provisions of Section i,* 
Canon 2, Title H of the Digest. 

[3.] In all investigations under the provisions of 
this Canon, the Minister whose acts or practices are

the subject-matter of the investigation, shall be 
notified, and have opportunity to be heard in his 
defence. The charges preferred, and the findiiigs 
of the Bishop and Standing Committee, shall be 
in writing, and a record shall be kept of the pro- 
ceedings in the case.* 



CANON 23. 

Of Church Music. 

§ i. The Selection of the Psalms in metre, and 
Hymns which are set forth by authority, and An- 
thems in the words of Holy Scripture, are allowed 
to be sung in all Congregations of this Church 
before and after Morning and Evening Prayer, and 
also before and after sermons, at the discretion of 
the Minister, whose duty it shall be, by standing 
directions, or from time to time, to appoint such 
authorized Psalms, Hynms, or Anthems as are to 
be sung. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of every Minister of 
this Church, with such assistance as he may see fit 
to employ from persons skilled in music, to gfV-e 
order concerning the tunes to be sung at any time 
in his church, and especially it shall be his duty to 
suppress all light and unseemly music, and all 
indecency and irreverence in the performance by 
which vain and ungodly persons profane the service 
of the sanctuary.

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CANON 24 
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Of the Consecration of Churches, 

§ i. No Church or Chapel shall be consecrated 
until the Bishop shall have been sufficiently certified 
that the building and ground on which it is erected 
have been fully paid for, and are free from lien or 
other incumbrance; and also that such building 
and ground are secured, by the terms of the devise, 
or deed, or subscription by which they are given, 
from the danger of alienation from those who pro- 
fess and practise the doctrine, discipline, and wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, except in the cases pro- 
vided for in Sections ii and iii of this Canon: 
Provided, that this shall not preclude the alien- 
ation of lots for burial in vaults or otherwise, nor 
apply to viand owned by the Church corporation 
and not necessary for religious uses. 

§ ii. It shall not be lawful for any Vestry, Trus- 
tees, or other body authorized by law of any State 
or Territory, to hold property for any Diocese, 
Parish, or Congregation, to incumber or alienate any 
consecrated Church or Chapel without the previous 
consent of the Bishop, acting with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
in which such Church or Chapel be situated : Pro- 
videdy that this section shall not be operative in any 
State with the laws of which, relating to the title 
and holding of property by religious corporations, 
the same may conflict. 
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§ iii. No consecrated Church or Chapel shall be 
removed, taken down, or otherwise disposed of for 
any ''unhallowed, worldly, or common use," with- 
out the previous consent of the Bishop, acting with 
the advice and consent of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese in which such Church or Chapel 
may be situate.*

Of Amenability and Citations. 

§ i. Every Minister shall be amenable, for of- 
fences committed by him, to the Bishop, and if 
there be lio Bishop to the Clerical members of the 
Standing Committee, of the Diocese in which he 
is canonically resident at the time of the charge. 

§ ii. Unless a Diocesan Convention shall other- 
wise provide, a citation to any Minister to appear, 
at a certain time and place, for the trial of an of- 
fence, shall be deemed to be duly served upon him 
if a copy thereof be left at his last place of abode 
within the United States, sixty days before the day 
of appearance named therein ; and in case such 
Minister has departed from the United States, by 
also publishing, six months before the said day of 
appearance, a copy of such citation in some news- 
paper printed at the seat of government of the 
State in which the Minister is cited to appear.* 

§ iii. A notice or citation required by any Canon 
of this Church, when no other mode of service is 
j provided,' may be served by leaving a copy with 
the party, or at his last place of abode within the 
United States ; and if he shall have left the United 
States, by also publishing a copy thereof in some 
newspaper printed at the seat of government of the 
State or Territory where such party last resided.^' 

§ iv. It is hereby declared to be the duty of all

members of this Church to attend and give evi- 
dence, when duly summoned to do so, in any Eccle- 
siastical trial or investigation under the authority 
of this Church.* 

§ V. In the case of a Clergyman convicted in 
any court of record, of any crime or misdemeanor 
involving immorality, or against whom a judgment 
has been recorded in any court of record, in a 
cause involving immorality, it shall be the duty of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese or Juris- 
diction to which he canonically belongs, to insti- 
tute an inquiry into the matter. If, in their 
judgment, there is sufl&cient reason for further 
proceedings, it shall be their duty to present him, 
or to see that he be presented, for trial.** 



CANON 2. 



Of Offences for which Ministers may be Tried and 
Punished, 

§ i. Every Minister of this Church shall be 
liable to presentment and trial for the following 
offences, viz. : 

[1.] Crime or immorality. 

[2.] Holding and teaching publicly or privately, 
and advisedly, any doctrine contrary to that held 
by the Protestant Episcopal Church in tlie United 
States of America. 

[3.] Violation of the Constitution or Canons of 
the General Convention. 

[4.] Violation of the Constitution or Canons 
of the Diocese to which he belongs. 

[5.] Any act which involves a breach of his 
Ordination vows.

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And, on being found guilty, he shall be admon- 
ished, suspended, or degraded, according to the 
Canons of the Diocese in which the trial takes 
place, until otherwise provided for by the General 
Convention.* 

§ ii. If a Minister of this Church shall be ac- 
cused, by public rumor, of habitually neglecting 
the exercise of the ministerial oiBce without lawful 
cause, or of living in the habitual disuse of public 
worship or of the Holy Eucharist according to the 
OiBces of this Church, or of being guilty of any 
or either of the offences enumerated in Section i, 
it shall be the duty of the Bishop, or, if there be 
no Bishop, of the Clerical members of the Stand- 
ing Committee, to see that an inquiry be instituted 
as to the truth of such public rumor. And, in case 
of the individual being proceeded against and con- 
victed according to such rules or process as may 
be provided by the Conventions of the respective 
Dioceses, he shall be admonished, suspended, or 
deposed, as the nature of the case may require, in 
conformity with their respective Constitutions and 
Canons.^ 

CANON 3. 

Of a Clergyman in one Diocese or Missionary Dis- 
trict caargeable with Misdemeanor in another. 
§ i. If a Clergyman of this Church, belonging 
to any Diocese or Missionary District, shall have 
conducted himself in any other Diocese or Mis- 
sionary District in such a way as to be liable to 
presentment under the provisions of Canon 2, Title 
II, the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof shall give

notice of the same to the Ecclesiastical Authority 
where he is canonically resident, exhibiting, with 
the information given, reasonable ground for pre- 
suming its correctness. If the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority, when thus notified, shall omit, for the 
space of three months, to proceed against the of- 
fending Clergyman, or shall request the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority of the Diocese or Missionary District 
in which the offence or offences are alleged to have 
been committed, to proceed against him, it shall be 
within the power of the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese or Missionary District within which 
the offence or offences are alleged to have been 
committed, to institute proceedings according to 
the mode provided by tlife Convention thereof; 
and the decision given shall be conclusive. 

§ ii. If a Clergyman shall come temporarily into 
any Diocese, under the imputation of having else- 
where been guilty of any crime or misdemeanor, 
by violation of the Canons or otherwise, or if any 
Clergyman, while sojourning in any Diocese, shall 
misbehave in any of these respects, the Bishop, 
upon probable cause, may admonish such Clergy- 
man, and forbid him to officiate in said Diocese. 
And if, after such prohibition, the said Clergyman 
so officiate, the Bishop shall give notice to all the 
Clergy and Congregations in said Diocese, that the 
officiating of the said Clergyman is, under any and 
all circumstances, prohibited ; and like notice shall 
be given to the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, 
to the Standing Committee, of the Diocese to 
which the said Clergyman belongs. And such pro- 
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hibition shall continue in force until the Bishop of 
the first-named Diocese be satisfied of the innocence 
of the said Clergyman, or until he be acquitted on 
trial. 

§ iii. The provisions of the last Section shall 
apply to Clergymen ordained in foreign countries 
by Bishops in communion with this Church : Pro- 
videdj that in such case notice of the prohibition 
shall be given to the Bishop under whose jurisdic- 
tion the Clergyman shall appear to have last been, 
and also to all the Bishops exercising jurisdiction 
in this Church.* 



CANON 4. 

Of Differences between Ministers and their Con" 
gregalionsy and of the Dissolution of a Pastoral 
Connection. 

§ i. A Rector, canonically elected and in charge, 
or an Instituted Minister, may not resign his Parish 
without consent of the said Parish or its Vestry 
(if the Vestry be authorized to act in the prem- 
ises) ; nor may such Rector or Minister be re- 
moved therefrom by said Parish or Vestry against 
his will, except as hereinafter provided. 

§ ii. In case any urgent reason or reasons should 
occasion a wish in a Rector or Minister as afore- 
said, or in the Parish committed to his charge, to 
bring about a separation and a dissolution of all

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pastoral relation between such Minister and Parish, 
and the parties be not agreed in respect of such 
separation and dissolution , notice of such desire 
and disagreement may be given by either party to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese or 
Missionary Jurisdiction, in writing. And in case 
of any difference between the Minister and Parish 
or Vestry as aforesaid, which may not be satisfac- 
torily settled by the godly judgment of the Bishop 
alone, or which he may decline to consider with- 
out counsel, the Bishop (or if the Diocese be 
vacant, any Bishop selected by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority) , acting with the advice and consent of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese or Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, or with that of the Presbyters 
only of said Standing Committee (if both parties 
shall assent to such limitation in writing), shall 
be the ultimate arbiter and judge ; and refusal to 
accept and comply with the arbitration and judg- 
ment on the part of the Minister aforesaid, shall 
not work a continuance of lawful and canonical 
Rectorship or settlement beyond the date fixed, 
conditionally or otherwise, for its termination by 
such arbitration and judgment, should such ter- 
mination be recommended and required ; but such 
pastoral connection shall, unless otherwise agreed 
by the parties, cease and terminate as therein 
required. But such refusal shall subject the Min- 
ister so refusing to inhibition by the Bishop afore- 
said from all ministerial offices and functions within 
the Diocese or Missionary Jurisdiction ; and such 
refusal on the part of a Parish shall disqualify it 
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from representation in the Convention of the Dio- 
cese until it shall have been declared by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority to have given satisfactory 
guaranties for the acceptance of and compliance 
with the arbitration and judgment. 

§ iii. In case of the regular and canonical dis- 
solution of the connection between a Minister and 
his congregation, the Bishop, or if there be no 
Bishop, the Standing Committee, shall direct the 
Secretary of the Convention to record the same. 
But if the dissolution of the connection between 
a Minister and his Congregation be not regular or 
canonical, the Bishop or Standing Committee shall 
lay the same before the Convention of the Diocese, 
in order that the above-mentioned penalties may 
take effect. 

§ iv. This Canon shall not be in force in any Dio- 
cese which has made, or shall hereafter make, pro- 
vision by Canon upon this subject, nor in any 
Diocese with whose laws or charters it may inter- 
fere.* 

CANON 5. 

Of lienunciation of the Ministry. 

§ i. If any Minister of this Church, against 
whom there is no ecclesiastical proceeding insti- 
tuted, shall declare, in writing, to the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority of the Diocese or Missionary Juris- 
diction to which he belongs, his remmciation of

the Ministry of this Church, it shall be the duty 
of the Ecclesiastical Authority to record the dec- 
laration so made; and thereupon it shall be the 
duty of the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop of 
the Diocese or Missionary Jurisdiction, of any 
Bishop who, being requested by the Standing 
Committee, shall consent to act in the matter, to 
depose such person from the Ministry, and to pro- 
nounce and record, in the presence of two or more 
Clergymen, that the person so declaring has been 
deposed from the Ministry of this Church : Pro- 
vided, however y that if the Bishop shall be satis- 
fied that the person so declaring is not amenable 
for any canonical offence, and that his renunciation 
of the Ministry is not occasioned by foregoing mis- 
conduct or irregularity, but is voluntary and foi 
causes, assigned or known, which do not affect his 
moral character, he shall so declare in pronoun- 
cing and recording said deposition, and shall, if 
desired, give a certificate to this effect to the per- 
son so deposed ; and he shall also give due notice 
of such deposition from the Ministry to the Eccle- 
siastical Authority of every Diocese and Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction of this Church, in tile form in 
which the same is recorded. 

§ ii. If the Ecclesiastical Authority shall have 
reason to believe that the person so declaring has 
acted hastily and unadvisedly, action on such dec- 
laration may be postponed for the space of not 
more than six months, during which time such 
person may withdraw his application. 
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§ iii. K the Ecclesiastical Authority, to whom 
such declaration is made, shall have ground to 
suppose that the person making the same is liable 
to presentment for any canonical offence, such 
person may, in ^he discretion of the said Ecclesi- 
astical Authority, be put upon trial for such 
offence, notwithstanding such declaration of renun- 
ciation of the Ministry.* 



CANON 6. 



Of the Abandonment of the Communion of this 
Church by a Presbyter or Deacon. 

§ i. If any Presbyter or Deacon shall, without 
availing himself of the provisions of Canon 5 of 
this Title, abandon the Communion of this Church, 
by an open renunciation of the doctrine, discipline, 
or worship of this Church, or by a formal admis- 
sion into any religious body not in communion 
with the same, or in any other way, it shall be the 
duty of the Standing Committee of the Diocese to 
make certificate of the fact to the Bishop of the 
Diocese, or, if there be no Bishop, to the Bishop 
of an adjacent Diocese ; which ceilificate shall be 
recorded, and shall be taken and deemed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority as equivalent to a renun- 
ciation of the Ministry by the Minister himself, 
and the said Bishop may then proceed to suspend 
for six months the Presbyter or Deacon so certified

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as abandoning the Communion of this Church. 
Notice shall be given to the said Minister by the 
said Bishop receiving the certificate, that, imless 
he shall within six months make declaration that 
the facts alleged in said certificate are false, he 
will be deposed from the Ministry of this Church.* 

§ ii. And if such declaration be not made 
within six months, as aforesaid, it shall be the 
duty of the Bishop to depose said Minister from 
the Ministry, and to pronounce and record, in the 
presence of two or more Presbyters, that he has 
been so deposed : Provided ^ nevertheless, that if 
the Minister so renouncing shall transmit to the 
Bishop receiving the certificate a retraction of the 
acts or declarations constituting his offence, the 
Bishop may, at his discretion, abstain from any 
further proceedings.*^ 
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When a Clergymanhas been absent from the Dio- 
cese to which he belongs during five^ years, without 
reasons satisfactory to the Bishop thereof, he shall 
be required by the Bishop to declare the cause or 
causes thereof in writing ; and if he refuse to give 
his reasons, or if they be deemed insufficient by the 
Bishop, the Bishop may, with the advice and con-

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sent of the Clerical members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, suspend him from the Ministiy ; which sus- 
pension shall continue until he shall give, in writing, 
sufficient reasons for his absence ; or until he shall 
renew his residence in his Diocese ; or until ho shall 
renounce the Ministry according to Canon 5 of this 
Title. In the case of such suspension as above pro- 
vided for, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to give 
notice thereof to every Bishop of this Church, and 
to the Standing Committee of every Diocese where- 
in there is no Bishop/ 
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Of the Abandonment of the Communion of the 
Church by a Bishop. 

If any Bishop, without availing himself of the 
provisions of Section xvi of Canon 15 of Title I, 
abandon the Commimion of this Church, either by 
an open renunciation of the doctrine, discipline, 
and worship of the Church, or by a formal admis- 
sion into any religious body not in communion with 
the same, or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese of said Bishop 
to make certificate of the fact to the Presiding 
Bishop, together with a statement of the acts or 
declarations which prove such abandonment, which 
certificate shall be recorded by the Presiding 
Bishop ; and the Presiding Bishop, with the con-

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sent of the three Bishops next in seniority, shall 
then suspend said Bishop from the exercise of his 
office and ministry until such time as the House of 
Bishops shall consent or refuse to consent to his 
deposition ; and in case the Bishop so abandoning 
the Communion of the Church be the senior Bish- 
op, the Bishop next in the order of seniority shall 
be deemed to be and shall act as the Presiding 
Bishop under this Canon. 

Notice shall then be given to said Bishop by the 
Bishop receivingthe certificate, that unless he shall, 
within six months, make declaration that the facts 
alleged in said certificate are false, and shall de- 
mand atrial, he will be deposed from the Ministry. 
And if such declaration be not made within six 
months, as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the 
Presiding Bishop to convene the House of Bish- 
ops, and if a majority of the whole number of 
Bishops entitled at the time to seats in the House 
of Bishops, shall at such meeting give their con- 
sent, the said Presiding Bishop, or the senior 
Bishop present, shall proceed to depose from the 
Ministry the Bishop so certified as abandoning, and 
to pronounce and record in the presence of two 
or more Bishops, that he has been so deposed : 
Providedy nevertheless, that if the Bishop so cer- 
tified as abandoning, shall transmit to the Presid- 
ing Bishop a retraction of the acts or declarations 
constituting his offence, the Bishop may at his dis- 
cretion abstain from any further proceedings.*

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Of the Trial of a Bishop. 

CANON 9. 
Of the Trial of a Bishop. 

§ i. Any Bishop of this Church may be pre- 
sented for trial on charges for the following offences, 
viz.: 1. Crime or immorality. 2. Holding and 
teaching publicly, or privately and advisedly, any 
doctrine contrary to that held by the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States. 3. Viola- 
tion of the Constitution or Canons of the General 
Convention. 4. Violation of the Constitution or 
Canons of the Diocese to which he belongs. 5. 
Any act which involves a breach of his Ordination 
or Consecration vows. 

§ ii. [1.] The proceedings shall commence by 
charges in writing ; and, except when the charge is 
holding and teaching doctrine contrary to that held 
by this Church, shall be signed by either 

Five male conununicants of this Church, in good 
standing, belonging to the Diocese of the accused, 
of whom two at least must be Presbyters ; or. 

By seven male communicants of this Church, in 
good standing, of whom two at least shall be Pres- 
byters, and three of which seven shall belong to 
the Diocese of the accused. 

[2.] Whenever a Bishop of this Church shall 
have reason to believe that there are in circulation 
rumors, reports, or charges affecting his moral or 
religious character, he may, if he please, acting in 
conformity with the written advice and consent of 
any two of his brother Bishops whom he may 
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select, demand of the Presiding Bishop of the 
House of Bishops, or if he be the Bishop affected 
by such rumors, or if he be related to him within 
the degrees hereinafter mentioned, then to the 
Bishop next in seniority not so related, to convene 
a Board of Inquiry in the mode hereinafter set 
forth, to investigate such rumors, reports, and 
charges, and to proceed, in all respects, according 
to the provisions of this Canon, as if charges had 
been formally made in either of the two modes first 
mentioned in this Section. 

[3.] Whenever charges are formally made in 
either of the modes first above mentioned, the ac- 
cusers may, if they choose, select a lay communi- 
cant of this Church, of the profession of the law, 
to act as their adviser, advocate, and agent, in pre- 
paring the accusation, proofs, etc., until such time 
as a Board of Inquiry is convened in such manner 
as is hereinafter provided for ; or they may prepare 
such charges themselves, without regard to any 
particular form ; and, in either case, the grounds of 
accusation must be set forth with reasonable cer- 
tainty of time, place, and circumstance. 

§ iii. The charges, having been prepared in 
either of the modes first above mentioned, shall 
then be delivered to the Presiding Bishop, if he 
be not the accused, nor related to the accused in 
any degree mentioned hereinafter in this Canon ; 
in either of which cases the charges shall be de- 
livered to the next Bishop in seniority not so 
related. 
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§ iv. A Board for making a prelimmary inquiry 
into charges thus preferred, shall be constituted as 
follows, whenever such Board shall be necessary, 
viz. : 

[1 .] The Presiding Bishop, or senior Bishop, as 
the case may be, to whom such charges are deliv- 
ered, shall take the list of Clerical and Lay Depu- 
ties to the last General Convention that was held 
before such charges were presented, and from that 
list shall choose by lot two Presbyters and two 
Laymen from the deputation of the Diocese of the 
accused, and two Presbyters and two Laymen from 
each of the respective deputations of the three 
Dioceses adjoining that of the accused; and if 
there be not three adjoining, of the three nearest 
thereto ; and if more than three Dioceses adjoin 
that of the accused, those three that have the 
largest number of canonically resident Presbyters 
in them shall be accounted adjoining, for the pur- 
poses of this Canon ; and the sixteen individuals 
thus selected by lot shaU constitue the Board of 
Inquiry, a majority of whom shall form a quorum 
for doing business. 

[2.] The Presiding Bishop, or next in seniority,^ 
as the case maybe, immediately after thus selecting 
by lot the Board of Inquiry, shall give notice 
thereof to each member of said Board, and direct 
him to attend, at a time and place designated by 
him, and organize the Board; and it shall be the 
duty of each member so to attend. The place 
must be within the Diocese of the accused. The 
Presiding Bishop shall, at the same time, send a 
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copy of the charges to the senior Presbyter of 
those thus selected by lot from the four Dioceses. 

[3.] On assembling, the Board shall organize by 
choosing from among themselves a President and 
Secretary, and shall also appoint a Church Advo- 
cate, who must be a lay conununicant of this 
Church, and of the profession of the law, and who 
thenceforward shall, in all stages of the proceed- 
ings, if a trial be ordered, represent the Church, 
and be the party on the one hand, while the ac- 
cused is the party on the other. The sittings of 
the Board shall be private ; the Church Advocate 
shall not attend as prosecuting coimsel, but shall 
be at all times at hand and in readiness to give 
his advice in all questions submitted to him by the 
Board. 

[4.] In conducting the investigation, the Board 
shall hear the accusations, and such proof as the ac- 
cusers may produce, and shall determine whether, 
upon matters of law and of fact, as presented to 
them, there is sufficient groimd to put the accused 
Bishop upon his trial ; and in such investigation, as 
well as in all cases of trial by an Ecclesiastical Court 
now authorized, or hereafter to be authorized, by the 
Constitution or Canons of the General Convention, 
the laws of the State in which such investigation or 
trial is had, so far as they relate to the law of evi- 
dence, shall be adopted and taken as the rules by 
which the said Board or Court shall be governed. 
If a majority of the Board present on such investi- 
gation shall be of opinion that there are sufficient 
grounds to put the accused Bishop upon his trial, 
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they shall direct the Church Advocate to prepare a 
presentment, to be signed by such of the Board as 
agree thereto ; and to that end shall place in his 
hands all the charges, together with the testimony 
that has been laid before the Board. 

[5.] The Board shall then direct the Church Ad- 
vocate to transmit to the Bishop from whom they 
received the charges, the presentment thus signed ; 
and shall cause him also, without delay, to send to 
the accused Bishop a copy of the same, certified by 
the Church Advocate to be correct. 

[6.] If a majority of the Board present shall be 
of opinion that there is not sufficient ground to put 
the accused Bishop upon his trial, in such case the 
charges, together with a certificate of the President 
of the Board of its refusal to make a presentment, 
shall be sent to the Secretary of the House of 
Bishops, to be deposited among the archives of that 
House. And no proceedings shall thereafter be hiad 
by way of presentment on such charges, except 
upon the affidavit of a respectable communicant 
of the Church of the discovery of new testimony 
as to the facts charged, and setting forth what such 
testimony is. 

[7.] No presentment shall be found in any case, 
unless the alleged offence shall have been commit- 
ted within five years next before the day on which 
the charges were delivered to the Presiding or 
senior Bishop. But if the accused shall have been 
convicted of the alleged offence in a State court, 
notwithst{),nding five years may have elapsed since 
its commission, a presentment may be founded on 
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charges delivered to the Presiding or senior Bishop, 
at any time within one year after such conviction. 

§ V. [1.] When a presentment has been made 
by the Board of Inquiry, or a majority thereof, to 
the Bishop from whom they receive the charges, 
it shall be the duty of such Bishop forthwith to 
give to the accused writtennotice to attend, at some 
place not more than t)ne hundred miles from the 
place of residence of the accused Bishop, and at 
some time not less than twenty days after the time 
of serving such notice, either personally, or by 
some agent authorized by him in writing to act for 
him in the premises, for the purpose of selecting 
the Bishops who shall form the Court for the trial 
of the said accused Bishop upon the said present- 
ment. He shall also give notice to the Church 
Advocate of the time and place appointed for such 
selection. 

[2.] At the time and place appointed in the 
notices, the Bishop who has given tjie notices shall 
attend ; and, in the presence of the accused Bishop, 
or of his agent authorized as aforesaid, and also in 
the presence of the Church Advocate, or of such 
person or persons as may attend in his behalf, or, if 
no person shall attend on behalf of one or both, of 
two Presbyters named by himself, the said Bishop 
shall cause to be placed in a vessel the names of all 
the Bishops of this Church entitled to seats in the 
House of Bishops, then being within the territory 
of the United States, except the accused and those 
Bishops who may be related to him either by con- 
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sangainity or affinity, in the direct ascending or de- 
scending line, or as brother, uncle, ornephew. He 
shall then causci eleven of the said names to be 
drawn. The names so drawn shall be entered upon 
a list as they are drawn, and the accused, or his 
agent, may strike off the list one name, and the 
said Church Advocate, or his agent, another name, 
and so on alternately, until the number be reduced 
to seven. If it shall happen that either party shall 
neglect or refuse to strike, then the Bishop who has 
given the notices shall reduce the number to seven 
by striking off so many of the last drawn names as 
will reduce the list to that number. The seven 
Bishops whose names remain, or a majority of 
them, when assembled, shall constitute the Court 
for the trial of the accused upon the present- 
ment. 

[3.] The Court havingbeen thus constituted, the 
Bishop to whom the presentment was made shall 
immediately communicate to each Bishop who has 
thus been by lot designated as one of the triers, 
the fact that he is a member of the Court. He 
shall also appoint a time and place for the assem- 
bling of the Court. The time shall not be less than 
two nor more than six calendar months from the 
day on which the notice should arrive at the most 
distant Diocese, in the ordinary course of the pub- 
lic mail. The place shall be within the Diocese or 
Missionary field of the accused Bishop, unless 
where the same may be of such difficult access, in 
the judgment of the Presiding or senior Bishop^ 
that reasonable convenience may require the ap- 
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pointment of another location. And the said senior 
Bishop shall cause the Church Advocate to send 
certified copies of the said presentment to all the 
Bishops who constitute the Court. 

[4.] The Bishop to whom the presentment has 
been made shall also immediately communicate to 
the accused the names of the members of the 
Court, and inform him of the time and place ap- 
pointed for its meeting, and summon him then 
and there to appear and answer. He, or any other 
Bishop of this Church having charge of a Diocese, 
shall have power, until the Court assembles, upon 
the application of either the Church Advocate or 
the accused, to issue a summons for witnesses. 

§ vi. The Bishops who constitute the Court, or 
a majority of them, having assembled according to 
the notice given them, which notice it is hereby 
made their duty to obey, shall proceed as follows, 
viz. : 

[1.] They shall elect a President out of their 
own number, and appoint a Presbyter of the 
Church as Clerk, and, if necessary, another Presby- 
ter as Assistant Clerk ; and when thus organized, 
the President shall direct the Clerk to call the 
names of the Church Advocate and the accused ; 
and if both appear, he shall then cause the Clerk 
to read the presentment which was delivered to 
the Presiding or senior Bishop, whose duty it is 
hereby made to deliver the same to the Court upon 
its oiganization. 

[2.] The accused shall then be called upon by 
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the Court to say whether he is guilty or not guilty 
of the offence or offences charged against him, and 
his plea shall be duly recorded ; and on his neglect 
or refusal to plead, the plea of not guilty shall be 
entered for him, and the trial shall proceed : Pro- 
videdj that, for sufficient cause, the Court may 
adjourn from time to time : and Provided^ also, 
that the accused shall, at all times during the trial, 
have liberty to be present, and in due time and 
order produce his testimony, and to make his 
defence. 

[3 . ] If the accused neglect or refuse to appear in 
person, according to the notice served on him as 
aforesaid, except for some reasonable cause to be 
allowed by the Court, they shall proceed to pro- 
nounce him in contumacy, and notify him that sen- 
tence of suspension or degradation will be pro- 
nounced against him by the Court at the expiration 
of three months, unless within that time he tender 
himself ready, and accordingly appear and take 
his trial on the presentment. But if the accused 
shall not tender himself before the expiration of 
the said three months, sentence of suspension or 
degradation from the Ministry may be pronounced 
against him by the Court. 

[4.] The accused being present, and the trial 
proceeding, it shall be conducted according to the 
principles of the common law, as the same are 
generally administered in the United States ; nor 
shall any testimony be received at the trial, except 
from witnesses who have signed a declaration in the 
following words, to be read aloud before the wit- 
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ness testifies, and to be filed with the records of 
the Court : 

I, A. B., a witness summoned to testify on the trial of a pre- 
sentment against the Right Rev. , a Bishop of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Ghorch in the United States, now pending, 
do most solenmly call Ood to witness that the evidence I am 
aboat to give shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth ; so help me Ood I 

And if it be necessary to take the testimony of 
an absent witness on a commission, such testimony 
shall be preceded by a similar written declaration 
of the witness, which shall be filed and transmitted 
with his or her deposition to the Court. The testi- 
mony of each witness shall be reduced to writing. 
And in case there is ground to suppose that the 
attendance of any witness on the trial cannot be 
obtained, it shall be lawful for either party to apply 
to the Court, if in session, or if not, to any member 
thereof, who shall thereupon appoint a commissary 
to take the deposition of such witness ; and such 
party so desiring to take the deposition shall give 
to the other party reasonable notice of the time 
and place of taking such deposition, accompanying 
suchv notice with the interrogatories to be pro- 
pounded to the witness ; whereupon it shall be law- 
ful for the other party, within six days after such 
notice, to propound cross-interrogatories ; and such 
interrogatories and cross-interrogatories, if any be 
propounded, shall be sent to the commissary,* who 
shall thereupon proceed to take the testimonyof such 
witness, upon oath or affirmation, and transmit it 
imder seal to the Court. But no deposition shall 
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be read at the trial, unless the Court have reason- 
able assurance that the attendance of the witness 
cannot be procured, or unless both parties shall 
consent that it may be read : Provided ^ that in any 
Diocese in which the civil government has author- 
ized the Ecclesiastical Courts therein to issue sum- 
mons for witnesses, or to administer an oath, the 
Court shall act in conformity to such laws. 

[5.] All notices and papers may be served by a 
summoner or summoners, to be appointed by the 
Court, when the same is in session, or by a member 
thereof; and the certificate of any such summoner 
shall be evidence of the due service of a notice or 
paper. In case of service by any other person, the 
fact may be proved by the ajffidavit of such person. 
The delivery of a written notice or paper to the 
accused party, or to the Church Advocate, or leav- 
ing it, or a copy thereof, at the residence, or last 
known residence, of either, shall be deemed suffi- 
cient service of such notice or paper on the Church 
Advocate and accused, respectively. If the person 
to be served with any notice or paper shall have 
left the United States, it shall be a sufficient service 
thereof to leave a copy of such notice or paper at 
his last place of abode within the United States, 
sixty days before the day on which the appear- 
ance, or other act required by the said notice or 
paper, is to be performed. 

[6.] The accused party may, if he think proper, 
have' the aid of counsel ; and if he should choose 
to have more than one counsel, the Church Advo- 
cate may have assistant advocates, to be named by 
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th0 accusers ; but in every case the Court may reg- 
ulate the number of counsel who shall address the 
Court, or examine witnesses. The Church Advo- 
cate shall be considered the party on one side, and 
the accused on the other. All counsel must be 
communicants of the Church. 

[7.] The Court, having fully heard the allega- 
tions and proofs of the parties, and deliberately 
considered the same, after the parties have with- 
drawn, shall declare respectively whether, in their 
opinion, the accused is guilty or not guilty of each 
particular charge and specification contained in the 
presentment, in the order in which they are set 
forth ; and the accused shall be considered as not 
guilty of every charge and specification of which 
he shall not be pronounced guilty by a majority of 
the members of the Court. 

[8,] The decision of the Court as to all the 
charges and specifications of which a majority of 
the members of the Court have found him guilty, 
shall be reduced to writing, and signed by those 
who assent to it; and the decision thus signed 
shall be regarded |ks the judgment of the Court, 
and shall be pronounced in the presence of the 
parties, if they shall think proper to attend. 

[9.] If the accused shall be found guilty of any 
charge or specification, the Court shall proceed to 
ask him whether he has anything to say before the 
sentence is passed, and may, in their discretion, 
give him time to prepare what he wishes to say, 
and appoint a time for passing the sentence ; and 
before passing sentence, the Court may adjourn 
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from time to time, and give the accused reasonable 
opportunity of showing cause to induce a belief 
that justice has not been done, or that he has dis 
covered new testimony ; and the Court, or a major- 
ity of its members, may, according to a sound dis- 
cretion, grant him a new trial ; but, in such new 
trial, no Bishop shall sit who has already been a 
trier. Before passing sentence, the accused shall 
always have the opportunity of being heard, if he 
have aught to say in excuse or palliatiou. 

[10.] The accused having been heard, or not 
desiring to be heard, the sentence of the Court 
shall then be pronounced, and shall be either ad- 
monition, suspension as defined by the existing 
Canons of this Church, or degradation, as the of- 
fence or offences adjudged to be proved shall seem 
to deserve. It shall be the duty of the Court, 
whenever sentence has been pronounced, whether 
it be upon a trial, or for contumacy, to communi- 
cate such sentence to the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of every Diocese of this Church ; and it shall be 
the duty of such Authority to cause such sentence 
to be made known to every Clergyman under his 
jurisdiction. 

[11.] Every Court shall keep a full record of 
its proceedings, including the whole evidence given 
before it. Should any Court refuse to insert in its 
record a statement of any testimony which has 
been received, or of any decision which the Court 
has made, or of any fact which has occurred in 
Court, or any paper which either party has pro- 
duced, it shall be the right of either party to file 
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an exception in writing, containing a statement of 
such evidence, decision, or fact, or referring to 
or describing such paper, which paper shall also be 
filed with the exception. All exceptions and papers 
so filed shall become parts of the record. 

[12.] Such records shall be kept by the Clerk, 
and inserted in a book, to be attested by the signa- 
tures of the President and Clerk. Every such 
book, and all papers connected with any trial, shall 
be deposited with the Registrar of the General 
Convention. Such books and papers shall be 
open to the inspection of every member of this 
Church. 

[ 13 . ] Every Court, constituted under the author- 
ity of this Canon, may be attended by one or more 
lay advisers, who shall be communicants of this 
Church, and of the profession of the law. Such 
advisers may be present at all the proceedings of 
the Court, but they shall have no vote in any case 
whatever ; it shall be their duty to give in person 
to the Court an opinion on any question not theo- 
logical, upon which the Court or any member 
thereof, or either party, shall desire an opinion. If 
a dispute shall arise whether any question be or 
be not theological, it shall be decided by the Court 
by a majority of votes. The Court may always, by 
unanimous consent, appoint an adviser or advisers. 
If they are not unanimous, each member of the 
Court may name a candidate ; if not more than 
three are named, they shall all be advisers ; if more 
than three are named, the Cv>urt shall reduce them 
to three by lot. 
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Of the Trial of a Bishop. 

§ vii. [1.] Any Bishop of this Church may be 
presented for holding and teaching doctrine incon- 
sistent with that of this Church, by any Bishop in 
communion with this Church and not under sus- 
pension or degradation. No Bishop shall be pre- 
sented in any other mode for this offence ; and it 
shall not be lawful for two or more persons to unite 
in any such presentment. The Bishop making 
such presentment shall appoint a Church Advo- 
cate. 

[2.] Every presentment for alleged erroneous 
doctrine shall be signed by the person making it, 
and shall be addressed to the Bishops of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the United States, and 
delivered to the senior Bishop entitled to a seat in 
the House of Bishops, and not being the accused 
or the accuser, whose duty it shall be to convene a 
Court for the trial of the accused. The Court 
shall be composed of all the Bishops entitled \ j 
seats in the House of Bishops, except the accuser 
and the accused. Three fourths of such Bishops 
shall constitute a quorum ; but the consent of two 
thirds of all the Bishops entitled to seats in the 
House of Bishops shall be necessary to a convic- 
tion. 

§ viiiv [1.] If charges be preferred against a 
Missionary Bishop who is not a Diocesan, such 
Missionary Bishop shall be required by the Presid- 
ing or senior Bishop to name some one of the three 
Dioceses nearest to his District or Missionary field : 
and such selection having been made, the proceed- 
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ings shall then be precisely such as, under this 
Canon, they would be were he the Diocesan of the 
Diocese named by him. Should the Missionary 
Bishop refuse to name a Diocese, then the Presid- 
ing Bishop may name any one of the three above 
designated, and the effect shall be the same as if 
the nomination had been made by the accused 
Missionary Bishop. 

[2.] If charges be preferred against a Bishop 
having no jurisdiction, he shall be proceeded 
pgainst precisely as if he were the Diocesan of 
the Diocese in which he has his civil residence.^ 



CANON 10. 

Of Sentences.^ 

§ i. Whenever the penalty of suspension shall be 
inflicted on a Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, in this 
Church, the sentence shall specify on what terms, 
or at what time, said penalty shall cease.® 

§ ii. [1.] When any Minister is deposed from 
the Holy Ministry, he is deposed therefrom en- 
tirely, and not from a higher to a lower Order 
in the same ; and whenever a Minister shall be de- 
posed, the Bishop who pronounces sentence shall, 
without delay, give notice thereof to every Minister 
and Vestry in the Diocese, and also to all the 
Bishops of this Church, and where there is no

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Bishop, to the Standmg Committee; and the 
notice shall specify under what Canon the said 
Minister has been deposed. 

[2.] Deposition, displacing, and all like ex- 
pressions, are the same as degradation.^ 



CANON 11. 



Of the Remission or Modification of Judicial 
Sentences. 

§ i. The Bishops of this Church, who are enti- 
tled to seats in the House of Bishops, may alto- 
gether remit and terminate any judicial sentence 
which may have been imposed, by Bishops acting 
collectively as a judicial tribunal; or modify the 
same so far as to designate a precise period of time, 
or other specific contingency, on the occurrence of 
which such sentence shall utterly cease, and be of 
no further force or eflfect : Provided^ that no such 
remission or modification shall be made except at a 
meeting of the House of Bishops, during the ses- 
sion of some General Convention, or at a special 
meeting of the said Bishops, which shall be con- 
vened by the Presiding Bishop on the application 
of any five Bishops ; three months' notice, in writ- 
ing, of the time, place, and object of the meeting 
being given personally to each Bishop, or left at 
his usual place of abode : Provided^ also, that such 
remission or modification be assented to by a num- 
ber of said Bishops, not less than a majority of the

§ ii. A Bishop of this Church may, for reasons 
which he shall deem sufficient, remit and termi- 
nate any sentence of deposition or degradation 
pronounced by him upon a Presbyter or Deacon ; 
but he shall exercise this power only upon the fol- 
lowing conditions : 

1. That he shall act with the unanimous advice 
and consent of his Standing Committee. 

2. That he shall first submit his proposed ac- 
tion, with his reasons therefor, to the judgment 
of five of the Bishops of this Church, whose Dio- 
ceses or Missionary Jurisdictions are nearest to 
his own, and shall receive in writing, from at least 
four of said Bishops, their approval of the said re- 
mission and their consent thereto. 

3. That before remitting such sentetice he shall 
require the person to be restored to the Ministry 
to subscribe the declaration set forth in Article 7 
of the Constitution. 

4. That in case such person was deposed for 
abandoning the Communion of this Church, or 
having been deposed by reason-of his renunciation 
of the Ministry of this Church, or for other cause, 
he have also abandoned its Communion, the Bishop, 
before granting such remission, shall be satisfied 
that such person has lived in lay-communion with

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this Church for one year next preceding his appli- 
cation for such remission ; and, 

5. That in case the person applying for such 
remission shall reside out of the Diocese or Mis- 
43ionary District in which he was deposed, the 
Bishop, before granting such remission, shall be 
furnished with written evidence of the approval of 
such application by the Bishop of the Diocese or 
District in which such person resides.* , 



CANON 12. 



Regulations respecting the Laity. 

§ i. A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the Eector (if any) 
of the Parish of his last residence, or, if there be 
no Rector, from one of the Wardens, a certificate 
stating that he or she is a communicant in good 
standing ; and the Bector of the Parish or Congre- 
gation to which he or she removes shall not be 
required to receive him or her as a conmiunicant 
until such letter be produced.** 

§ ii. [1.] If any persons within this Church 
offend their brethren by any wickedness of life, 
such persons shall be repelled from the Holy Com- 
munion, agreeably to the rubric. 

[2.] There being the provision in the second 
rubric before the Communion Service requiring 
that every Minister repelling from the Communion

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shall give an accouut of the same to the Ordinary, 
it is hereby provided that, on the information to 
the eflfect stated being laid before the Ordinary, 
that is, the Bishop, it shall not be his duty to insti- 
tute an inquiry, unless there be a complaint made 
to him in writing by the repelled party, within 
three months from such repulsion. But on receiv- 
ing complaint, it shall be the duty of the Bishop, 
unless he think fit to restore him from the insuffi- 
ciency of the cause assigned by the Minister, to 
institute an inquiry, as may be directed by the 
Canons of the Diocese in which the event has 
taken place. And should no such Canon exist, the 
Bishop shall proceed according to such principles 
of law and equity as will insure an impartial deci- 
sion. And the notice , given as above by the Minis- 
ter, shall be a sufficient presentation of the party 
repelled.* 

[3.] In case of great heinousness of offence on 
the part of members of this Church, they may be 
proceeded against to the depriving them of all 
privileges of Church membership, according to 
such rules or process as may be provided by the 
General Convention ; and until such rules or pro- 
cess shall be provided, by such as may be provided 
by the different Diocesan Conventions.*"

CANON 13. 
Of Marriage and Divorce. 

§ i. If any persons be joined together otherwise 
than as God's Word doth allow, their marriage is 
not lawful. 

§ ii. No Minister, knowingly after due inquiry, 
shall solemnize the marriage of any person who 
has a divorced husband or wife still living, if such 
husband or wife has been put away for any cause 
arising after marriage ; but this Canon shall not 
be held to apply to the innocent party in a divorce 
for the cause of adultery, or to parties once 
divorced seeking to be united again. 

§ iii. K any Minister of this Church shall have 
reasonable cause to doubt whether a person desir- 
ous of being admitted to Holy Baptism, or to Con- 
firmation, or to the Holy Communion, has been 
married otherwise than as the Word of Grod and 
discipline of this Church allow, such Minister, 
before receiving such person to these ordinances, 
shall refer the case to the Bishop for his godly 
judgment thereupon : Provided^ however^ that no 
Minister shall, in any case, refuse the Sacraments 
to a penitent person in imminent danger of death. 

§ iv. Questions touching the facts of any case 
arising under Section ii of this Canon shall be 
referred to the Bishop of the Diocese or Mission- 
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Of Marriage and Divorce. 

ary Jurisdiction in which the same may occur ; or 
if there be no Bishop of such Diocese or Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction, then to some Bishop to be desig- 
nated by the Standing Committee ; and the Bishop 
to whom such questions have been so referred 
shall thereupon make inquiry in such manner as 
he shall deem expedient, and shall deliver his 
judgment in the premises. 

§ y. This Canon, so far as it affixes penalties, 
does not apply to cases occurring before it takes 
effect,. according to Canon 4, Title IV.*

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CANON 1. 



Of the General Convention.*' 

§ i. [1.] The right of calling special meetings 
of the General Convention shall be in the Bishops. 
This right shall be exercised by the Presiding 
Bishop, or, in case of his death, by the Bishop who, 
according to the rules of the House of Bishops, is 
to preside at the next General Convention : Pro- 
vided, that the summons shall be with the consent, 
or on the requisition, of a majority of the Bishops, 
expressed to him in writing. 

[2.] The place of holding any Special Convention 
shall be that fixed on by the preceding General 
Convention for the meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, unless circumstances shall render a meeting 
at such a place unsafe ; in which case the Presiding 
Bishop may appoint some other place. 

[8.] The Deputies elected to the preceding 
General Convention shall be the Deputies at such 
Special Convention, unless in those cases in which 
other Deputies shall have been chosen in the mean 
time by any of the Diocesan Conventions, and then 
such other Deputies shall represent in the Special 
Convention the Church of the Diocese in which 
they have been chosen.** 

[4.] The Rules and Orders of the House of Dep-

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uties shall be in force in the ensuing General Con- 
vention, until the organization thereof, and until 
they be amended or repealed by the said House.* 

§ ii. [1.] The journals, files, papers, reports, and 
other documents, which are named under Canon 
17 of Title I, entitled. Of Securing an Accurate 
View of^ the State of the Churchy together with all 
other articles that are now, or shall hereafter be- 
come, the property of either House of the Gener- 
al Convention of this Church, shall be committed, 
when not otherwise expressly provided for, to the 
keeping of a Presbyter to be elected by the House 
of Deputies, upon nomination of the House of 
Bishops, who shall be known as the Registrar of 
the General Convention.^ 

[2.] It shall be the duty of the said Registrar 
to procure all such journals, files, papers, reports, 
and other documents now in existence ; to arrange, 
label, file, index, and otherwise put in order, and 
provide for the safe keeping of, the same, and all 
such others as may hereafter come into his posses- 
sion, in fire-proof box or boxes, or in some safe and 
accessible place of deposit, g,nd to hold the same 
under such regulations and restrictions as the Gen- 
eral Convention may from time to time provide. 

[3.] It shall be the duty of the said Registrar 
to procure a proper and sufficient book of record, 
and to enter therein a record of the Consecrations 
of all the Bishops of this Church, designating ac- 
curately the time and place of the same, with the 
names of the Consecrating BishopSi and of others 
present and assisting ; to have the same authenti-

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cated in the fullest manner now practicable ; and 
to take care for the similar record and .authenti- 
cation of all future Consecrations in this Church. 
Due notice of the time and place of every such 
Consecration shall be given by the Presiding Bishop 
to the Registrar ; and thereupon it shall be the duty 
of the Registrar to attend such Consecration, either 
in person or by deputy. Hp shall prepare, in such 
form as the House of Bishops shall prescribe, du- 
plicate originals of the Letters of Consecration; 
and, he shall procure the same to be immediately 
signed and sealed by the Consecrating Bishop, and 
by at least two of the Bishops assisting at such 
Consecration ; and one of the said duplicate ori- 
ginals said Registrar shall deliver to the newly 
consecrated Bishop ; and the other he shall care- 
fully file among the papers in his custody : and he 
shall enter a minute thereof in his record.^ 

[4.] The expenses necessary for the purposes 
contemplated by this Section shall be provided for 
by vote of the General Convention, and defrayed 
by the Treasurer of the same.** 

§ iii. It shall be t^ie duty of the Secretary of 
the House of Deputies, whenever any alteration 
of the Constitution is proposed, or any other sub- 
ject submitted to the consideration of the several 
Diocesan Conventions, to give a particular notice 
thereof to the Ecclesiastical Authority of this 
Church in every Diocese.® 

§ iv. At every triennial meeting of the General 
Convention, a Treasurer shall be chosen, who shall

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renmin in office until the next stated Convention, 
and until a successor be appointed. It shall be 
his duty to receire and disburse all moneys col- 
lected under the authority of the Convention, and 
of which the collection and disbursement shall not 
otherwise be regulated ; and to invest, from time 
to time, for the benefit of the Convention, such 
surplus funds as he may have on hand. His ac- 
count shall be rendered triennially to the Conven- 
tion, and shall be examined by a Committee acting 
under its authority. In case of a vacancy in the 
office of Treasurer, it shall be supplied by an 
appointment to be made by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese to which he belonged ; 
and the person so appointed shall continue to act 
until an appointment be made by the Convention.* 

§ V. In order that the contingent expenses of 
the General Convention may be defrayed, it shall 
be the duty of the several Diocesan Conventions 
to forward to the Treasurer of the General Con- 
vention, at or before any meeting of the General 
Convention, three dollars for each Clergyman 
within such Diocese.^ 



CANON 2. 

Cf Standing Gommitteea. 
§ i. In every Diocese there shall be a Standing 
Committee, to be appointed by the Convention 
thereof, whose duties, except so far as provided

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for by the Canons of the Greneral Convention, may 
be prescribed by the Canons of the respective Dio- 
ceses. They shall elect from their own body a 
President and a Secretary. They may meet on 
their own adjournment from time to time; and 
the President shall have power to summon special 
meetings whenever he shall deem it necessary. 

§ ii. In every Diocese where there is a Bishop, 
the Standing Conunittee shall be a Council of 
Advice to the Bishop. They shall be summoned 
on the requisition of the Bishop, whenever he shall 
wish for their advice. And they may meet of 
their own accord, and agreeably to their own rules, 
when they may be disposed to advise the Bishop. 

§ iii. When there is no Bishop, the Standing 
Conunittee is the Ecclesiastical Authority for all 
purposes declared in these Canons.^ 



CANON 8. 

Qf the Trustees of the Q-eneral Theoloffical 
Seminary, 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Con- 
vention of every Diocese to forward to the House 
of Deputies, at every General Convention, a cer- 
tificate of the nomination, by the Diocese, of a 
Trustee or Trustees for the General Theological 
Seminary ; and without such certificate the nomi- 
nation shall not be confirmed.**

Of Congregations and Parishes. 

§ i. Whereas, a question may arise whether a 
congregation within the Diocese of any Bishop, or 
within any Diocese in which there is not yet any 
Bishop settled, may unite themselves with the 
Church in any other Diocese, it is hereby deter- 
mined and declared that all such unions shall be 
considered as irregular and void ; and that every 
congregation of this Church shall be considered as 
belonging to the body of the Church of the Dio- 
cese within the limits of which they dwell, or 
within which there is seated a Church to which 
they belong. And no Clergyman, having a Parish 
or cure in more than one Diocese, shall have a seat 
in the Convention of any Diocese other than that in 
which he resides.* 

§ ii. [1.] The ascertainment and defining of the 
boundaries of existing Parishes or parochial cures, 
as well as the establishment of a new Church or 
Congregation, and forming a new Parish within 
the limits of any other Parish, is left to the action 
of the several Diocesan Conventions, for the Dio- 
ceses respectively. 

[2.] Until a Canon or other regulation of a 
Diocesan Convention shall have been adopted, the 
formation of new Parishes, or establishment of 
new Churches or Congregations within the limits 
of other Parishes, shall be vested in the Bishop of

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the Diocese, acting by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Standing Committee thereof; and in 
case of there being no Bishop, in the Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

[3.] Nothing contained in this Section shall af- 
fect any legal rights of property of any Parish.* 

§ iii. [1.] It shall be lawful, under the condi- 
tions hereinafter stated, to organize a Church or 
Congregation in any foreign country (other than 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the colonies and 
dependencies thereof) , and not within the limits 
of any foreign Missionary Bishop of this Church. 

[2.] The Bishop in charge of such Congrega- 
tions, and the Standing Committee hereinafter pro- 
vided for, may authorize any Presbyter of this 
Church to officiate temporarily at any place to be 
named by them, within any such foreign country, 
upon being satisfactorily assured that it is expe- 
dient to establish at such place a Congregation of 
this Church. Such Presbyter, having publicly 
officiated at such place not less than four Sundays 
consecutively, may give notice, in the time of 
Divine Service, that a meeting of the members of 
this Church attending such services will be held, at 
a time and place to be named by him, to organize a 
Church or Congregation. All male persons of full 
age belonging to this Church may take part in said 
meeting. And the said meeting may proceed to 
effect an organization, subject to the approval of 
the said Bishop and Standing Committee, and in

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conformity to such regulations as the said Standing 
Committee may prescribe. 

[3.] Such Church or Congregation shall be re- 
quired, in its Constitution, or Plan, or Articles of 
Organization, to recognize and accede to the Con- 
stitution, Canons, Doctrine, Discipline, and Wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and particularly to sub- 
mit to and abide by such directions as may be, from 
time to time, received from the Bishop in charge, 
and the Standing Committee hereinafter provided 
for, in order to its being received under the direc- 
tion of the General Convention of this Church. 

[4.] In order to such reception, it shall be re- 
quired to declare its desire therefor, duly certified 
by the Minister, one Churchwarden, and two Ves- 
trymen or Trustees of said Church or Congre- 
gation. 

[5.] Such certificate, and the Constitution, Plan, 
or Articles of Organization, shall be submitted to 
the General Convention dur}ng its session, or to the 
Presiding Bishop of the House of Bishops at any 
other time ; and in case the same are found satis- 
factory, a certificate thereof shall be forwarded to 
the Secretary of the House of Deputies of the 
General Convention, who shall thereupon place 
its name on the list of foreign Churches under 
the direction of the General Convention ; and also 
a copy of the same shall be forwarded to and filed 
by the Registrar of the Church, and such Church 
or Congregation shall thereupon become subject 
to and placed under the Episcopal government 
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and jurisdiction of such Presiding Bishop for the 
time being. 

[6,] Such Presiding Bishop may, from time to 
time, by written commission under his own signa- 
ture and seal, assign to any other Bishop of this 
Church, having jurisdiction in the United States, 
the full Episcopal charge of such Churches or Con- 
gregations, and the Clergymen officiating therein, 
for such period of time as he may deem expedient : 
Provided, such commissions shall not extend to a 
period longer than three years, and shall then cease 
and determine, unless renewed by the Presiding 
Bishop. 

[7 .] To aid the Presiding Bishop, or the Bishop 
in charge of these foreign Churches, in adminis- 
tering the affairs of the same, and in settling such 
questions as may, by means of their peculiar situa- 
tion, arise, there shall be a Standing Committee, to 
consist of communicants of this Church, who shall 
be chosen and elected as follows : Each Church or 
Congregation, thus in union with the General Con- 
vention, shall have the .right to nominate, to the 
Bishop in charge, one person, who shall be a com- 
municant, and the General Convention shall nomi- 
nate four persons, of whom two at least shall be 
Clergymen, who shall hold office until the General 
Convention next ensuing, and until their successors 
are elected, and together they shall constitute the 
said Standing Committee, of which the Bishop in 
charge of said foreign Churches shall be the chair- 
man. Said Committee shall have power to fill all 
vacancies in the same. A majority of all the mem- 
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bers resident in the United States shall be a quo- 
rum. This Standing Committee shall be a Council 
of Advice to the Bishop. They shall be summoned 
on the requisition of the Bishop, whenever he shall 
desire their advice. And they may meet of their 
own accord, and agreeably to their own rules, when 
they may be disposed to advise the Bishop. 

[8.] In case a Clergyman in charge of either 
of these Congregations in foreign lands shall be 
charged with either of the punishable offences, as 
specified in Section i of Canon 2 of Title U of 
the Digest, it shall be the duty of the Bishop in 
charge of such Churches to summon the Standing 
Committee above provided for, and to see that an 
inquiry be instituted as to the truth of such public 
charges ; and should there be reasonable grounds 
for believing them to be true, the Bishop in 
charge and the Standing Committee, shall appoint 
a Commission, consisting of three Clergymen and 
two Laymen, whose duty it shall be to obtain all 
the evidence in the case from the parties inter- 
ested, and who shall, if possible, hold their meet- 
ing in the place where the accused resides, giving 
to the accused all rights under the Canons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church which can be exer- 
cised in a foreign land. The judgment of said 
Commission, solemnly made and subscribed to, 
shall then be sent to the Bishop in charge, and to 
the Presiding Bishop, and, if approved by them, 
shall be carried into effect : Provided , that no such 
Commission shall recommend any other discipline 
than admonition or removal from his charge as 
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Minister of said Congregation. Should the result 
of the inquiry of the aforementioned Commission 
reveal evidence tending to show that said Clergy- 
man deserves a severer discipline, then all the 
document^ in the case shall be placed in the hands 
of the Presiding Bishop, who shall then proceed 
against said Clergyman (as far as possible) accord- 
ing to the Canon of Discipline, under Title 11 of 
the Digest, and the Diocesan Canons of the Dio- 
cese of the said Presiding Bishop. 

[9.] If there be but one such Church or Con- 
gregation within the limits of any city, said city 
shall be deemed the parochial cure of the Minister 
having charge of the same, and no new Church 
or Congregation shall be established therein, unless 
with the consent of the Bishop in charge, and of 
the Standing Committee herein appointed. Nor 
shall any Church or Congregation be organized in 
any foreign city, under the provisions of this Canon, 
unless with the approval of the Bishop in charge, 
and the Standing Committee herein provided for. 

[10.] In cases of difference between the Minis- 
ter and his Congregation, the Bishop in charge 
shall, with the Standing Conmiittee, duly examine 
the same, and said Bishop and Standing Commit- 
tee shall have full power to settle, and, if possible, 
adjust such differences upon the recognized princi- 
ples of Ecclesiastical law, as laid down in the Canon 
law of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

[11.] No Clergyman shall be allowed to take 
charge of such Congregation until he shall have 
been nominated by the Vestry thereof (or, if there 
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be no such Vestiy, by the Standing Conunittee, 
provided for by this Canon) , and approved by the 
Bishop in charge ; and when such appointment 
shall have been accepted by the Clergyman so 
appointed, he shall bo transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Bishop in charge,'' 



CANON 6. 



Of the Organization of New Dioceses^ 

§ i. Whenever any new Diocese shall be formed 
within the limits of any other Diocese, or by the 
junction of two or more Dioceses, or parts of Dio- 
ceses, and the same shall have been ratified by the 
General Convention, the Bishop of the Diocese 
within the limits of which another is formed, or in 
case of the junction of two or more Dioceses, or 
parts of Dioceses, the Bishop of eldest consecration 
over the Dioceses furnishing portions of such new 
Diocese, shall thereupon call the Primary Conven- 
tion of the new Diocese, for the purpose of en- 
abling it to organize, and shall fix the time and 
place of holding the same, such place being within 
the territorial limits of the new Diocese. 

§ ii. In case there should be no Bishop who can 
call such Primary Convention, pursuant to the fore- 
going provisions, then the duty of calling such 
Convention for the purpose 'of organizing, and the 
duty of fixing the time and place of its meeting,

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shall be vested in the Standmg Committee of the 
Diocese within the limits of which the new one is 
erected, or the Standing Committee of the eldest of 
the Dioceses by the junction of which, or parts of 
which, the new Diocese may be formed. And 
such Standing Committee shall make such call im- 
mediately after the ratification of a division by the 
General Convention.* 

§ iii. Whenever one Diocese is about to be di- 
vided into two Dioceses, the Convention of such 
Diocese shall declare which portion thereof is to be 
the new Diocese, and shall make the same known 
to the General Convention before the ratification of 
such division.** 

§ iv. Whenever the formation of a new Diocese 
shall be ratified by the General Convention, such 
new Diocese shall be considered as admitted under 
Article 5 of the Constitution, so soon as it shall 
have organized in Primary Convention, in the 
manner prescribed in the previous Sections of this 
Canon, and the naQiing of the new Diocese shall be 
a part of its organization.* 






CANON 6 



Of the Requisites of a Quorum. 

In all cases in which a Canon of the General 
Convention directs a duty- to be performed, or a 
power to be exercised, by a Standing Committee,

or by the Clerical members thereof, or by any other 
body consisting of several members, a majority of 
the said members, the whole having been duly 
cited to meet, shall be a quorum ; and a majority 
of the quorum so convened shall be competent to 
act, unless the contrary is expressly required by 
the Canon.* 

CANON 7. 

Authorizing the Formation of a Federate Convenr 
tion or Council of the Dioceses vnthin any 
State. 

§ i. It is hereby declared lawful for the Dio- 
ceses now existing or hereafter to exist, within the 
limits of any State or Commonwealth, to establish 
for themselves a Federate Convention or Council 
representing such Dioceses, which may deliberate 
and decide upon the common interests of the 
Church within the limits aforesaid; but before 
any determinate action of such Convention or 
Council shall be had, the powers proposed to be 
exercised shall be submitted, to the General Con- 
vention for its approval. 

§ ii. Any such Federate Convention or Council 
may exercise any powers that shall have been pre- 
viously approved by the General Convention for 
any other Federate Convention or Council. 

§ iii. Nothing in this Canon shall be construed 
as forbidding any Federate Council from taking 
such action as they may deem necessary to secure 
such legislative enactments as the common interests 
of the Church in the State may require.^

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CANON 8. 

Of the Constitution of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America. 

§ i. The Constitution of the said Society, which 
was incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of New York, is hereby amended and 
established so as to read as follows : 

Constitution of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America^ as established in 1820, 
and since amended at various times. 

Article I. This institution shall be denomi- 
nated The Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. 

Article II. This Society shall be considered 
as comprehending all persons who are members of 
this Church. 

Article III. There shall be a Board of Mis- 
sions of such Society, composed of the Bishops of 
this Church, and the members for the time being of 
the House of Deputies of the General Convention, 
the Delegates from the Missionary Jurisdictions 
to the said House of Deputies, and the members of 
the Board of Managers as hereinafter described. 
The Board of Missions thus constituted shall con- 
vene on the third day of the session of the General 
Convention, and shall sit from time to time as the 
business of the Board shall demand. 
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Of the Constitution^ etc. 

ARTioiiB IV. There shall be a Board of Man- 
agers^ comprising all the Bishops, the Treasurer 
or Treasurers appointed by the Board of Missions 
or by the Board of Managers, and fifteen Pres- 
byters and fifteen laymen, to be appointed by the 
Board of Missions at every triennial meeting of 
the General Convention, who shall have the man- 
agement of the General Missions of this Church, 
and shall remain in office until their successors are 
chosen, and shall have power to fill any vacancies 
that may occur in their number. Eight Clerical 
members and eight Lay members shaU. constitute 
a quorum. But whenever demanded by three 
members, a majority of the Bishops present, and 
a majority of the Clerical members present, and a 
majority of the Lay members present, shall be 
necessary to any act of the Board. This Board 
of Managers shall, when the Board of Missions is 
not in session, exercise all the corporate powers 
of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. 
The Board of Managers shall report to the Board 
of Missions, on or before the third day of the ses- 
sion of the General Convention. But nothing 
herein contained shall affect the rights of any sur- 
viving life-members of the Board of Missions. 

Abticle V. The Board of Managers is author- 
ized to form, from its own members, a Committee 
for Domestic Missions and a Committee for Foreign 
Missions, and such other Committees as it may 
deem desirable to promote special Missionary work, 
and is also authorized to appoint such officers as 
shall be needful for carrying on the work. 

Article VI. The Board of Managers is in- 
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trusted with power to establish and regulate such 
Missions as are not placed under Episcopal super- 
vision, and to enact all by-la^ws which it may deem 
necessary for its own government and for the gov- 
ernment of its Committees : Provided^ always^ that 
in relation to organized Dioceses and Missionary 
Jurisdictions having Bishops, the appropriations 
shall be made in gross to such Dioceses and Mis* 
sionary Jurisdictions, to be disbursed by the local 
authorities thereof. The Board shall notify to the 
several Bishops the gross sums so appropriated; 
and those Bishops shall regulate the number of 
Mission Stations, appoint the Missionaries, and 
assign to them their stipends, with the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

Article VII. No person shall be appointed 
a Missionary who is not at the time a Minister 
in regular standing of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, or of some Church in communion with 
this Church; but nothing in this Section shall 
preclude the Board of Managers from employing 
laymen or women, members of this Church, or of 
some Church in communion with the same, to do 
Missionary work. 

Article VIII. The Board of Managers shall 
have power to appoint local agents to represent 
the Society in different parts of the country, and 
is authorized to promote the formation of auxiliary 
Missionary Associations, whose contributions, as 
well as those specially appropriated by individuals, 
shall be received and paid in accordance with the 
wish of the donors, when expressed in writing. 
It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to 
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arrange for public Missionary meetings, to be held 
at the same time and place as the General Con- 
vention, and at such other times and places as may 
be determined upop, to which all auxiliaries ap- 
proved by the Board of Managers may send one 
Clerical and one Lay Delegate. 

Abtiolb IX. This Constitution may be altered 
or amended at any time by the General Conven- 
tion of this Church. 

§ ii. All Canons, and all action by or under the 
authority of the General Convention, so far as in- 
consistent with the provisions of this Canon and of 
such amended Constitution, are hereby repealed : 
Provided^ however^ that nothing herein shall in any 
manner impair or affect any corporate rights of the 
said society, or any vested right whatever. 

§ iii. This Canon shall take effect immediately.*

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CANON 1. 

Of Repealed Canons. 

Whenever there shall be a repealing clause in 
any Canon, and the said Canon shall be repealed, 
such repeal shall not be a re-enactment of the 
Canon or Canons repealed by the said repealing 
clause.* 

CANON 2. 

Of the Enactment y Amendment^ and Repeal of 
Canons. 

§ i. In all cases of future enactment, the same, 
if by way of amendment of an existing provision, 
shall be in the following form : ** Title — , Canon 
— , Section — , Clause — , is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows." And if the enactment is of an 
additional Clause, Section, or Canon, it shall be 
designated as the next Canon or next Section, or 
next Clause of a Canon or Section, in the order of 
numbering of the Title to which the subject prop- 
erly belongs ; and if a Canon or Section or Clause 
be stricken out, the existing numbering shall be 
retained imtil a new edition of the Canons be di- 
rected, or until changed as in the next Section 
provided.^

§ ii. The Committee on Canons of each House 
of the General Convention shall, at the close of 
each Session of the Genera! Convention, appoint 
two of their number to certify the changes, if any, 
made in the Canons, including a correction of the 
references made in any Canon to another, and to 
report the same, with the proper arrangement 
thereof, to the Secretary, who shall print the same 
in the Journal.* 



CANON 8 



Of the Time of these Ganona taking Effect. 

These Canons shall take effect on the first day of 
January, in the year of our Lord 1860 ; from and 
after which day all other Canons of this Church are 
hereby, and shall be deemed to be, repealed : Pro- 
videdy that such repeal shall not affect any case of 
a violation of existing Canons committed before 
that date; but such case shall be governed by 
the same law as if no such repeal had taken 
place.^

§ i. At the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the General Convention, the Secretary, 
or in his absence one of the Assistant Secreta-

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ries, in the order of their appointment, or in the 
absence of all, the person appointed as hereinafter 
provided by the Standing Conunittee of the Dio- 
cese in which the General Convention is to meet, 
shall call to order the members present of the 
House of Deputies, and record the names of those 
whose testimonials, in due form, shall have been 
presented to him ; which record shall be prima 
facie evidence that the persons whose names are 
therein recorded are entitled to seats in the House 
of Deputies. If there be a quorum present, by 
the record, the Secretary shall so declare, and the 
House shall proceed to organize by the election by 
ballot of a President from the members of the 
House, and of a Secretary ; and a majority of all 
the votes cast shall be necessary to an election. 
So soon as a President and Secretary have been 
elected, a committee shall be appointed to wait 
upon the House of Bishops, and inform them of 
the organization of the House of Deputies, and its 
readiness to proceed to business. 

The Secretary shall keep full minutes of the 
proceedings of the House ; transcribe them, with 
all reports, into a book provided for that purpose ; 
preserve the Journal and Records of the House ; 
deliver them to his successor ; and perform such 
other duties as may be directed or assigned to him 
by the House. He may, with the approbation of 
the House, appoint three Assistant Secretaries, 
and the Secretary and Assistant Secretaries shall 
continue in office until the organization of the next 
Convention, and until their successors be chosen. 
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If, during the recess of the General Convention, a 
vacancy should occur in the office of Secretary, 
the duties thereof shall devolve upon the Assistant 
Secretaries ; or if the Assistant Secretaries shall 
die or resign, a Secretary shall be appointed by 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese in which 
the next General Convention is to meet. 

§ ii. In order to aid the Secretary in preparing 
the list specified in the preceding section, it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention of 
every Diocese to forward to him, as soon as may 
be practicable, a copy of the Journal of the Dio- 
cesan Convention, together with a certified copy 
of the Testimonials of Members aforesaid. He 
shall also forward a duplicate copy of such Testi- 
monials to the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
in which the next General Convention is to meet. 

§ iii. The Secretary of the House of Deputies 
and the Treasurer bf the Convention, although not 
returned as Deputies to the Convention, shall be 
entitled to seats upon the floor of the House, and, 
with the approval of the President, to speak on 
the subjects of their respective offices. 

§ iv. Previous to the meeting of each General 
Convention, the Secretary of the last Convention, 
under the direction of the Deputies from the Dio- 
cese in which the Convention is to be held, shall 
determine by lot the seats to be occupied by each 
delegation. 
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Of Delegates from Missionary/ Jurisdictions,

Resolved^ That one Clerical and one Lay Dele- 
gate, to be chosen by any Convocation of all the 
Clergy and representatives of the Laity, convoked 
by the authority of the Bishop of any Missionary 
Jurisdiction of this Church, shall have seats as- 
signed to them in this House, with similar privi- 
leges to those of Deputies, except that they shall 
have no vote on any question or matter : and that 
this be a Standing Order of the House.

JOURNAL 

Dioeesian Convention. 



Trinity Church, San Francisco, 

May 14th, 1884—11 a. m. 

This being the time and place for the meeting of 
the thirty-fourth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of California, the Bishop, with a number of the 
Clergy, met in the Vestry-room of Trinity Church, 
when forming a procession, they proceeded to the 
Chancel, singing " Onward Christian Soldiers." 

The first part of the service was read by the Rev. 
Dr. Abercrombie, the Reverends F. B. A. Lewis 
and W. C. Powell reading the lessons. The Rev. 
Dr. McClure read the prayers and the litany. The 
Communion service was begun by the Rev. R. C. 
Foute, the Rev. J. A. Emery reading the Epistle 
and the Rev. D. 0. Kelly the Gospel.

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The sermon was preached by the Rev, A. G. L. 
Trew, of San Gabriel, from the text " The Kings 
Daughter is all Glorious Within ; Her Clothing is 
of Wrought Gold/' Psalm 45-14. 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Rev. 
Dr. Beers, assisted by the Bishop and the Rev. 
Messrs Kelly and Foute, 

After Divine Service the Convention met in the 
Sunday-school room of the Church, and the roll of 
clergy and parishes being called by the Secretary, 
the Chair announced that a quorum was present, 
and the Convention ready for the transaction of 
business. The following resolution oflfered by W. 
M. Cubery was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That the Rev. Dr. Ver Mehr, the Rev. W. H. Hill and 
the Rev. Dr. McClare be invited to seats in this Convention with all its 
rights and privileges. 

On motion, a recess of thirty minutes was taken 
that the Convention might enjoy a luncheon, pro- 
vided by the ladies of the diflferent parishes in the 
city. 

At 2 o'clock the Convention reassembled, and 
upon motion the regular order of business was sus- 
pended. The Rev. Dr. Beers then read the annual 
report of the Standing Committee^ which was 
received and placed on file. (See appendix **C.'') 

. The Rev. B. B. Spalding read the following report 
of the Oonimittee on Christian Education : 

The Committee upon Christian Edacation woiild report that the in- 
terest shown in our Chnroh Schools has not diminished durins: the past 
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year. With soanoely an exception the information received is gratify- 
ing. 

The Kev. O. O. TUIotson, Rector of Calvary Church, Santa Cmz, 
reports : Besides two other private schools in Santa Craz, conducted 
by ladies of the church, we^have one which we hope will soon grow 
into a good Parish School. It is at present a private school 
tauflfht by Professor Gt. W. Jooes, a teacher of large experience and a 
churchman. He now occupies the vestry-rooms and a small school- 
room adjoining. His present number of nupils, twenty, is all that can 
be accommodated. New quarters must be found. We feel that a 
flourishing Church School oould be built up in our parish if we 
only had a few hundred dollars for a suitable building, etc The 
church has grounds. 

The Rev. Mr. Perkms, of Alameda, writes of his Parish School t 
Our school-room is arranged to accommodate twenty scholars. We 
i^sgiscer twenty-fbur. The school is in charge of my daughter, and 
under her management has been prosperous and constantly growing. 

The Rev. Mr. Lee, of Brooklyn, writes : That tne Parish School of 
the Chnroh of the Advent, Brooklyn, has been under the managemeni 
of an efficient teacher, and has had an average attendance of about 
fifteen scholars. 

The Rev. Mr. Church, Principal <^ Irving Institute, a school for 
young ladies and girls, San Francisoo, reports : Number of pupils, 7S; 
58 day scholars and 28 boarders. Number of teachers, 12. Oraduates, 
1884, 5. School thoroughly graded and improvements made in build- 
ings during the year. The school is full. 

The Rev. Mr. Brewer, of St. Matthew's Hall, reports that the whole 
aumt)er of stud^its for the present year is 124. Number of graduates 
1888, 6; 1884, 7. Number of teachers, 17. It is not necessary to dwell 
upon the woA the Rev. Mr. Brewer is doing. St Matthew's la 
deservedly known, and well known. Mr. Brewer also writes that Mrs. 
Buckmaster— Manson^s School, San Mateo, for young ladies, is still 
doing Its work as formerly; the Rev. Mr. Stowe being OhiH>Ufc4a of the 
school. 

The report of the San Jose Institute, a Home Sohool for girls, 
received through the Rev. D. O. Kelley, says : This is a Church Sohool, 
in so far that its teachers are all communicante. The boarding pupils 
attend services at Trinity Church. OatecheUeal instructions are regu- 
larly given, and the religious influences are all eburchly. Number of 
pupils at present, forty; one-third of these are boarders. 

Trinity School, of San Francisco, has had a successful year. Every 
place is f uU, both in day school and in the boarding department. The 
numbe<r of pupils in attendance during the year, 78; graduates in 1883, 
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9: in 1884, (to be) 6; number of teachers, 9. Tne school, now in its 
eighth year, is represented by graduates in Eastern Universities and 
Colleges. The present year some of its graduates go to Yale, some to 
the University of California. Its boarding department increases 
steadily. Already it has scholars from the Bandwich Islands, from 
Washington Territory and from towns in the interior of our Htate. 

Though no formal report has been received from the northern juris- 
diction of California, yet we understand that the St. Augustine's 
College and St. Mary's Hall are prospering. 

Your Committee would again call the attention of churchmen to the 
need of putting some, at least, of our schools on permanent founda^ 
tions. They believe there is no arm of church work more necessary 
than its educational arm. 

Schools that train in churchly ways the future laymen and lay- 
women of our parishes, are of untold advantage to the future of our 
diocese. Such institutions should command the earnest co-operation 
of all church people, clergy and laity. They should be strengthened 
and made permanent by proper endowments in lands, buildings and 
scholarships. 

There is plenty of means in our diocese to do this, and the oppor- 
tunity is open in a singular way for some of our wealthy laymen to 
build for themselves an enduring monument. At the present, all of 
the church educational work in this diocese is of a private character. 
Individuals are carrying the heavy financial labor and responsibility 
which should belong to incorporated institutions. Both Trinity School 
and St. Matthew's Hall are ready, with proper endowments, to pass 
to Trustees for the benefit of the Church on this coast, the results of 
years of hard labor. Other dioceses are crying out for the very helps 
to growth and influence which here are begging for aid at the doors of 
our Church. 

Again, also, your Committee would urge the need of a training 
school for candidates for the Holy Ministry. Many promising young 
lives here in our midst are waiting and longing for such an oppor- 
tunity to prepare for work for Christ. All that is needed is some 
united effort; a gift of some of that wealth which is lavished so freely 
on mere worldly matters. 

The anxiety of the American Church regarding the support of 
Christian education, was emphasized by the action of our last General 
Convention. That body unanimously passed a resolution requesting 
that the second Sunday in Epiphany Season be especially devoted to 
prayers in all our churches for this work; and that through diocesan 
authority all rectors of parishes and missions be requested to make 
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Christian education the subject of earnest appeal to their congrega- 
tions upon that day. 

In our Eastern dioceses Christian education is receiving, by bequest 
and endowment, the support it so justly merits, and in the missionary 
work of our territories the Christian School is found side by side with 
the Cathedral, tfie Church and the Chapel. 

Your Committee hope the time is not far distant when our diocese 

will awake to the importance of this work.

The report was received and placed on file. 
On motion of Mr. F. W. Van Reynegom, it was 

Resolved, That before assessments shall be increased upon any 
Parish or Mission in this Diocese; it shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee to notify the Rector or Clergyman in charge of the same, 
of such Intention, and the opportunity shall be given for him, or for 
the Wardens of said Parish or Mission to appear before the Committee 
and state objections, if there be any. 

The following preamble and resolution offered 
by the Rev. B. B. Spalding were adopted: 

Whebeas, The General Committee of Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U. S. A., did, at its last meeting, 1883, acting under 
Article 8th of the Constitution of the Church, accept the report of the 
Joint Committee upon the Book of Common Prayer; and did, by 
resolution, make such action known to the Conventions of the several 
Dioceses; therefore 

Resolved, That said report be referred to a Committee of five 
Clergy of this Diocese, to report at the next Annual Convention. 

The Chair named the following gentlemen to 
act as such Committee: The Revs. Benj. Akerly, 
D.D., H. W. Beers, D.D., Elias Birdsall, Hobart 
Chetwood and B. B. Spalding. 

At this point, the Bishop announced that it 
was necessary for him to leave the Convention, in 
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order to attend a funeral, and he called the Rev. 
W. H. Hill to the Chair. 

The Rev. John Bakewell, D.D., in behalf of the 
Convocation of Southern California, presented the 
following memprial and resolution : 

At a meeting of the Convocation of Southern California, holden in 
St. Paul's Chnroh, Los Angeles, on the 17th of April, 1884, it was re- 
solved that a Committe be appointed to formulate and present to the 
next Convention of the Diocese of California, a memorial in behalf of 
the Convocation of SoXithern California, requesting the Convention to 
initiate some movement looking towards a speedy pay ment of the debt 
owing the Bishop of the Diocese, on account of salary previous to the 
year 1884. 

Following upon the unanimous adoption of this resolution, a 
Committee was appointed, consisting of the Revs. A. G. L. Trew, 
Elias Birdsall, J. A. Emery and John Bakewell, Chairman, who 
drew up the memorial, which I now have the honor to lay before 
the Convention, to wit : 

Memorial of thb Convocation op Southern California. 

This memorial showeth that inasmuch as statements have been 
made, calling in question the financial relation of the Diocese of 
California to its Bishop, the interests of the Diocese and the honor 
of every Churchman therein demand that this issue be met promptly 
and immediately. 

It is the conviction of your Memorialists, that the present is the 
proper time for the Convention of the Diocese to increase the influ- 
ence of the Church, as well as remove occasion, from them that seek 
occasion, by giving this subject ample consideration, provided it be 
done calmly and in the spirit of Christian moderation. 

Your Memorialists are of the belief that this matter can never 
be fully set at rest so long as there remain grounds for the opinion 
that the Diocese has not fully met all its obligations to the Bishop. 

Resolved, That a Committee of two Clerarymen and three Lay- 
men, of whom the Chancellor of the Diocese shall be one, be and are 
hereby appointed to confer with the Bishop, and with the Convention 
98 a Committee of the whole, in order that some plan mav be settled 
upon at the earliest possible moment, to meet the obligations of the 
Diocese to its Bishop. {John Bakewell. 
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The memorial was received, and the Chair an- 
nounced the following Committee : The Rev. Drs 
Bakewell and Beers, and Messrs. T. P. Stoney, W, 
P. Babcock and J. A. Stanly. 

The Committee on Union then presented their 
report : 

The Committee on Union with the Convention, beg leave to report 
that St. Paul's Mission, Tustin City, Los Angeles Co., and All Saint's 
Mission, Pasadena, Los Angeles Co., having complied with the Canons 
of the Diocese, we recommend their admission into Union with the 
Convention. 

And St. Luke's Mission, Los Gatos, Santa Clara Co., not under- 
standing the requirements of the Canons, but having elected their 
Delegates who are present, we recommend their admission into Union, 
provided that they, at the earliest practical moment, comply with the 
Canonical Regulation. Axfbed T. Perkins,

The Bishop's address, which was then read by 
the Rev. W. L. Githens, was received and ordered 
to be printed in the Journal. (See Appendix A.) 

The Committee on Credentials of Lay Dele- 
gates then presented their report, the* results of 
which will be found on page ten of this Journal. 

The election of Secretary being next in order, 
upon motion, the ballot was cast by the Assistant 
Secretary for the Rev. E. H. Ward. The Secretary, 
with the consent of the Convention, appointed Mr. 
F. W. Van Reynegom Assistant Secretary. 

On motion the election of officers and Com- 
mittees was made the special order of business at 
12 M. on Thursday. 
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On motion of Mr. W. M. Cubery, it was 

Resolved, That nominations for standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese, and members of the Board of Mission be now made, and the 
Secretary of the Convention is hereby instructed to have these nomi- 
nations printed in ballot form. 

Nominations were then made in accordance 
with the resolution. 

The Committee on Canons then read the follow- 
ing report: 

I. 

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred by the last 
Convention a motion to amend Article II of the Constitution as follows: 
*' After the words shall assemble in Convention, read, instead of as at 
present, the following words: On the Wednesday next following the 
fourth Sunday after Easter of every year and so on as at present.'' 

Report favorably and recommend such action. 

II. 
Also in regard to another resolution referred 
to them, viz: 

Resolved, That Section 3 of Canon 4 shall be amended as follows" 
**That the words, when practicable, shall be and the same are hereby 
omitted and expunged." 

The Committee report favorably and recom- 
mend such action. 

III. 

Also they report favorably npon and recommend action on reso- 
lution referred to them tliat Canon 10 of the Canons of this Diocese 
be amended as follows: *^ That the word five be stricken out 
and the word seven be inserted after the words, < The President 
bhall appoint, etc.,* making the Canon ready * At each Annual 
Convention the President shall appoint the seven following Com- 
mittees.' Also, after Section 5th as at present, insert (in this 
Canon 10), a Section 6 as follows: 'A Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion consisting of three Clergymen and two Laymen, who shall report 
annually to this Convention concerning the work of Christian Edaoa- 
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tion of the Churob in this Diocese.' 7th (Section). A Committee upon 
Charities consisting of three Clergyman and two Laymen, who shall 
report annually to this Convention concerning the charities of the 
Church in this Diocese. 

IV. 

In regard to resolutions referred to them as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the words or *< American Catholic '' be added im- 
mediately after Protestant Episcopal in the Constitution of this Diocese. 

2. Resolved, That the word Council be substituted for Conven- 
tion wherever occurring in the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese. 

3. Resolved, That any Church not organized with a Vestry, but 
having Trustees, be entitled to Lay Representation in the Convention 
of this Diocese. 

On these three resolutions the Committee re- 
port unfavorably, on the ground that each pro- 
position is either inexpedient or the thing proposed 
is already provided for.

Of Committee on Canons. 

The report was received, and Section I being 
approved by both orders lies over until next Con- 
vention. Sections II and III receiving the required 
majority, were adopted, while Section IV, failing to 
receive a majority of the votes cast, was lost. 

The Rev. D. 0. Kelley proposed that Article 
III of the Constitution be repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted in its stead : 
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III. 



Every clergyman six months canon ically resident in the diocese^ 
shall be a member of the Convention, who is a rector or assistant 
minister of a parish; a missionary under the ecclesiastical authority 
of the diocese; a chaplain in the U. S. Army or Navy on duty within 
the limit of the diocese; or a rector or vice-rector (or head master) of an 
institution of learning recognized by the ecclesiastical authority of th& 
diocese; (Provided, That no clergyman, after five years* membership 
in the Convention^ shall forfeit his membership bj reason of disability 
from advanced age or continued infirmity). Each parish or mission 
in union with the Convention, shall be entitled to a lay representation 
of not more than five delegates. 

The Secretary was instructed to have the afore- 
said substitute printed, and upon motion it was 
made the order of the day for Thursday, at 11 a. m. 

On motion of the Rev. A, G. L. Trew, the 
following amendments to Canon 17 were referred 
to the Committee on Canons : 

1. That Section 1 be amended by substituting the words ** San 
Luis Obispo" and "Kern" for the words "Monterey" and 
"Tulare." 

2. That Section 2 be amended by substituting the word "two " 
for "three." 

3. That the word " Archdeacon " • be substituted for the word 
" Dean " wherever the latter may occur, either in the Canons or Regu* 
lations. 

The following preamble and resolutions by the 
Rev. W. H. Hill received a unanimous vote : 

Whereas, The evils of intemperance are so manifest, and pro- 
ductlve of so much sin and misery among all classes in our State and 
country, as to admit of neither denial or question; and 

Whereas, It is the duty of all Christian people to do whatever 
lies in their power for the diminution and ultimate suppression of 
these evils; and 

WHEREAS, We believe that the Church Temperance. Society as 
organized in England and the Atlantic States, is a judicious and 
powerful agency in this good work, and as such commends its organ- 
ization and efforts to our favorable notice; therefore 
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Resolved, That it be recommended to the clergy of oar Church 
in each city, to form at least one branch of this society, and to do all in 
their power to make the same an effective branch of the parent society; 
and that the clergy of parishes in the coantry be recommended, if the 
same shall be deemed advisable, to establish a branch of the same 
society in their respective parishes and missions. 

Resolved, That the societies so formed be requested to make 
annual reports of their work to this Convention at each annual sesi^ion. 

On motion the Committee to which was re- 
ferred the memorial by Rev. Dr. Bakewell, were 
requested to report at 2 o'clock p. m., to-morrow. 

The Convention then adjourned to assemble in 
Missionary Meeting at 7:45 p. m., in the Church of 
the Advent, and again at 9 a. m., in Trinity Church. 

MISSIONARY MEETING. 

Pursuant to adjournment the Convention as- 
sembled in General Missionary Meeting in the 
Church of the Advent at 7 :45 p. M* After Divine 
Service by the Bishop and the Reverends W. K 
Githens and B. B. Spalding, the Annual Report of 
the Board of Missions, was read by the Secretary, 
the Rev. W. H. Stoy (see appendix). Missionary 
addresses were delivered by the Reverends A. D. 
Miller, John Bakewell, J. A. Emery, C. S. Linsley 
and S. G. Lines. A collection for missions was 
taken, and after the Benediction by the Bishop the 
meeting adjourned. 

Second Day — Thursday, May 15. 

The Convention met at 9 a. m., and after Di- 
vine Service, proceeded to the transaction of 
business. 

The Rev. D. 0. Keely, Chairman of the Com- 
mission on Church Incorporation, etc., read the 
following report: 
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To THE Diocesan Convention, Diocese of CAiiiFORNiA, 

May 14th, 1884. 

Your Commission on Church Incorporations and the Tenure of 
Church Property, respectfully report as follows: 

In consideration of the facts developed in the two reports the pre- 
ceding Commission made to the Conventions of 1882 and 1883, re- 
respeotively, and of the investigations and recommendations of a 
similar Commission of the General Convention as reported to that 
body in 1883, and of the circumstances and needs of the Church in 
California in relation to the matter in hand, with which your Commis- 
sion has become familiar, from all which it appears that the provisions 
of our State laws concerfiiug incorporations of religious societies are of 
such a nature that it is impossible under them to form an incorpora- 
tion for the purpose of holding title to the general and diocesan prop- 
erty of the Church, and to the property acquired by our many unin- 
corporated missions, which title shall be properly secured to the 
Church: Your Commission recommend that an effort be made to 
secure an amendment to the Civil Code of the State providing for the 
incorporation of the Diocese, to be represented by a Board of Trus- 
tees to be elected by the Convention, empowered to hold any and all 
church property, the title to which may be transferred to it. 

The following draft of a proposed new section to the chapter of the 
Civil Code is suggested as a proper provision for securing the desired 
end. And we recommend that a Commission be appointed to secure, 
if possible, its passage by the next State Legislature or the passage of 
some similar provision. 

Whenever the polity, organization, regulations, rules or discipline 
of any church, religious denomination or society require, for the 
administration of the temporalities thereof, or for the tenure, care and 
management of the property and estate thereof. Any diocese, assembly, 
conference or other district organization of such church, religious 
denomination or society may elect Directors and become an incorpora- 
tion in the manner prescribed in this title, and with all the powers and 
duties, and for the uses and purposes in this title provided for 
benevolent or religious incorporations, and subject to all the condi- 
tions, limitations and provisions in said title prescribed, except as 
otherwise provided m this section. Such diocese, assembly, confer- 
ence or other district organization embracing the congregations, insti- 
tutions, members and adherents of such church, religious denomina- 
tion or society within the whole or any prescribed portion of this 
State. 

Pbovidbd, That Directors of such incorporation may be elected, 
and that the by-laws for its government may be made and amended 
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by the Convention, Council, Conference, Assembly or otner repre- 
sentative body of such church, religious denomination- or society in 
accordance with the constitution, by-laws, discipline or regulations 
thereof, at any regular meeting or special meeting called for the 
purpose, and 

Provided, The certificate of incorporation, and of the election of 
Directors to be filed shall be sufficiently signed and attested by the 
signatures of the Presiding Officer and Secretary of the Representa- 
tive Convention, Council, Conference or Assembly duly acknowledged. 
And 

Provided, All property held by such incorporation shall be in 
trust for the use, benefit and purposes of the church, religious denom- 
ination or society, by and for which such incorporation was formed, 
and in and of which such diocese, assembly, conference or other 
district is an organized or constituent part. And that the limitation in 
Section 695 shall not apply to corporations formed under this section 
when the land is held or used for churches, hospitals, schools, colleges, 
asylums, parsonages or cemetery purposes.

On motion all visiting clergy were invited to 
seats in the Convention. 

The following resolution offered by the Rev. 
D. 0. Kelley was adopted: 

Resolved, That ^0 be paid to the Treasurer of the Diocese for 
expenses of his of&ce during the past year, and that $50 be paid to the 
Secretary of the Convention for the present year. 

Mr. H. T. Graves, Treasurer of the Diocese, 
read his annual report, which was received and 
referred to the Committee to audit Treasurers 
account. (See appendix) . 
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Mr. D. R. Risle^ read the report of the Com- 
mittee to audit Treasurer's account as follows : 

The undersigned, on behalf of the Committee appointed to 
audit the Treasurer's accounts for the year ending May 13th, 1884, 
respectfully report that they have examined said accounts and find 
them correct, and the disbursements evidenced by proper vouchers. 

They also report, that according to the said accounts, they find 
that the Treasurer is indebted to the several funds as follows, viz :

The Treasurer having stated that the interest 
allowed parishes on their contributions to the 
Episcopal Fund was twice as much as that earned 
by the monies, the following resolution, offered 
by the Rev. D. 0.

Resolved, That the rate of interest allowed as credits on account 
of assessments for the Diocesan Fund upon payments hereafter made

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BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 



My Brethren of the Okrgy and Laity : 

We have gathered once more in Council to review the procedings 
of the past year, and to arrange oiir labors for that on which we are 
just entering. In accordance with the Canon, I would place before 
you the record of my official acts since last we met : 

May 8. Baptized two children in Church of the Advent. 

May 10 (Thursday). Attended the annual meeting of the Mis- 
sionary 'Committee for the appointment of Missionaries for the 
ensuing year. 

May 11 (Friday). Started for Los Angeles, which I reached on 
Saturday. 

May 13 (Whit-Sunday). In St. Paul's Church, after service by 
the Kector, Rev. E. Birdsall, I confirmed fourteen candidates and 
addressed them. I afterwards administered the Holy Communion, 
assisted by Mr Birdsall. In the evening I preached. 

May 15 (Tuesday). Laid the corner-stone of the edifice of St. 
Paul's Church. The Rector, with the Rev. Messrs. Trew and 
Linsley assisted in the services. Addresses were delivered by the 
Rev. Mr. Birdsall and myself. The lots for the new edifice were 
presented by a member of the congregation, and ^25, (XX) have been 
raised or pledged for the erection of the new building. The Church 
will, therefore, be out of debt when finished. 

May 16 (Wednesday). Left for Anaheim which we reached that 
evening, where we were met by the Missionary, Rev. J. A. Eme ry 
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May 18 (Friday). Drove to Tustin, twelve miles, where a new 
church has been erected during the last year, through the exertions- 
of Kev. Mr. Emery. It was this day consecrated, the Rector, to- 
gether with the Rev. Messrs Trew and Linsley assisting me ii\ the ser- 
vices. The request for consecration was read by Mr. H. A. Alderman^ 
the Warden, and the sentence of consecration by Rev. Mr. Emery. The 
sermon was preached by Rev. A. G. L. Trew. Returned the same 
day to Anaheim. 

May 19. Received letters dimissory of the Rev. H. J. Sheridan, 
from the Bishop of Massachusetts. 

May 20 (Trinity Sunday). Drove twelve miles to Tustin, the. 
thermometer being 102 ^ in the shade. At Grace Church morning^ 
service was read by the Rev. Messrs. Lines and Sheridan. The 
Rev. J. A. Emery was then admitted to the priesthood. The can- 
didate was presented by the Rev. Mr. Birdsall. After service drove 
back to Anaheim, where, in St. Michael's Church, afternoon service 
was held by the Clergy present, after which I confirmed six can- 
didates and addressed them. In the evening there was service 
again, at which Rev. Mr. Lines preached. The Rev. H. J. Sheridan, 
who had arrived during the previous week, is to be associated with 
Mr. Emery in this Mission. 

May 21 (Monday). Left at 6 a. m. for Los Angeles, and thence 
for San Francisco, which I reached on Tuesday evening. 

May 24 (Thursday). Attended the commencement exercises 
of Trinity School, San Francisco, Rev. E. B. Spalding, Rector. 
After the graduating exercises, I presented the diplomas to the 
nine graduates, with a short address, and then pronounced the 
benediction. 

May 25 (Friday). Left for Southern California, reaching Loa 
Angeles next day, and going on to San Gabriel. 

May 27 (Sunday). In Church of our Savior, after Morning 
Prayer by the Rector, Rev. A. G. L. Trew, assisted by Rev. W. H. 
Dyer, I preached and confirmed five candidates. In the afternoon 
drove to Pasadena (three miles) where a new mission has lately 
been started by Mr Trew. After service by Mr. Trew, I preached. 

May 28 (Monday). Held'a special confirmation service in the 
Church of our Savior, San Gabriel, when Mr. Trew presented a 
candidate who was unable to be present the day before. In the 
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afternoon confirmed in private a candidate from Riverside, who was 
about to leave the country, presented by Rev. S. G. Lines, 

May 31 (Thursday). Went to Colton where we were met by 
the Rev. Messrs. Lines and Reed, the Missionaries of this section of 
the Diocese, constituting the San Bernardino Mission. 

June 3 (Sunday). Held an ordination in the chapel just erected 
at an expense of about $1,800. The Rev. Frederick W. Reed was 
admitted to priest's orders. The sermon was preached by Rev. S. 
O. Lines, who presented the candidate. The Rev. Messrs. Trew 
and Emery also took part. At 3 p. m. a confirmation was held in the 
chapel when I confirmed five candidates and addressed them. A 
sermon was then preached by Rev. A. G. L. Trew. 

In the evening drove over (three miles) with Messrs. Lines and 
Reed to the ** Clergy house," San Bernardino, where they reside. 
The next few days were to have been devoted to the investigation of 
the Church work in this new Mission, but the weather became so 
intensely hot (110® ) that I finally fainted and was confined to my 
room for the most of the week. 

June 10 (Sunday). Having somewhat revived this morning, 
held service in the public hall at San Bernardino. Morning Prayer 
was said by Messrs Lines and Reed, after which I confirmed four- 
teen candidates and addressed them. 

In the afternoon set out with Messrs. Lines and Reed for River- 
side (12 miles). Here the service was held at 4 p. m. in the public 
school* house, which they have used for eight months past. The 
two Clergyman read Evening Prayer, when I confirmed fourteen 
candidates and addressed them. After the service the congregation 
remained, at the request of Mr. Lines, when addresses were made 
by him and myself, on the necessity of at once commencing a church 
edifice. The lots have been given and the subscription commenced, 
so that before Autumn the desired edifice will be provided. 

June 11 (Monday). Went with Messrs. Lines and Reed to 
Colton, and thence hj railroad to San Gabriel. 

June 13 (Wednesday). A meeting of the Clergy was held this 
morning, at the Church of our Saviour, San Gabriel. Present, besides 
myself, the Rev. A. G. L. Trew, the Rector, and Rev. Messrs. 
Birdsall, Linsley, Lines, Reed, Sheridan, Emery and Dyer. At 11 
A. M. the Holy Communion was celebrated, after which they organ- 
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ized for business. A vote was passed reviving the Convocation of 
Southern California, Mr. Trew being elected Dean, Mr. Emery- 
Secretary, and Mr. Elliott, of Los Angeles, Treasurer. 

At 4 p. M. the church was consecrated, the sermon being^ 
preached by Rev. Mr. Birdsall. The request for consecration was 
read by Geo. C. Gibbs, Esq., and the sentence of consecration by 
the Rector. 

In the evening thete was a reception at Lake Vineyard (the 
residence of Mrs. B. D. Wilson), wh^n the Bishop and Clergy had 
the opportunity of meeting the principal parishioners. 

June 14 (Thursday). I left San Gabriel by railroad, reaching 
San Francisco the next afternoon. 
^ June 14. Went to Martinez. 

June 25 (Sunday). In Graee Church, after service by Rev. Dr. 
Abercrombie (Rector) and Rev. Dr. McClure, and Rev. Henry B. 
Monges, I confirmed fourteen candidates and addressed them. Some 
of them came twenty-five miles, and one young lady thirty miles to 
be present at this service. They are the fruits of Dr. Abercrombie 's 
pastorial work and untiring efforts through all this section of 
country. The Holy Communion was then administered. 

In the evening Dr. McClure preached. On that Sunday,, 
twenty-seven years before, he began his labors as a Congregational 
Missionary in Martinez. He now visited them in his altered 
Ecclesiastical relations, and was warmly greeted by many who were 
formerly, at that time his parishioners. 

June 25. Returned to San Francisco. 

June 27 (Wednesday). United a couple in matrimony. 

July 1 (Sunday). Preached in the Church of the Advent, San 
Francisco. 

July 5. Received from the Bishop of Central New York, 
Letters Dimissory, transferring the Rev. F. B. A. Lewis, M. D., to- 
this Diocese. 

July 8 (Sunday). In St. Luke's Church, 'San Francisco, before 
service addressed the Sunday School. After morning service by the 
Rector, Rev. A. Douglas Miller, I confirmed thirteen candidates and 
addressed them. 

July 9. Received from the Bishop of Connecticut, Letters. 
Dimissory, transferring the Rev. A. D. Miller to this Diocese. 
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July 13 (Friday). Went to Watsonville, and in the afternoon 
confirmed in private a sick person. In the evening, in Grace 
Church, after service by Rev. W. J. O'Brien, I preached. 

July 14 (Saturday). Went to Santa Cruz. 

July 15. (Sunday). In Calvary Church, after service by the 
Rector, Rev. C. O. Tillotson, assisted by Rev T. J. Mackay (of 
Iowa) I confirmed four candidates and addressed them. The Holy 
Communion was afterwards administered, assisted by Mr. Tillotson. 
I also, before the offertory, delivered an address on the Missons of 
the Diocese. In the evening, after service by Messrs Tillotson and 
Mackay, I preached. 

July 19. Attended a meeting of the Diocesan Missionary Com- 
mittee. 

July 22 (Sunday). Went to Saucelito, and in Christ Church, 
after service by Rev. W. F. Morrison, I preached. 

July 2&. United a couple in matrimony. 

August 9 (Thursday). Left by the* morning train of the 
Southern railroad for Santa Barbara. The next morning at 7 
reached Newhall. There we found the carriage which had been sent 
by the considerate care of our friends at Santa Barbara. Afte^ 
breakfast, set out and drove thirty-five miles to Santa Paula, which 
we reached at noon. This is a place of 350 inhabitants, but the 
Church is unknown. There is a small Union Meeting house which 
is used by four or five different denominations. The country about 
is in the highest state of cultivation, the roads being lined with 
trees, reminding one of English lanes. We drove fifteen miles in 
the afternoon, to Ventura, where we were to spend the night. This 
is the seat of one of the old Dominican Missions, though the 
Spanish population has about died out. The American population 
numbers about 2,009. During the evening we heard the sound of 
the bells of the old Mission Church floating through the air. This 
should be the seat of one of our Missions. 

August 11 (Saturday). After breakfast we renewed our journey 
of thirty miles to Santa Barbara. Some five miles of the road are on 
the edge of the ocean, sometimes only leaving room for the road 
betweeui the water and the steep rocks onthe other side. It can of 
course be traveled only at particular states of the tide. We 
reached Santa Barbara in the afternoon, where we were wecomed by 
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the kind friends with whom for years we have made our home during 
our visits to this place. 

August 12 ( Sunday) . Trinity Church was crowded this morning. 
Morning service was read by the Rector, Rev. John Bakewell, D.D., 
when 1 preached, confirmed nine candidates and addressed them. 
The Holy Communion was then administered. The offertory for 
Diocesan Missions amounted to $54. 

' In the afternoon, at the request of the Rector, I visited the 
Sunday School, and delivered an address to the scholars. 

On Tuesday evening there was a reception at the house of Judge 
Fernald, when he had the opportunity of- meeting most of the par" 
ishioners. 

We had arranged to leave Santa Barbara, on our return, on 
Thursday morning, but we discovered, on Wednesday morning, 
that the tide would be too high at that time for us to take the road 
by the ocean. As ''tide waits for no man," we were obliged to make 
hurried preparations and leave on Wednesday noon. We drove that 
day thirty miles to Venkira, and on Thursday fifty miles to Newhall. 
It was a most fatiguing journey, the heat and dust both being ex- 
cessive. The thermometer at Newhall, at noon, averages 114*^. 
We were in time for the evening train of the Southern road, but 
Mrs. K. was too exhausted by the journey, and obliged to go to bed. 
We had to remain therefore the next day at Newhall, till Friday 
evening. 

On Friday evening therefore we left by the 7 p. m. train fo^ 
San Francisco, the cars being crowded to excess with the Templar 
Conclave, which is meeting at San Francisco. We reached home 
Saturday afternoon. 

August 26 (Sunday). Went to Brooklyn, and in the Church of 
the Advent, after morning service by the Rector, the Rev. Hamilton 
Lee, I confirmed twelve candidates and addressed them. 

August 25 (Monday). Went to Santa Cruz, and the next day 
(Tuesday), in Calvary Church, assisted by the Rev. Greo. W. Foote, 
I united in matrimony, the Rector, the Rev. Cyrus O. Tillot'son, and 
Laramie Vaux, daughter of the late William Vaux, Chaplain in U. 
S. Army. 

August 30. Attended the quarterly meeting of the Diocesan 
Missionary Committee. 
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September 4 (Tuesday). Baptized two children. 

September 9 (Sunday). Took part in the services at the Advent, 
the sermon being preached by Rev. Robert B. Snowden of New 
York. 

September 12. Married a couple in the Church of the Advent. 

• • 

In the afternoon united with the Clergy in the burial of the Rev. 
W. L. Mott, Missionary at jftodesto. 

September 18. Went to Ross Valley, Marin Co., and that 
afternoon in Ross Chapel, baptized an infant. 

September 21. At a special ordination in Trinity Church, San 
Francisco, admitted H. S. Jefferys, Deacon, to the order of priests. 
The candidate was presented by Rev. A. T. Perkins, and the sermon 
preached by the Rev. Dr. Beers. The following Clergy took part in 
the service : Rev. W. S. Neales, Rev. J. A. Shepherd, Rev. C. L. 
Miel, and Rev. Mr. Spaight, of England. The Rt. Rev. Bishop of 
Northern California celebrated and took part in the ordination ser- 
vice. There were present also, the Rev. R. B. Snowden, of New 
York, Rev. Messrs. W. H. Hill, Miller, Schwab (of Mass), Easton, 
Williams (of N. California), Young, Andrews, Whyte, Jenks, Lion, 
McClure and Reed. 

September 22 (Saturday). Went to Los Gatos, where a beauti- 
ful little Church has been erected by the exertion and influence of 
the Rev. Robert Chapman, D.D., who was spending the season here 
for the health of a member of his family. Beginning service in a 
public hall, he gathered the members of our church, and by their 
labors here, and funds received from friends in the East (principally 
in Philadelphia and Germantown), the church was erected and 
entirely furnished. Dr. Chapman did not see the completion of 
this, the last work of his life, but now sleeps under the chancel 
which owes its existence to his zeal and devotion. 

September 23 (Sunday). The little church was crowded to 
witness the service of consecration. The request was read by 
Francis H. McCullagh, the Warden, and the sentence of consecra- 
tion by Rev. F. B. A. Lewis. M. D., of San Jose, and I preached the 
sermon. The Rev. Edward Pidsley also took part in the services^ 
The Holy Communion was afterwards celebrated. 

September 26 (Wednesday). Went to Alameda, and in the 
afternoon baptized an infant. 
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September 30 (Sunday). United with the Rev. A. Douglass 
Miller in the services in St. Luke's Church. 

October 2 (Tuesday). United with Rev. W. L. Githens in per- 
forming the burial service. 

October 7 (Sunday). In the morning, in the Church of the 
Advent, united in the service with Messrs. Githens and McGowan, 
and preached the sermon. In the evening took part in the services 
at the Advent, in celebration of the Harvest Home. 

October 14. (Sunday). In St. Paul's Church, San Francisco, 
took part in the service with the rector, Rev. Mr. Neales, and deliv- 
ered an address to the Sunday School, and one to the congregation 
after the sermon. 

October 15 (Monday). United with the Rev. A. Douglas Miller 
and by Rev. F. W. Reed, in a burial service in St. Luke's Church. 

October 22. In Stephen's Church, San Francisco, in the morn, 
ing, took part in the service with the Rev. E. J. Lion. In the even- 
ing, took part in the service in Trinity Church. 

October 28. In Christ Church, Alameda, the church edifice was 
consecrated. The request for consecration was read by the Warden, 
Thomas A. Smith, and the sentence of consecration by the rector . 
I preached the sermon. The Rev. Alfred T. Perkins, Rev. Edward 
B. Church and Rev. W. L. Githens, took part in the service. Mr. 
Oithens brought 9ver with him, from the Church of the Advent, 
thirty-five of the chorister boys, by whom the music was performed. 
In the evening, after service by the rector. Rev. A. T. Perkins, I 
preached and confirmed six candidates. 

November 2. Went to Fresno. 

November 4 (Sunday). In St. James' Church, after service by 
the rector. Rev. D. O. Kelley, I confirmed fifteen candidates and 
addressed them. Of the number, eight were males and seven 
females. They were all persons of mature age, most of them heads 
of families. Among them was an English Wesleyan minister, who 
has applied to be received as a candidate for the priesthood in our 
Church. In the evening, after service by the rector, Rev. Mr. 
Kelley, I preached. 

November 5 (Monday). In the evening, went by railroad to 
Ooshen, where we took another railroad to Hanford. 
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November 6 (Tuesday), In the evening, held service in the 
the newly erected church edifice. After service by Messrs. Eelley 
and Nixon, I preached and confirmed two candidates. 

The building, which has cost about $2,200, is a churchlike edifice 
erected by the zeal of a small number of church people, while much 
of the funds have been derived from their friends in England. Much 
of the ornamentation is yet to be added, and it will cost about $400 
to finish the building entirely. Rev. Mr. Nixon officiates most of the 
time ; Mr. Eelley devoting one Sunday in the month to this parish 

Mr. Kelley and the late Mr. Mott, of Modesto, have together 
made the most efficient mission in our diocese. Through their exer- 
tions and zeal, three churches have been built (Modesto, Fresno and 
Hanford), and two parsonages (Modesto and Fresno). Besides these 
places Mr. Kelley discharges missionary duties through the length 
of Tulare county, at Tulare, Visalia, etc. 

At 2 in the morning of Wednesday, we were called to repair to 

the railroad, by which we reached Groshen about daylight, and then 

took the Southern Railroad, reaching San Francisco in the afternoon

November 10 (Saturday). Baptized an infant in private. 

November 11 (Sunday). Took part in the services in the Church 
of the Advent, the sermon being preached by the Rev. A. T. Perkins 
of Alameda. 

November. 18 (Sunday). At Grace Church, after morning 
prayer by Rev. W. H. Hill, I held ^ special confirmation, when 
three candidates received that rite. 

November 19 (Monday). Held a special confirmation at the 
Church of the Advent, when two candidates received that rite. They 
were presented by Rev. W. L. Githens. 

November 22 (Thursday). Attended tlie quarterly meeting of 
the Missionary Committee. In the evening, went to Oakland, and 
in St. PauPs Church united with Rev. Mr. Chetwood in a marriage 
service, I pronouncing the benediction. 

November 28. In Grace Church, San Francisco, united a couple 
in marriage. 

December 4. In Trinity Church, united with Rev. Dr. Beers in 
a marriage service, I giving the benediction. 

December 15. Went to Los Gates. 
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December 16. In the church which • I had consecrated three 
months ago, and which since has been supplied by Bey. F. B. A. 
Lewis, M. D.j a special confirmation was held. Aft«r service by Dr. 
Lewis/ I preached and confirmed eleven candidates. Dr. Lewis 
resides at San Jose (8 miles), from which he visits Los Gatos as 
often as practicable. The result of his labors is shown in this first 
confirmation, which was attended by a full congregation. 

December 23 (Sunday). In St. John's Church, San Francisco, 
after service by Rev. E. B. Spalding and Rev. Mr. McMurphy, I 
preached and confirmed twelve candidates. 

December 25 (Christmas). In the Church of the Advent, San 
Francisco, after service by Rev. Messrs. Githens and Church, I 
preached the sermon. 

January 8. Received from Rev. Charles L. Meil official notice 
of his resignation of the Chapel of St. Andrews, Oakland.

A. T. Perkins (rector), and the Rev. Mr. Spraight, of England. 
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Fedruary 13. Received from the Bishop of Missouri notice of 
the deposition from the ministry of Rev. Charles H. Gauthier, a 
deacon of that diocese. 

February 20. Received from the Bishop of Ohio notice of the 
deposition from the ministry of Chester F. Adams, a presb3rter of 
that diocese. 

February 23 (Saturday). Attended the Pre-Lenten services in 
the chapel of the Old Ladies' Home, There were present Rev. 
Messrs. Edward B. Spalding (who at my request acted as chaplain), 
McClure, Chetwood, Neales, Lion, Miller, Githens, Jeffreys, Barstow, 
Davis (of Sacramento), Reed and Murphy. The services lasted, 
with intervals, from 9 a. m., to 4 p. m. I delivered three addresses 
during the day on subjects which had been previously agreed upon. 

February 24 (^unday). At St. Luke's Church, San Fmncisco, I 
took part in the services and in the Holy Communion. The sermon 
was preached by the rector, Mr. Miller. This parish shows all the 
evidences of growth under their new rector. They have recently 
purchased one of the most desirable sites for a church, on Van Ness 
Avenue, to which they will shortly remove their church edifice. 

February 25. Received from the Bishop of Southern Dakota, 
the Rev. 0. J. Babin, deacon. Forwarded to the Presiding Bishop 
my canonical coussnt to the consecration of the Rev. Alfred A. 
Watson, as Bishop of the Diocese of East Carolina. 

February 28. United with Mr. Githens in the performance of 
the burial service. 

"^ March 2. In Grace Church, it being the first service held by the 
newly elected rector, the Rev. Robert C. Foute, preached, I delivered 
an address and united in the services with the rector and Messrs. 
McClure and Andrews. 

March 4. United a couple in marriage. 

March 6. Attended the quarterly meeting of the Diocesan 
Board of Missions. 

March 11. Uunited with Mr. Githens in the burial service. 

March 16. Spent the morning at the Old Ladies' Home. I 
mention this that I may have the opportunity of recording my entire 
endorsement of the institution as now conducted. Since Sister 
Alice has been placed at its head there has been an entire change in 
the whole spirit of the place. Everything is admirably conducted. 
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Thero are now twenty-seven inmateS) all of whom seem entirely 
satisfied. Service is held every Wednesday afternoon, with Holy 
Communion by the Chaplain, Rev. E. J. Lion, and on Sunday after- 
noon by the Rev. E. B. Spalding, in the chapel. I warmly commend 
it to the liberality of the churchmen. 

March 16. In St. Peter's, San Francisco, after service and 
sermon by ihe Rev. George C. Whyte, I delivered an address to the 
congregation. 

March 22. Went to Santa Cruz. 

March 23 (Sunday). In Church of the Holy Saviour, delivered 
an address to the Sunday-school, united in the service with Rev. C. 
O. Tillotson, confirmed five candidates, addressed them, and at the 
offertory addressed the congregation in behalf of the Diocesan Mis- 
sions. The Holy Communion was administered. In the evening, 
after service by Mr. Tillotson, I preached the sermon. 

Since my last visit to this parish, a convenient rectory has been 
built, adjoining the church, the cost of which has been nearly paid. 

Mrrch 25 (Tuesday). At St. Stephen's Chlirch, San Francisco, 
I united with Rev. E. J. Lion in the services of the Annunciation. 
There was a further interest in this, being a farewell to a young lady, 
a member of the congregation, who sailed in a few days as a mis- 
sionary to China.

April 6. Church of the Advent, San Francisco, after morning 
service by Rev. W. L. Githens, assisted by Rev. A. B. Andrews, I 
confirmed thirty-seven candidates and addressed them. In the even- 
ing, in Trinity, San Francisco, service was read by Dr. Beers and 
Rev. H. S. Jeffreys, when I preached and confirmed thirty-two can- 
didates. * 
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April 7. At a special confirmafion in Trinity Church, confirmed 
two candidates presented by Dr. Beers.

Returned to Los Angeles, and on 22d inst.,, 
in the evening, in St. PauPs Church, after service by Mr. Birdsall, I 
preached and confirmed 17 candidates. 

April 24. In the evening there was a reception at Mr. Griffiths,, 
where I had an opportunity of meeting most of the Parishioners. 

April 26 (Sunday). Left for Santa Ana, which I reached at 
evening, and where I was met by Rev. F. A. Emery, in whose 
mission this place is included, and who drove us 4 miles to his, 
residence at Tustin. 

April 27. AtJSt. PauPs, Tustin, after service by Mr Emery, I 
preached and confirmed 6 candidates. 

In the evening drove to Santa Ana, where the public hall waa 
crowded for service. After service by Emery, I preached. 

At Tustin, two years ago Mr. Emery erected the present ap-^ 
propriate church, to which, Jduring the last year, he has added a 
tasty and commodious Rectory. 

April 29 (Tuesday). Drove over to Anaheim (12 miles) where 
we were met by Rev. Mr. Sheridan, who is associated with Mr. 
Emery ih this Mission. In the evening, after service by Messrs. 
Emery and Sheridan, I preached and confirmed 2 candidates. 

April 30 (Wednesday). Returned to Los Angeles, and traveled 
thence to Pomona. 

Here there is a small church in which the Rev. Mr. Ruth 
officiates when health and his years allow. The place has doubled 
in size during the last year, and we hope soon to have there an 
active Missionary. 

In the evening, after service by Rev. Mr. Ruth and Rev. A. G.. 
L. Trew of San Gabriel, I preached and confirmed one candidate. 
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Aiail 30 (Wednesday). Went on to Colton, reaching there at 
noon, where I was met by Eev. S. G. Lines, the Missionary in San 
Bernardino Co. In the afternoon there was service in the. Chapel, 
when Evening Prayer was read by Mr. Lines, I preached and con- 
firmed 17 candidates.

I am happy to state to you, that during the past year a much 
larger number of official services have been performed in the Diocese 
than on any previous year. 

During the past year two of our Clergy have been removed bv 
death. One was the Rev. William S. Mott, Missionary at Modesto* 
He had been about three years in this Diocese, during which time 
he had gained the reputation of an earnest, self-denying Missionary. 
The Church and Rectory at Modesto which he left nearly completed , 
will be his monument. . 

Death came to him suddenly, without a moment's warning. It 
was an immediate transition from the cares of this working world 
to the glory which awaits the just. But his works live after him. 

The other was the Rev. Thomas A. Griffiths, Missionary at 
Bakersfield. He had been with us only about a year, coming here 
in enfeebled health, against which he struggled until he was obliged 
to cease from his labors. He then returned to his home in New 
Jersey, in the hope that the long sea voyage would restore him, but 
he arrived there only to die. 

He was one to whom I had become very much attached, though 
I had personally seen him but little. He was a man of a most 
lovely spirit, pure and devoted entirely to his Master's cause. His 
removal was a great loss to our Diocese.

TO THE 

Clergy of the Piocese of California. 



Deab Beethren— After conference with the Clergy of the South, 
em Convocation, I have detennined, by their suggestion, to post- 
pone the annual meeting of the Convention of the •Diocese, for one 
week, that it may assemble on the second Wednesday of May (14th 
instant) instead of the first Wednesday. 

Article 11 of the Constitution gives power to the ecclesiastical 
authority, " for reasons which may meet its,{judgment to change the 
time and place " of the Convention. 

It has hitherto been my custom, after devoting the season of 
Lent to the Parishes in that vicinity, to visit the Soutliern part of 
the Diocese immediately after Easter, returning home in time for 
the Convention. But in view of the increased number of Churches 
and Mission stations, the interval between Easter and the first Wed- 
nesday in May has become insufficient for visiting all at that time. 
I should, therefore, be obliged to make a second journey down to the 
South, at a later date. This, as was the case last season, would 
bring me into Southern California, in the heat of Summer, the 
exposure to which last season was followed by an attack of illness. 

I find this change is in accordance with the views of those of the 
Clergy with whom I have been able to confer, and, I trust, will meet 
the Parochial arrangements of all. The Clergy will see from the 
annexed list what Sundays are unoccupied by my appointments, and 
I would request them to write me at their earliest convenience, as to 
the days they wish Confirmations in their Parishes.

The Two-fold Life of the Church. 



The Sermon preached before the Thirty-fourth Convention of 
the Diocese of California, in Trinity Church, San Francisco, May 
14th, 1884, by A. G. L. Trew, M. A. Rector of the Church of the 
Saviour, San Gabriel, and Dean of Southern California 

" The King's daughter is all glorious within; her clothing is of 
wrought gold." Psalm xiv 13. 

It is an appropriate harmony which is uttered in these words. 
They speak of the Church of Christ, and express what we may call a 
law of her existence. The xivth Psalm is a prophecy of the Church ; 
and that deep and full accord between the inner spirit and the outer 
life which all honest souls aspire after, and instinctively feel to be the 
law of all moral or spiritual excellence, is here expressed with refer- 
ence to the life and character of the Bride of Christ. 

But it is a safe rule in the practical interpretation of Holy Scrip- 
ture with reference to our own duties and obligations, to apply to 
the individual souls of members of the Church, that which is written 
of the duties or responsibilities of the Church as a whole. Israel 
was a type of the Christian Church, yet the bondage in Egypt was a 
tj^e of the bondage of each single soul in sin. The passage through 
the Red Sea figured the dedication to God of the whole nation as 

His peculiar people ; yet, it also was a figure of the consecration of 
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each single soul in Christ. Each individual soul in the Church is 
espoused singly to Christ ; and for each christian soul, as well as for 
the Church, the law of its existence and development is stated in the 
words, " The King's daughter is all glorious within; her clothing is 
of wrought gold." 

There are then in the text, large lessons of faith and practice — 

. 1st. For each one of us singly ; 

2d. For the Church as a body, 
and some of these lessons I shall endeavor briefly to suggest. 
And if the propositions which I would lay before you are simply the 
restatement of old and elementary truths, let this be my excuse : 
that experience has taught me, and continually repeats the lesson, 
that. in the science of life, no less than in that of nature, the wisest 
progress is based on a continual recurrence to first principles. 

1. There is involved in the text for each of us, the imperative 
duty and need ol personal holiness. And in pressing this truth upon 
your conscience, I would not be understood as applying it specially 
to any particular class or order in the Church. I beg the lay mem- 
bers of this Congregation to bear with me, when I ask then whether 
they do not sometimes, in their thoughts, require the Clergy to live 
up to a higher standard of personal holiness than they would dream 
of in connection with their own lives. But where can we find a 
second standard ? Is not our only standard the pattern and example 
of ** the man Christ Jesus ? '* And is not a Layman as much sworn 
to the imitation of Christ by the vow of consecration in baptism, as 
a Bishop is by his three-fold ordination ? Membership in the Body 
of Christ carries with it' all subsequent obligations ; and while ordin- 
ation to the ministry may assign to the officers of the body certain 
functions which are reserved for them; yet, personal holiness — 
** growth in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ " — 
is surely not one of these reserved duties. 

Each «Qe of us who has been baptised into Chrsst, has put on 
Christ. ** We are members of His Body, of His Flesh and of His 
Bones," as St. Paul says, seeking by repetition to emphasize the 
truth. ** Shall I then take the members of Christ and make them 
the members of an harlot?" Shall we give the harlot world the 
thoughts, the will, the loving devotion and the tender duty which 
belong to our only Lord ? God, forbid ! The very law of our being, 
as christians, is purity and holiness. We are consecrated to God. 
I speak, as I have already said, not to any special class of christians, 
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but to every member of Christ. All are alike in their dedication 
to His service. *' Ye are Christ's,'' St. Paul aflirms to the Corin- 
thians. ** Yeare the salt of the earth," the Lord said to His dis- 
ciples. Again, St. Paul says of the christians at Corinth, " I have 
espoused you, as a chaste virgin, to Christ. " * * The King's daughter' ' 
— the Bride of Christ — '* is all glorious within,^* says the Psalmist. 

I think, my brethren, that we do not remember this as often or 
as deeply as we should. We do not keep before our eyes and hearts 
the reality of our profession of ** holiness to the Lord." We forget 
that it should be absolute, and entire, and unreserved. We ** keep 
back part of the price." We reserve ** the best of the sheep and of 
the oxen " to sacrifice them in a way more acceptable to ourselves. 
In short, though, by profession as christians we are wholly — body, 
soul and spirit — dedicated to God, yet we are quite willing that in 
practice a great deal of our lives and possessions should be left 
unconsecrated. Many persons seem afraid that if they strive to be 
holy at all they will become too holy. 

But, brethren, if we are christians at all, let us aim at living up 
to all that the christian name involves. Let us not be satisfied with 
being only partly loyal to Christ, and wholly loyal to ourselves. 
Such loyalty passes too easily into treason and desertion. 

And oh, brethren, if we, the servants of the holy Jesus, do not 
live holy, and truthful, and godly lives, see what an injury and dis- 
grace we bring upon our Lord. Of all the deadly wounds which 
Christianity can receive none is so grave and so foul as that which is 
dealt by — christians. The bitterest and foulest infidel, a Tom Paine 
or an IngersoU, does not half the harm which is done by the 
careless lives of those whom the world around looks upon as chris- 
tians. I speak not now of those who are consciously to themselves 
hypocritical pretenders to a Christianity which they do not practice. 
I speak rather of persons who are really in earnest, and yet allow 
themselves to walk inconsistently, through want of watchfulness, or 
through a too careless conformity to the false and unchristian ways 
of modern society. We betray Christ to his enemies for a momentary 
act of civility ; and for social consideration we deny that we know 
Him. Those who refuse to accept his claim upon their heart are 
confirmed in their refusal, when they see that persons who profess 
to be His servants can accommodate the urgency of His claim to 
their owu convenience or pleasure, or to the demands of business* 
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A half hearted service of Christ brings contempt upon Christ. You 
do not mean it. No ; you would be pained to think that the irre- 
ligious and the wicked should be confirmed in their disregard of 
Christ by any act of yours ; yet it is true. If you profess to serve 
Christ and yet act in daily life or business as they would who make 
no such profession, your inconsistency brings disgrace, not simply 
on yourself — ^it is your Lord on whom the world's contempt is cast. 

2. *'The King'^s daughter is all glorious within.'* The char- 
acter of the Church, and I refer now not to her ideal conception, but 
to that realisation of it which at any time exists — the character of 
the Church depends upon the character of her members. Therefore, 
we have a responsibility in this matter, not only as individurls 
privately, but as members of the Church. Then we, who are mem- 
bers of the Church — ^members of the Lamb's wife — must strive after 
the utmost purity of thought and desire and motive. Our aims and 
aspirations must be kindled from on high. Our affections must rise 
heanenward. And our actions, in all that we do as members of the 
Church, must accord with that spiritual truth, that moral elevation, 
that inward glory which belong to the Church as the law of her exist- 
ence. We meet here to-day to act not merely as members of the 
Church, but as representing her in this part of God's field. Oh, 
brethren, in God's name see to it that you bear this essential char- 
acteristic of the Church deeply in your hearts, and in all that con- 
cerns the Church, in any course of action which you may consider, 
or which may be proposed for your adoption as furthering her inter- 
ests, being everything to the test of this principle — that it must be 
in true accord with that inward holiness and purity which is the 
glory of the King's daughter. 

3. But if she is all glorious within — in the divine conception as in 
the external reality, she is no less glorious without y for ** her 
clothing is of wrought gold." And here, too, we, her memberp, 
have a distinct and weighty responsibility. We must see that the 
outward form, so far as it depends upon us, upon our exertions or 
our gifts, correspond and harmonize with the inward life ; that the 
one shall be the fitting and natural expression of the oth'er. If we 
give the true homage of our heart, the affection of our soul's desire, 
to the redeemer of our souls, we cannot withhold from His Church 
that which we have and she needs in order that the place of His 
name may be glorious. Our silver and our gold will not be kept 
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back from her uses ; they will be offered willingly to advance her 
purposes and to increase her influence. 

Not very long ago, I asked a man of large wealth, residing in 
another part of the State, to assist me in improving and beautifying 
the Church at San Gabriel. I have his letter in which he declined 
to do so, saying that he declined as a matter of principle, because 
carved wood, and painting, and gilding, and embroidery were offen- 
sive to him in a place of worship ; and God should be worshipped 
with simplicity, within plain walls, without adornment. I have been 
in this man's house, and it was handsomely furnished with elegant 
objects of art and beauty. He thinks them in their proper place 
there — ^he keeps them for himself and says that God does not need 
them. True. God does not need them, but He needs us to give 
them ; not for his sake, but for our own ; and the heart which will 
have beauty of art, and costly material, and skilled workmanship in 
its home, and will think that a plaii^ and poorly furnished building 
is good enough for God's worship, has surely forgotten that if '* the 
King's daughter is all glorious within," yet '*her clothing is of 
wrought gold" and ** raiment of needlework. 

But we, in this Diocese, have a more real want than that of out- 
ward adornment, or attention to the most fitting form in which the 
Church's worship shall find expression. We are waging in many 
places a struggle, not for external beauty and propriety, but for the 
bare right of existence. I speak as one of the Missionary Clergy of 
the Diocese, coming from one of its most distant outposts. And I 
would ask you who have the Church established in your midst with 
some degree of appropriate power and beauty, to remember that 
there are vast districts of this State in which she has absolutely no 
existence, and where the first duty of this Diocese is to send and 
support at least the living messenger, the preacher of the Word. 
This Convention should take steps to send forth several travelling 
Missionaries. We should endeavor to send forth a Minister of the 
Church as a preacher of Christ in every portion of the Diocese. Let 
us make it our aim that every where within the bounds of this Diocese 
the voice of our Missionaries shall strive to awaken the inner spirit 
of devotion and consecration to God, even if there be no means or 
power to establish any bUt the poorest and barest forms of outward 
life. 
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4. And to animate us in this holy endeavor let us remember 
what is the real glory of the Church. It is her supernatural char- 
acter. She is the Body of Christ, Is this true ? In what sense is it 
true? Is it only a metaphor? Is the Church only a voluntary asso- 
ciation — ^a mutual benefit society ? Does she exist only as a society 
for the advancement of science may exist, simply by the mutual 
• agreement of its members to work together for the same end ? Can 
a committee of her popular preachers arrange a new Creed for her? 
Not so ; a thousand times not so. She is the Church of the living 
God — the earthly sphere of the Holy Spirit. If on one side she is a 
voluntary association, on the other she is a divine and eternal king- 
dom. Sh« has a natural existence like any earthly society ; but she 
is the home and sphere of supernatual powers and influences which 
most vitally affect all who enter her lists. Like her incarnate Lord, 
she may be looked at, and known on/ the human, or on the divine 
side of her nature ; and the one may be looked at so exclusively that 
we forget the other. Her members are men and women and 
children, yet she is the mystical Body of Christ whose spirit dwells 
in each soul that is added to her. We are too apt to forget this which 
is her real glory ; and it is natural that we should forget it. And 
even at such a time as this, when we are assembled to consult for 
her interests, the tendency to forget her divine and supernatural side 
is one which needs greatly to be guarded against. Conventions and 
vestry meetings take but little cognizance of any but the earthly side. 
Reports of Episcopal Fund Trustees, and Committees on Canons, 
and the discusssions which arise therefrom, the election of Standing 
Committees, or any other part of our routine, do not serve to bring 
the more glorious and spiritual aspect of her nature before our eyes. 
But in proportion as the earthly circumstances of the Church tend to 
obscure her heavenly origin and destiny, let us give all the greater 
scope to such thoughts and such observances as will deepen in our 
hearts their sense of this truth — ^that if she is indeed ** all glorious 
within," it is because Christ is her animating and undwelling spirit ; 
and that if her outward presentment before men should be *'of 
wrought gold,'' it is pnly because she is indeed the Body of Christ. 

And one other truth which I see in the text I shall endeavor to 
indicate, not in my own words, but in th;)se of one of the most 
fervent, most Evangelical, and yet — nay, rather should I say there- 
fore — most Catholic of English preachers. If the clothing of the 
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King's daughter be of wrought gold, then anything which tends to 
give truthful beauty and lovliness to the places where God's name is 
set up, or to the ceremonial bv which his worship is expressed, is in 
true and.essential accord with the principle ci the text. Therefore, 
it is that the highest and highest and costliest forms of human art 
and beauty are rightly due, and ought to be given for the embellish- 
ment of the Lord's House and of our imperfect worship. It is on 
this point that Canon Body speaks of the following words : '* If you 
ask, my brethren, why it is that we are seeking now to make the 
House of God beautiful ; if you ask why it is that art is being pressed 
into the service of the Church, both in the adornment of her build- 
ings in the development of her magnificent ceremonial, I answer that 
our beautified Houses of God, and our revived magnificence of 
worship are but the expression of the gratitude which we feel in 
common with the ransomed ones in heaven and in Paradise, over the 
great mysteries of redeeming love. A beautiful Church and a mag- 
nificent ceremonial is, unless I entirely misread my Bible and the 
signs of the times, a striking expression of ransomed men and ransomed 
women for the revival of true Evangelical fervor in their midst. The 
attraction to me is simply this : That it is the offering of a worship 
which is most truly Evangelical ; for Jesus is the substance of every 
dogma, Jesus is the power of every sacrament, Jesus is the object of 
every act of worship which is offered in the Church of God. It is 
Jesus, and Jesus only, I see revealed to my eyes in the Church's 
system, as [when the overshadowing cloud was gone] the Apostles 
saw Him only on the Mount of Transfiguration. If Jesus were no^. 
there — the substance of the Church's doctrine, the power of her 
ministrations — if He were not the object of her adoration — if I know 
my own heart, of this I am certain, that neither doctrine, rite nor 
worship would have any attraction for me. The Church of Jesus 
Christ makes her temples beautiful and her worship glorious, in order 
that, in action as well as in language, she may pour out her gratitude 
for the redeeming passion of her Lord." And to Him, with the 
Father and the Holy Ghost let us ascribe all glory and honor and 
power, both now and forevermoie. Amen. 
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Rt Rev. Father^ and Dear Brethren of the Clergy 
and Laity : 

We come before you again with our annual report of the mission- 
ary work of the church of this diocese. The Board, during the year 
past, have given their loyal co-operation to the bishop in the nomina- 
tions he has made ; and have endeavored to make sure the support of 
the faithful standard-bearers in the field. The facts we have to show * 
are a sufficient testimonial of the favor of Ck)d upon the work under- 
taken. There are now twenty-four organized missions, twenty-three 
of which have church buildings. Four of the churches are vacant and 
have no services (among these is St. Paul's, Modesto), solely for the 
lack of men to put in charge. One of the leading missionary priests, 
the lamented Rev. W, L. Mott, has been removed by death ; another 
the Rev. John H. Babcock, has removed to another diocese, but we 
still have fifteen missionairies and one lay helper, four of whom have 

been added to our list within seven months past. Full reports have 
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been received from 21 missions; and the present figures show 514 
families, 2046 individuals, and 597 communicants. Tliere have K>een 
added by baptism 104, and by confirmation 53. There are 19 Snuday 
schools with 67 teachers and 697 scholars. Sixty-four candidates await 
confirmation. The number of marriages is 33 ; and of burials 38. One 
thousand eight hundred and eighty parochial, and 140 visits of the sick 
have been mado, and 1551 public services have been held, with 
frequent celebrations of the Holy Communion. Public catechising of 
the children has also been frequent in all the missions. There are four 
parsonages completed, five of the churches have bells to call the people 
to worship, seventeen of them have organs for musical accompaniment, 
and most of them have ample ground, with title — in most cases — 
secured in the bishop's name. The aggregate debts — happilv reduced 
during the year — amount to (^1975, while the total income, in money, 
of the- missions for the year is (^10,991 03. 

The missions have raised for the support of their missionaries and 
paid into our treasury monthly during the year the total sum of 
P,443 34. These monthly pledges are made and paid in varying 
amounts, by the different missions ; rightly interpreted, they are a 
part of the general fund ; and from that general fund all of the salaries 
of all the missionaries should be paid during each year— this is at least 
our theory of missionary support ; and each mission is expected to go 
on enlarging the amount of its monthly pledge from year to vear 
until it reaches the maximum of self-support. But circumstances in 
many cases necessarily modify the practice of the Board. So far, we 
have not felt sufficiently sure of the total income in a general fund to 
warrant us iii treating special pledges from the missions as a part of it; 
and therefore, practically we find ourselves obliged, in most cases, to 
reserve the pledge of a mission for that missionary. In some cases we 
do vote a fixed salary, and pay it without reference to what is received 
in pledges, but in most cases we continue to give a stipend from the 
unpledged funds and add to it each month the pledge money of the 
mission. 

It is a fact of no sinall significance that all the churches in the 
diocese, except three or four, contributed this year to the missionary 
work. The showing is a pleasing; and encouraging one; il draws us 
all nearer together in the bondis of faith and love and of human and 
brotherly interest. It gives a feeling of confidence and strength— a 
feeling that (iod is with us in this Branch of His One Holy Catholic 
and Apostolic Church— because we are united— united not for rest and 
stagnation, but for that onwardness of Love, whereby the King of 
Love is wont ro build Himself up in the souls of men ! And what is 
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the result ? We have not undertaken more than our strength would 
warrant, although the work has been enlarged. The work has been 
well done by the faithful men in the tield ; I would that space allowed 
to speak of them and their work singly! Our plans and co-operations 
have been greatly blessed ; we have been fully sustained ; none of the 
faithful workers go unpaid ; the offerings to the general fund have 
been equal to our wants. The missionaries in the field have been 
individually remembered in Si ecial works. Churches have been built, 
parsonages have risen, additions have been made, attractions added ; 
and in such help as this, we must not forget to add that our church- 
women, by their organized and separate action, have been a tower of 
strength and a garland of beauty to the church and to her missionary 
work iu the Diocese of California, in this year of good and hopeful 
results. For the Board of Missions.

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The foregoing reports are such as it lias been the custom for the 
Treasurer to submit to the oonvention during the eight years that the 
undersigned has occupied that position — simply a statement of figures 
taken from bis books. But there are certain deductions which may 
be d^wn from these in comparison to, and in connection with, the 
financial reports, and which may not be without interest to the mem- 
bers of the convention, as well as the Church throughout the diocese^ 
Without taking up the reports in the order in which they are usually 
submitted, the missionary fund may well be selected as the first xLpon 
which to touch. 

During the year ending MAy 1, 18T7, there was received, from all 
acmroes, the sum of |6342 39. For tJie year ending May 1, 1878, $8248 85. 
May 1, 1879, 94979 80. May 1, 1880, 98466 90« showing a steady falling 
off during those four years, the last pamed being but a little more 
than half of the amount for the year first mentioned. From that time 
on the increase has been quite as marked. For the year ending May 
1, 1881, the receipts were |4353 00. May 1, 1882, $5564 80. May 1, 1883, 
96864 61, and toOMay 12, 1884, 96792 62, Making total receipts for eight 
years 944,601 87, or an average of 95575 23 per annum. 

For reasons which will presently appear we wiU quote further 
from the records by giving the amounts received during the eight years 
mentioned, from the five which have been the largest contributors. 
From the Church of the Advent, San Francisco, 91)976 45; Grace, San 
Francisco, 94,021 70; St. Luke's, San Francisco, 91,730 25; Trinity, San 
Francisco, 97,257 60; and St. Paul's, Oakland, 92,488 52 These five 
parishes combmed contributed for the year ending May. 1877,92,727 95; 
May, 1878, 92,258 70; May. 1879, 92,415 35; May, 1880, 92,127 15; May, 
1881, 92,356 45; May, 1882, 92,128 75; May, 1883, ?1,844 95; May, 1884^ 
91,792 22; thus showing that notwithstanding the total receipts for the 
year just closed lacked but 970 of being double those for the year end- 
ing May l8t,1880, yet the receipts from the five parishes named were 
9330 less— or a falling off of 11 per cent as compared with the year 
1879-80. These comparisons are not drawn with a view to cast any 
reflections upon the parishes named, as no doubt all have done their 
best; but merely to point to what may and must account for the large 
aggregate increase in this fund in spite of the falling off in the receipts 
from the parishes mentioned. It must be apparent already that to the 
missions themselves is due*the credit for the large increase, by reason 
of the amounts pledged by them, and paid monthly into the treasury. 
To the missions, then, lei the credit be awarded— for from this source 
alone has been received, during the past year, the sum of 93|561 29» 
being 52M per cent of the total, while in the year 1879-80 the receipts 
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from missions were but $720 30, or less than 21 per cent of the whole. 
It affords us pleasure to report that each and every one of the missions 
have paid their pledges in full to the first of May, and also that all the 
missionaries are paid in full to that date, and with a oalance in the 
treasury, as already reported, of faoi 39. 

The Diocesan Fund, and the Episcopal fund (or the Endowment 
Fund as once styled) are so intimately connected that it would be 
impossible to draw conclusions from one without touching upon the 
other.' Time will not permit such extended quotations as have been 
made with regard to the Missionary Fund, nor Is it at all necessary. 
But there are points which should be mentioned, although we feel that 
we may be considered as intruding where we should not venture. 
But we will state the facts and leave it for the Convention to take 'such 
action, or none, as may seem best. An assessment is levied annually 
on all parishes and missions, for the Diocesan Fund, or payment o^ 
the Bishop's salary. The assessment for the year just closed, amounted 
in the aggregate to ^,900. Of this amount |156 remains unpaid. 
Besides this, nearly all of the parishes contributed certain sums to the 
Episcopal Fund, from time to time, by reason of which, and by virtue 
of a resolution of the Convention, they are credited with 10 per cent 
per annum on these contributions, and which credits are deducted 
from the assessment levied. These credits for the year just closed 
aggregate |9d9 65. It is well known to all that since the resolution was 

passed allowing 10 per cent to the parishes on their contributions, the 
rates of interest have declined nearly, if not quite, one-half— in conse- 
quence of which the total earnings of the Episcopal Fund for the past 
year have been but $530 15, making a further delmquincy in the 
Diocesan Fund of $429 50, or a total of $586 60. Thus it will be seen 
that unless the indebtedness of the diocese to the Bishop is allowed to 
increase annually, one of three things should be done: reduce the rate 
of interest allowed the parishes; increase the assessment; or, reduce 
the Bishop's salary. It will doubtless be claimed that the reduction 
in interest cannot in good faith be made. It will also be urged that the 
parishes are already taxed to their utmost— and, too, it will be con- 
tended that the other alternative should not be thought of. The 
treasurer has no suggestion to offer, but will only remind the Conven- 
tion that it is not possible to pay out three dollars when you have but 
two dollars and a half in your purse. 

The Disabled Clergy Fund shows a considerable increase, the 
receipts for the year having been $1,038 86— and the stipends paid 
to disabled Clergymen $710, showing an increase of $328 86. 
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A word in regard to the Convention Fund will oonolude this report, 
As will be seen by the financial exhibit, this fund is quite exhausted, 
there being a small balance due the treasurer. This might be allowed 
to pass unnoticed but for the fact that there is due from the diocese for 
account of assessment levied by the General Convention $177, and 
which should have been paid some months since, but which must 
remain unpaid for some months to come, unless the assessments about 
to be levied at the present time be more promptly paid than in the 
past, and on this point the treasurer cannot refrain from saying that 
notwithstanding the fact that the parishes have so nearly paid their 
assessments in full, yet during the tlrst quarter of the year just closed, 
the treasurer received but $117 75 for account of the Diocesan and Con- 
vention Funds, combined. During the second quarter but $865 30^ 
During the third quarter $1,220 30, and all the balance, $3,506 55, or 
three-fifths of the whole, within the last quarter; and considerable 
more than one-half of the total assessments remained unpaid unti^ 
within the past forty days. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Report of the Standing Committee. 



The Standing Committee of the Diocese of California respectfully 
reports to the Thirty-fourth Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in said diocese in counsel assembled, its of&cial aces 
during the past year, May 2, 1883, to May 14, 1884. 

May 7, 1883, the committee organized, electing the Rev. H. W. 
Beers, D. D., President, and the Rev. BenJ. Akerly, D. D., as Secretary 
of the Committee and Registrar of the Diocese. 

Candidates for Holy Ordebs.— May 1, 1884, a recommendatory 
oertificate was given that the Bishop enroll Henry Horace Clapham, a 
minister of the English Wesleyan denomination, a candidate for 
Holy Orders; his candldateship to date December 1, 1883. 

The Pbibsthood.— May 7, 1883, the Rev. John Abbott Emery, 
deacon, was recommended to the Bishop to be ordered a priest in the 
Church of God. 

August 28, 1883, the Rev. Henry S. Jeffreys, deacon, received a 
' similar recommendation. 

The Episcopate.— January 2, 1884, the canonical testimony, as 
also the consent of this committee was given that the Rev. Alfred 

Augustus Watson, D. D., rector of St. James' Church, Wilmington, 
Korth Carolina, and Bishop-elect of the Diocese of East Carolina, be 
consecrated a bishop in the Church of God. 

The Paoipio Churchman.— June 12, 1883, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted: , 

Whereas, To our great disappointment, the Rev. Edward B. 
Church considers it absolutely necessary for him to resign the editor" 

ship of the Pacific Churchman, therefore be it 
70 
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Resolved, That the Rev. Douglas O. Kelley, whoae former ser- 
▼ioes in the same capacity are still fresh in our memories, be inyited 
to again assume the editorship of said paper, having as his associate 
the Rev. William L. Mott. And be it further 

Kebolveb, That the Rev. Mr. Church has placed this committee 
under a debt of gratitude for his able and Judicious editing of our 
diocesan paper; while the resolution, unanimously adopted by our 
last annual convention, is evidence that the Church at large in this 
diocese also, will regret to learn of his retirement. 

The financial condition of the paper will be reported by the busi- 
ness management. 

Council op Advice to the Bishop— St. Mark's Chubch> 
BebkeiiET.— August 2, 1883, the Bishop of the Diocese was present in 
committee and sought for advice as to what steps should be taken to 
allay the unhappy dissensions in St, Mark's Church, Berkeley. The 
situation of affairs in that parish was related, and the letters addressed 
to the Bishop relative thereto, and his replies were read. The whole 
subject matter having been carefully considered, and learning that no 
election for vestrymen had been had on Monday in Easter week of 
1883, the committee advised the Bishop to recognize the vestry which 
was elected in the year 1882, of which James Palache, Esq., is senior 
warden. And further : the committee, with its fall and free consent, 
also advised the Bishop to exercise his power under Canon Y, Sec. 2, of 
this diocese, to veto and render null and void any election that has 
been made to the rectorship of said parish. 

August 28th ensuing. Colonel Ben Morgan appeared before the 
committee as the authorized representative of the electors of a vestry 
lately constituted, and argued that such election was in strict accord- 
ance with the letter and spirit of the canon law of the diocese ; and that 
the gentlemen at that time elected do oonstitvitt) the true and only 
canonical vestry of St. Mark's Church, Berkeley. After due consider- 
ation of Colonel Morgan's argument, the committee saw no reason to 
change or alter the advice heretofore given to the Bishop. 

The Eastman Educational Fund— The conditions of the trust 
are: 

1st. It shall be called the " Eastman Educational Fund," snail be 
kept safely and securely invested. 

2d. Nine-tenths of the annual income is for assisting and educating 
indigent worthy young men in the study of theology. 

3d. No student shall receive more than $250 in one year ; nor more 
than $1000 in tne aggregate from said fund. 

4th. One-tenth of the annual income must be added to the principal. 
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Tbustees ia account with the Eastman Educational Fund.

ARTICLE I. 



ACCEDIWO TO GENERAIi OONSTITXJnON. 

The Church in this Diocese shall be known as the Protestant 
Episcopal Charoh in the Diocese of California, in adherence to the 
Constitution and Authority of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, as required in Fifth Article of said Constitution. 

ARTICLE IL 

CONVENTIONS. 

The Church in this Diocese shall assemble in Convention on the 
first Wednesday in May of every year, at such place as the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority may designate; and the same Authority, in case of the 
prevalence of an epidemic disease, or for other reasons which shall 
meet its judgment, may change the time and place of meeting; and 
Special Conventions may be called together at any time by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority; provided, always, that thirty days' notice 
shall be given of the meeting of any Convention. 

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBERS OF CONVENTION. 

The Convention shall be composed of all Clergymen canon- 
ically connected with the Diocese, viz.: Rectors and Assistant Minis^ 
ters of Parishes; Missionaries appointed by the Board of Missons; 
Chaplains in the Army and Navy; Clergymen actually engaged in in" 
stitutions recognized by the Diocese; and other Clergymen of good 
standing who may be admitted by special act of the Convention; and 
Lay Delegates, not more than five from each Mission or Parish in 
union with the Convention. 



4 CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE IV. 

• OPBNINa OP CONVENTION. 

Every Convention shall be opened with the Morning Prayer and 
the administration of the Holy Commauion, the officiating Clergyman 
to be selected by the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate* 
or in the absence of the Bishop, by the President of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and a sermon shall be preached at this opeaiog service by the 
Clergyman or his substitute, appointed for this purpose by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese. 

ARTICLE V. 

PRESIDENT OF CONVENTION. 

The Bishop shall be ex-offioo President of the Convention; in 
his absence, or if there is no Bishop of the Diocese, the Convention 
shall elect a President from the clerical members. 

ARTICLE VI. 

SBCBETABY AND TBEASUREB OF CONVENTION. 

There shall be elected at each Annual Convention, a Secretary 
and a Treasurer, who shall remain in office until their successors shall 
be elected. The election shall be by ballot, unless it is dispensed with 
by unanimous vote. Their duties shall be those required by the 
Canons and General Regulations of the Diocese, and by the Resolu- 
tions of the Convention. The Secretary shall be a Presbyter of the 
Diocese; it is not lequired that the Treasurer shall be a member of the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE VII. 

THE STANDINQ COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diooese shall consist of four 
Presbyters oanonically connected with the Diocese, and having seats 
in Convention, and four Lay Communicants of some Mission or Parish 
of the Church, within the Diocese, who shall be elected by ballot at 
each Annual Convention, and shall remain in office until their suc- 
cessors shall be elected. The functions of this Committee shall be 
those defined by Title III, Canon 2, of the General Convention, and by 
the Constitution, Canons, and General Regulations of the Diocese, and 
the Resolutions of the Convention. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

DELIBERATIONS AND VOTE IN CONVENTION. 

The Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body, and shall 
vote together; but when it shall be required by any three members, 
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tbe Glerg7 shall vote by individuals and the Laity by Parishes and 
Missions. 

ARTICLE IX. 

EliECTION OF A BISHOP. 

The call to elect a Bishop shall emanate from the *^Standln{ic 
Committee of the Diocese,^' which shall give at least thirty days^ 
notice of saeh purp(»se to every Clergyman and to every Mission and 
Parish in the Diocese. The elections shall be had at an Annual Con- 
vention or at a special Convention called for that purpose. 

ARTICLE X. 

▲LTBBATIONS OF CONSTITUTION, 

This Constitution shall not be altered, except on a proposition 
introduced in writing, and approved by « majority of eaohorder in the 
Convention to which it is submitted, and approved by the Bishop and 
a majority of eaeh order at the next Annual Convention; pbovidbd, if 
the Bishop does not approve the alteration^ it shall not pass except by 
a two-thirds vote -ot each order*

CANON 1. 



DECLARATORY. 

1. The Bishop of the Diocese is the "Ordinary'' of all incorpor- 
ated institations, and of all religions organizations of the Chnroti 
within the Diocese, and, as sa^^h, attends and presides fat any of their 
meetings, and has appellate jarisdiction. 

2. The Bishop of the Diocese is ihe Chief-Pastor thereof, and 
can officiate in the offices of theChnrch within any Mission or Parish or 
elsewhere in the Diocese. 

3. Whenever the Bishop of the Diocese shall issue a Pastoral 
Letter, it shall bo the duty of every Minister, at Divine Service on 
the first Sunday after receiving the same, to read it to the people of his 
cure. 

4 The Bishop is the " Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese." 

5. When there is no Bishop of the Diocese, or during the Bis- 
hop's absence from his Diocese, if authorized so to act under the hand 
and seal of the Bishop, the Standing Committee of the Diocese is the 

" Ecclesiastical Authority " for all purposes declared in the General 
and Diocesan Canons. 

6. The Conventional year begins upon the first Wednesday in 
May. f 

7. A qnornm of a Committee is a majority of all its members, 
and a majority of a quorum has power to determine upon any matter 
brought before it, except when otherwise specially ordered. 

CANON 2. 

MISSIONS AND PARISHES. 
THE MISSION. 

« Section 1. When the residents of any town, township, village, 
neighborhood or city, in its political divisions, not within the limits 
of a Mission or a Parish already organized, shall desire the services of 
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the Protestant Episcopal Charch to be established among them, they 
shall give notice of their desire to the Bishop of the Diocese in the 
form provided in General Itegalation 1. 

Seo. 2. If it should be deemed expedient by the Bishop to con 
sent to the organization of a Mission, a meeting shall be held for that 
purpose, at which the Bishop in person, or his authorized repre- 
sentative, shall preside; when the principles, government and sup- 
port of the Mission, as defined by General Regulations 2, 3 and 4, 
shall be read and acceded to. 

THE PARISH. 

Sec. 3. A **Parish'* may be organized, or a "Mission** may be- 
come a "Parish'' under the following conditions: 

1st. It shall have a sufficient number of male members from 
whom shall be elected the Wardens and Vestrymen and Delegates to 
the Diocesan Convention. 

2d. It shall be able to provide a building for the services of the 
Church, and to support a Rector without Missionary aid. 

3d. It shall be incorporated at a public meeting called for that 
purpose, at which the Bishop, or his authorized representatives, shall 
preside and sanction the movement in accordance with General Regu- 
lation 6. 

Sec. 4. (1st,) A "Parish" may become a "Mission" by con- 
sent of the Bishop, acting under advice of the Standing Committee, on 
dissolving its corporate existence, and making application therefor to 
the Bishop, in accordance with General Regulation 6. 

(2d.) But before such change can be considered by the Bishop 
and Standing Committee, the application must be signed by three- 
fourths of the male members of the congregation over twenty-one 
years of age, at a meeting called expressly to consider and act upon 
the change; the notice of which meeting shall have been given by the 
Minister or Senior Warden during the celebration of Divine worship 
for the four consecutive Sundays previous thereto; and the applica- 
tion, together with the proceedings of the meeting, must be attested. 

CANON 3. 

MISSION AND PARISH BOUNDARIES. 

Section 1. In all cities of this Diocese which are divided into 
wards recognized by law, each ward shall be considered as constitu- 
ting a Mission or a Parish; and should a Church or Mission be es- 
tablished in any ward, none other shall be constituted within its 
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bounds, except by permissioii of the Bishop, acting by and with the 
adyioe and consent of the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 2. When the Mission or Parish is in any village, town or 
township, or incorporated borough which has no eiyii divisions, the 
Mission or Pariah shall be considered as including the whole within 
4ts limits, and the establishing of a second Mission or Parish shall be 
under the same restriction as above. 

Sbo. 8. The Ksbop of the Diocese, upon consultation with the 
Hectors and appointed Missionaries of any city, town, township, or 
Incorporated village, with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee, may establish such boundaries of Parishes, Missions or 
Cures, in any such city or other district as may be judged best; and 
such boundaries, when reported in writing to the Convention, shall 
be the Canonical boundaries, 

CANON 4. 

THE VBSTRY. 

Section 1. (1st.) On Easter Monday of each year, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, there shall be an election of not less than three 
or not more than eleven Vestrymen and Trustees, or Vestrymen and 
Directors (provided, that any Parish now in existence /nay elect such 
a number of Vestrymen as their articles of incorporation may re- 
quire), the same being at least twenty-one years of age, to manage the 
temporalities of the Parish; who shall have power to liU vacancies in 
their own body, and shall continue in office until their successors are 
duly elected. Notice of such election shall be given during Divine 
Service upon the Sunday previous thereto. 

(2d.) The election for Vestrymen shall be by ballot, and any 
male person of twenty -one years of age, who for the previous sixty 
days shall have been registered a communicant, and any male person 
of like age, who shall have been a member of the congregation for a 
like period, and has regularly contributed to the support of the Parish, 
shall be entitled to vote. 

(Sd.) A Senior Church Warden shall be appointed by the Rec- 
tor from the Vestry elected; a Junior Church Warden shall be elected 
by the Vestry from their own number; both of whom shall be com- 
municants of the Church. In case there is no Rector, or he is not 
present at his election, the Vestry may elect both Wardens. 

(4th.) Any Parish may, by vote of its Vestry, determine what 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

(5th.) Meetings of the Vestry and duties of. Church Officers are 
defined in General Regulation 7. 
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CANON 5. 

THE BECTOB. 

Section 1, The Rector of a Parish shall be elected by a majority 
of all the Vestry duly convened, after legal notice specifying such 
election to be the object of the meeting. 

Sec. 2. Upon the election of a Hector, or of an Assistant Minis- 
ter, the Church Wardens shall give immediate notice thereof to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, whereupon the person 
elected may enter upon the duties of his calling; provided, how- 
ever, that the said Authority, and, if the Bishop, acting by and 
with the consent of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, may veto 
said election; in which event the election shall be null and void. 

Sec. 3. (1st.) Whenever the Bectorship of a Parish becomes 
vacant, it shall be the duty of the Vestry to give immediate notice to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority. 

(2d.) The Ecclesiastical Authority may supp]y,by appointment, 
such vacancy until a Hector shall be elected. 

CANON 6. 

THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 

Section 1, One-third of the Clergy, entitled to vote in the Con- 
vention, and one-fourth of the Parishes in union witJi the Convention, 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. A Mission, upon producing from the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese evidence of its organization, in conformity 
with Canon 2, Section 1, 2, on "The Mission," and a Parish, upon 
producing from the same Authority evidence of its organization and 
incorporation in conformity with Canon 2, feection 3, on "The Parish ," 
may be admitted into union with the Convention. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary may appoint an Assistant, who shall be a 
layman, upon whom the duties of office shall devolve in case of 
vacancy. 

Sec. 4. (1st.) The Bishop shall, before the time of the. meeting 
of Convention, deliver, or cause to be delivered to the Secretary of the 
Convention, a certified list of all the Clergy of the Church canonically 
connected with the Diocese, annexing the names of their respective 
cures, or other stations, or appointments, which list shall be recorded 
in the journal. 

(2d.) From this list, the Secretary shall prepare a roll of the 
Clergy constitutionally entitled to vote or sit in the Convention. 
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Seo. 5 (1st.) At the opening of each Annual Convention, the 
Secretary shall report the name of any Church organization which 
shall have been unrepresented at three consecutive sessions; also, 
those which are delinquent in the canonical collections, or in the pay- 
ment of the assessments in aid of the several funds of the Diocese; and 
such organizations may, by order of the Convention, be stricken from 
the roll. 

2d. A Parish or Mission, so deprived of a representation in 
Convention, is, nevertheless, subject to the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese. 

Seo. 6. All the elections shall be by ballot—the Clergy voting as 
Individuals and the Laity by Parishes and Missions, except when 
otherwise specially permitted. 

Seo. 7. The Treasurer, when not a member of the Convention, 
shall have a seat in Convention, and a voice upon all matters belong- 
ing to the duties of his office. 

Seo. 8. The business of Convention shall be conducted accord- 
ing to the order prescribed in General Regulation 8. 

CANON 7. 

delegates to convention. 

Section 1. Delegates to represent a Parish in the Conventions 
of the Diocese shall be elected at or after the annual meeting in Easte^ 
week, by the members of the Vestry; delegates to represent a Mission 
shall be elected at the annual meeting in Easter Week, by members 
of the Mission. 

Seo. 2. A certificate 'of the election of these Delegates in the 
form required by Regulation 7, XI, in duplicate, must be signed by 
either the Rector, a Warden or the Clerk—one copy to be sent to the 
Secretary of Convention, at least seven days before the meeting of 
Convention, the other copy to be given to the Delegates elect, to be 
presented at Convention. 

Sec. 3. It is the duty of Delegates to atteiid the meetings of 
the Diocesan Conventions, and to act for and in the name of the body 
delegating them; and their acts shall be binding upon the Parish or 
Mission which has intrusted them with power. 

CANON 8. 

seoretaby of convention. 

Section 1. 1st. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of Con- 
vention to take and keep minutes of the proceedings of Convention; 
attest the public acts of this body; to deliver into the hands of his suc- 
cessor all books and documents relating to the business concerns of 
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the Convention, which are in his possession; to send a printed notice 
to each Minister, Vestry and Mission, ot the time and place appointed 
for the meeting of any Convention, at least thirty days before the time 
of its assembling, and with such notice of the stated Annual Conven- 
tion, a notice of the annaal meeting of the General Missionary Society, 
a blank for a Parochial Report and two blanks for a Certificate of Lay 
Delegates. 

2d. It shall also be his duty to send a copy of the printed Jour- 
nal of Convention to each Lay Deleticate thereof, to each Clergyman of 
the Diocese, to each Bishop of the Church of the United States and 
British America, to the Secretary of the House of Clerical and Lay 
Deputies in General Convention, to the Registrar of General Conven- 
tion, and to the Secretary of each Diocesan Convention; to send to each 
Clergyman, upon his coming into the Diocese, a copy of the Consti- 
tution, Canons and General Regulations of the Diocese; and to send to 
the Secretary of General Convention, at least one month before its as- 
sembling, a certificate of the appointment of Clerical and Lay Deputies, 

and a duplicate of the same to the deputies elect. 

3d. It shall be his further duty to give to the Registrar of the 
Diocese, a corrected and certified* copy of the proceedings of the Con- 
vention for which he is elected, with fifty copies of the printed Jour- 
nal, together with all the journals of Conventions and other docu- 
ments bearing on the history of the Church at large, which he has re- 
ceived as Secretary during the year, to be placed in the archives of the 
Diocese. 

Sec. 2. He shall be compensated for his services in such wise 
as the Convention may determine. 

CANON 9. 

TREASURER OP CONVENTION. 

Section 1. The Treasurer of Convention shall have custody of 
all funds belonging to the Diocese, as declared by the Canons, and 
pay them out only on warrants drawn by the canonical authorities. 
He shall give satisfactory security to the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, and shall 
present to said Committee a quarterly statement of all the receipts and 
disbursements of the several funds of the Diocese. The Treasurer 
shall also present a written statement of his accounts for the year, at 
each Annual Convention. 

He shall notify the Treasurers of the several Parishes and Mis- 
sions of their respective assessments, as soon after close of Convention 
as may be; and also, at least thirty days before the meeting of the next 
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Annual Convention, notifying them of their respective daes and ar- 
rearages. 

Sec. 2. He shall receive, annually, such compensation as the 
Convention may determine. 

CANON 10. 

STANDINO OOMMITTEBS OP OOITVENTION. 

At each annual Convention, the President shall appoint the 
seven following Committees, to serve during the year, and until their 
successors are appointed, with power to All vacancies occurring in 
their respective bodies: 

1st. A "Finance Committee;" of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen, one of whom shall be the Treasurer of Convention. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee to assess the several 
Missions and Parishes, according to their several ability, in an ag- 
gregate amount sufOlcient to pay the Bishop's salary at the rate of six 
thousand dollars a year; and for the "Convention Fund,*' a sum not 
to exceed six hundred dollars. 

This Committee shall report to the Convention, for its action, in 
the order of business on the second day's session, all assessments made 
for the ensuing Conventional year. 

2d, A "Committee on Union;" of one Clergyman and two Lay- 
men, to which must be forwarded, before the meeting of the Conven- 
tion, any application for admission into union with the Convention. 

3d. A "Committee on Credentials;" of the Secretary of Conven- 
vention and two Laymen residing in the same place, to which must be 
forwarded, seven days before the meeting of the Convention, the Cre- 
dentials of Delegates to the Convention. 

4th. An "Auditing Committee;" of three Laymen, to which 
must be referred the Treasurer's accounts. ' 

5th. A "Committee on Canons," of three Clergymen and three 
Laymen, to which must be referred any proposed alteration or amend- 
ment of the Constitution, Canons, or General Resculations, or any ad- 
dition thereto. 

6th. A "Committee on Christian Education," consisting of three 
Clergymen and two Laymen, who shall report annually to this Con- 
vention concerning the work of Christian Education of the Church in 
this Diocese. 
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7th. A ''Committee upon Charities,'' oonsistinfl: of three Clergy- 
men and two Laymen, who shall report annually to this Convention 
oonoerning the general oharlties of the Choroh in this Diocese. 

CANON 11. 

STANDING CX)MMITT£E OP THE DIOCESE. 

SEcnoN. 1. This Committee shall have power to fill vacancies 
occurring in its own body. 

Sbo. 2. In case the Treasurer of Convention dies, resigns, re- 
moves from the Diocese, or in the judgment of the Committee, is 
otherwise incompetent, the Committee shall have power to declare the 
office vacant, and to fill the vacancy thus created; and should the of- 
fice of Secretary or Assistant becomes vacant, the Committee shall 
make an appointment. 

Seo. 3. This Committee shall appoint the Registrar of the Dio- 
cese, and shall have a care that his duties, as defined by Canon 13, are 
faithfully discharged. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee to appoint 
a suitable person as Editor of the **Pacific Churchman;'' and also to 
select a Business Agent to conduct the paper and manage its business, 
who shall be responsible to the Committee. 

Sec. 5. The Committee shall make a full report of its doings, to 
each annual Convention of the Diocese. 

CANON 12. 

CHANCELLOR OF THE DIOCESE. 

At each Annual Convention the Bishop shall appoint a Layman, 
a communicant of the Church, who shall be known as the Chancellor 
of the Diocese, and shall be the adviser of the Bishop in all legal affairs. 

CANON 13. 

BEGISTBAB OF THE DIOCESE. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of Registrar to procure all jour- 
nals, papers, reports, pamphlets, and other documents, manuscript or 
printed, relating to the history of the Church in this Diocese; as also 
such other journals, histories and records of the Church in the United 
States as belong, or shall hereafter belong, to the Convention of this 
Diocese; to put them in order, and preserve them in some safv place. 

Sec. 2. It shall be his further duty to solicit, in the name of 
the Convention, donations of the Journals and other Church docu- 
ments of the several Dioceses in the United States, and by the ex- 
change of duplicates, or otherwise, to provide for the increase of the 
collection. 
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Sbo. 3. He shall perform the duties required by Canon 17, Sees. 
4 and 6, Title 1, of Canons of General Convention, on "The Mode of 
Securing an Accurate View of the State of the Church.** 

Sbc. 4. He shall also present, at each Annual Convention of 
this Church a full and accurate report of all collections thus made by 
him daring the year; which report shall be published in the Journal 
of Convention. 

CANON 14. 

DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

Section 1. Deputies to the General Convention, consisting of 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, shall be elected at each Annual 
Convention next preceding a G^eneral Convention of the Church, and 
shall continue in office until their successors are duly elected. 

Sec, 2. The Convention shall also elect four Supplementary 
Deputies of each order, to serve as Deputies contingently. 

Sec. 3, The Clerical Deputies shall be Presbyters canonical ly 
connected with the Diocese, and entitled to seate in the Convention; 
the Lay Deputies shall be enrolled Communicants of some Mission or 
Parish within the Diocese, 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, In writing, at least thirty 
days before the meeting of the General Convention, their acceptance 
of the appointment and intention to perform its duties; in default of 
which, tlie said Authority* shall designate, by certificate in writing, so 
many from those of the Supplementary Deputies as may be necessary 
to represent the Diocese; who shall, when so designated, have the 
qualifications required by Section 3 of this Canon; and the person or 
persons so designated shall have all the power and authority of 
Deputies, 

CANON 15. 

BOARD OP MISSIONS. 

Section 1. 1st. At every Annual Convention there shall be 
elected, in order of Business, four Presbyters end four lay Commani- 
canto to assist the Bishop in carrying out the mission system as laid 
down in General Kegulations 1, 2, 3 and 4; who, with the Bishop^ 
the President of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, the Treasurer 
of Convention, and Deans of Convocations, organized, shall constitute 
the Board of Missions of the Diocese. 

2d. Whenever a vacancy occurs in the number of members 
hereby elected, the Board shall, at their next regular meeting there 
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after, elect a P/esbyter or lay Commanicant, as the case may require, 
to supply the said vacancy. 

S:bc. 2. No Missionary shall be appointed to a station, except 
upon nomination by the Bishop; or, in bis absence from the Diocese* 
upon nomination by the President of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, who shall then preside and represent the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority of the Diocese in this Board. 

Sec. 3. Regular meetings of the Board shall be held monthly 
and at such other times ais shall be determined upon by themselves , 
at which meetings three clerical and two lay members shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of any business. 

Sec. 4. There shall be an annual meeting of the Board, during 
Easter week, to receive the yearly communications of each mission and 
Missionary; at which meeting either the Bishop or the President of 
the Standing Committee shall preside. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall report its doings to the Annual Con- 
vention, when assembled in General Missionary Society, 

CANON 16, 

GENERAL MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Section 1. There shall be a General Missionary Society of the 
Church in this Diocese, consisting of all enrolled members of the 
Church; the Branch Societies of which, in each Mission or Parish, shall 
report the assistance they have rendered to the cause, at the annual 
meeting of the General Society. 

Sec. 2. The General Society shall hold an annual meeting on 
the evening of the first day of Convention, at such hour and place as 
the Bishop shall designate, thirty days previous thereto; for which 
meeting the Board of Missions shall make all necessary and proper 
arrangements. 

CANON 17. 

OP CONVOCATIONS. 

Section. 1. The Diocese shall be divided into four districts, 
bounded as follows: The first consisting of the City and County of 
San Francisco, with Marin County; the second of the counties of 
Alameda, Contra Costa, San Joaquin, Calaveras, Alpine, Stanislaus, 
Tuolumne, Mono, Merced, Mariposa, Fresno, Tulare and Liyo; the 
third, of the counties of San Mateo, Santa Clara, San Benito, Santa 
Cruz and Monterey; the fourth, of all lying south of the southerly 
boundaries of Monterey, Tulare and Inyo Counties. 
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Sbo. 2. The clergy resident in any distriot may Meet npon the 
call of the Bishop, and organize themselves into a Convocation by the 
election of a President or Dean, who, having been approved by the 
Bishop of the Diocese, shall hold office for three years, and until his 
successor has been elected. 

Seo. a. Each Convocation may make rules for its government, 
not inconsistent with the Canons and Begulations of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. The President or Dean of each organized Convocation 
shall have oversight, under the Bishop, of all Missions and Mission- 
ary work within his district, and it shall be his duty to see that all parts 
of his district be visited by Missionaries, and supplied with the ser- 
vices of the Church, so far as possible, directing the movements ol 
Missionaries for that purpose. 

CANON 18. 

FUNDS OF THE DIOCESE. 
THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 

Section 1. 1st. There shall be an "Episcopal Fund,'* the inter- 
est of which shall be appropriated to the support of the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

2d. This fund shall consist of the proceeds of such donations 
and contributions as shall be made thereto from private and public 
sources, and from a collection to be made annually by each Parish and 
Mission, on Whitsunday. 

3d. The funds herein referred to shall be paid to the Trustees of 
the '^Episcopal Fund Association.'* 

THE DIOCESAN FUND. 

Sec. 2. 1st, There shall be a "Diocesan Fund," the proceeds of 
which shall be applied to the payment of the salary of the Bishop of 
the Diocese; or for such other Episcopal services as the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese may have power to direct. 

2d. This fund shall be derived from an annual assessment 
upon the several Missions and Parishes, and from such contributions 
and donations as may be made thereto. 

3d. One-fourth of the assessments shall be paid on or before 
the first days of August, November, February and May. 

4th. A Parish or Mission shall be entitled to a deduction from 
the assessment for the Diocesan Fund of ten per cent, upon all sums 
contributed to. the Episcopal Fund by members of said Parish or 
Mission, and to credit for all sums paid as interest upon notes given 
by members of said Pansh or Mission. 
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5th. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall pay to the Bishop, 
monthly, all moneys which may be in his hands belonging to this 
Fond. 

THE OONVENTION FUND. 

Sec. 3. 1st. There shall be a "Convention Fund," to defray the 
expenses of Convention, Committees of the same, the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, neglected expenses of Episcopal Visitations, and 
other contingent expenses of the Diocese. 

2d. This fund shall be derived from an annual assessment, to 
be made upon the several Missions and Parishes, and from the col- 
lection at the opening of the Convention; 

3d. No money shall be drawn from this Fund, except upon a 
warrant authorized by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

THE MISSIONARY FUND. 

Sec. 4. 1st. There shall be a "Missionary Fund," to sustain the 
operations of the Board of Missions of the Diocese. 

2d. This Fund shall be derived from the following sources: 
First, from the monthly contributions of each organized Mission; sec- 
ond, from a quarterly collection to be. made in each Parish, which 
must be promptly forwarded to the Treasurer of Convention; third, 
from any appropriation to the Diocese by the General Board of Mis- 
sions, or from other donations; fourth, from the collections made at 
the annual meeting of the General Missionary Society of the Diocese, 
and on the visitation of the Bishop to conlirm at any Mission or Par- 
ish; fifth, from the contributions of the Branch Missionary Societies . 

3d; No money shall be drawn from this fund, except upon a 
warrant authorized by the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 5. 1st. There shall be a fund for the relief of disabled 
Clergy of the Diocese. 

2d. This fund shall be derived from an annual collection in all 
the Missions and Parishes of the Diocese on Christmas Day and from 
such other contributions as shall be made to it. 

3d. The Board of Missions of the Diocese shall have charge of 
this fund, and shall annually report to this Convention^ 

CANON 16. 

ON DISCIPLINE. 

Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ^'liable to presentment and triaP' under the pro- 
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visions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the mode 
of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz: 

Section 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, ad- 
dressed to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offense or offenses 
of which the accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty 
of their time, place and circumstances. Such presentment may be 
made by the majority of the members of the Vestry of any Church of 
which the accused is a Minister, or by any five members of a Mission 
of which he may have charge, or by any three Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter mentioned. 
Whenever from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop shall have 
reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the imputation of hav- 
ing been guilty of any offense or misconduct, for which he is liable to 
be tried, and that the interest of the Church requires an investigation, 
it shall be his duty to appoint a Court of Inquiry of Ave persons, of 
whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a ma- 
jority of whom may make such examination; and if there is, in their 
judgment, sufficient giound for presentment, shall present the Clergy- 
man accordingly. 

Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear to 
him to be such as constitute an offense, may dismiss it; or, if it allege 
facts, some of which do, and some of which do not, constitute an of- 
fense, he may allow it in part, and dismiss the residue, or he may per- 
mit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in whole or in part, 
the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the accused; and 
shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats 
in the Convention, and not being parties to the presentment, and 
cause a list of their names to be served on the accused, who shall, 
within thirty days after such service, select seven of them, and notify 
their names m writing to the Bishop; and if he shall not give such 
notification to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop shall 
select seven, and the Presbyters so selected fehall form an Ecclesiasti- 
cal Court for the trial of the accused, of which the Bishop shall ap- 
point the President and Recorder, and it shall meet at such time and 
place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place, (but always within this Diocese.) 

Seo. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first meet- 
ing shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting, on the ac- 
cused, and also on one of the persons making the presentment. 

Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the said 
Court, the whole number of seven members shall not attend, then 
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those who do attend may adjoam from time to time; and if, after one 
adjournment or more it shall appear to them improbable that the 
whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those who 
do attend, not being less than five, shall constitute the Court, and 
proceed to the trial, and a majority of the members shall decide all 
questions. 

Sec. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged In the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to 
proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them before the 
appointment of a Court for his trial; as before mentioned, he shall be 
considered as denying them. 

Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Court appointed for his trial, the Court 
may, nevertheless, proceed as if he were present, unless for good 
cause the Court shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 

Sec. 7. When the Court proceeds to the trial, it shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing and signed by the witnesses respectively. If, on or during 
the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the charges, as stated 
in the presentment, the Court may dispense with hearing further evi- 
dence, and may proceed at once to state their judgment to the Bishop, 
as to the sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and 
it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any material wit- 
nesses cannot be procured upon the trials the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clersry man or a Layman, ahd the party so 
applying, shall give to the other at least six days' notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the 
notice shall be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day's notice shall be given for 
every additional twenty miles of the said distance. And both parties 
may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and answers 
shall be reduced to writing and signed by the witness and shall be 
certified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and trans- 
mitted to the Court, and shall be received by It as evidence. 

Sec. 6. The Court having deliberately considered the evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by a majority of the members, its de- 
cision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
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whether the accused is gallty or not guilty of such charges respectire- 
Ij, and also stating the sentence which, in their judgment, should be 
pronounced; and a copy of such decision shall be, without delay, com- 
municated to the accused, and the original decision, together with the 
•evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such 
canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be proper; provided, the 
same shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Court; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused and any three or more 
of the Clergy, to meet him at such Ume as may in his judgment be 
most convenient, in some Cnurch to be designated by him, which 
shall, for that purpose, be open at the time to all persons who may 
choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and there be publicly 
pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied 
that justice requires it, may grant a new trial to the accused, in which 
case, a new Ecclesiastical Court shall be appointed, the proceedings be- 
fore which shall be conducted as heretofore directed. 

Sec. 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon 
may be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the fact 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 

Sec. 11. The defendant and the presenters may have the priv- 
ilege of appearing by counsel, 

Seq. 12. When there is no Bishop of the Diocese, or in his ab- 
sence, if authorized to act as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Dio- 
cese, the Standing Committee shall act in the place of the Bishop, for 
all purposes declared in the foregoing Canon. 

CANON 20. 
alteration op canons and general regulations. 
No alteration of the Canon law, nor of the General Regulations 
of this Diocese, nor any additions thereto shall be made, unless first 
proposed in open Convention, and referred to the Committee on 
Canons in writing; and the Committee shall report thereon before 
they are considered and voted on in the Convention; provided, that 
said Committee shall not report thereon until the next succeeding An- 
nual Convention after such proposed alteration or amendment is pro- 
posed; and in order that such amendment may receive due consider- 
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atioD, it is hereby made tlie duty of said Committee to meet on the 
Saturday preceding each Annual Convention, to consider such mat- 
ters as may have been referred to them. 

This amendment shall take effect upon the adjournment of this 
session of the Convention; pro video, that the restrictions of this 
Canon may be dispensed with by a three-fourths vote, by orders, of 
any Convention. 

CANON 21. 

ADOPTION OP CANONS AND QENEBAL REGULATIONS. 

All former Canons of this Diocese are hereby repealed; these 
Canons and General Regulations shall take effect immediately.

REGULATION 1. 

APPLICATION FOR CHURCH SERVICES. 

To the Ri-ght Reverend, the Bishop of California: 

Rt. Bev. Father:— We, the UBcLersigned, residents of the town

cese, desirous of obtaining the services of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, do hereby request of the Bishop that he will provide the same 
for us, in such wise as he may deem, expedient. 

And for these benefits, we do hereby place ourselves under the 
spiritual jurisdiction of the Bishop of California, and do recognize and 
promise conformity to the Constitution, Canons, Discipline and wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in these United States, and to 
the Constitution, Canons and General Regulations of the Diocese of 
California; and in accordance therewith, we do now desire to be or- 
ganized as a **Mission,'' under tbe name of ** Mission 

Co., California." 

And furthermore, we do hereby agree to pay monthly to the 

Treasurer of the Board of Missions of the Diocese, the sum of $ 

for the present year, ending on Monday in Easter week.

REGULATION 2. 

PRINCIPLES OF THE MISSION. 

1. Missions are under the control of the Bishop and the Board 
of Missions of the Diocese. ^ 

2. Missionaries shall be appointed by the Board of Missions, on 
the nomination of the Bishop, and for a term not to exceed three 
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years, subject to the removal by the Bishop at any time, their appoint- 
ment to the same station to be renewed, if deemed expedient by the 
Bishop. Missionaries so appointed are the agents and representatives 
of the Board of Missions, each in the field assigned him. 

3. When there is no Bishop of the Diocese, or when the Bishop 
shall be absent from the Diocese, his power in relation to Missions and 
Missionaries, shall be exercised by the President of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, as representing the Eccleiastical Authority of 
the Diocese in the Board of Missions. 

4. The salaries of Missionaries shall be fixed and paid by the 
Board of Missions. The people to whom they are sent must be month, 
ty contributors to the Treasury of the Board of an amount which shall 
be agreed upon, from year to year, between tnem and the Board. 

5. The title to real estate given or purchased for Church pur- 
poses, shall be vested in three discreet members of the Mission, as 
Joint-tenants, with survivorship between them, to be held by them in 
honorary trust, until such time as the Mission becomes duly organized 
and incorporated as a Parish, or longer if the parishioners shall so 
elect. But no donations shall be accepted, or purchase made for a 
Mission without the consent of the Bishop, after consultation with the 
members of the Mission. 

6. The Dean of each Convocation shall have an oversight of all 
missions within his district, and must report to the Bishop any neglect 
in carrying out the Mission system. 

7. The failure of a Mission to fulfill its stipulations may war- 
rant the Bishop in withdrawmg his Missionary and dissolving the or- 
ganization; and In case of any such dissolution, any property acquired 
for the use of such Mission shall be held for the use of a Church in the 
locality of such disbanded Mission. 

8. Missions duly organized shall report to the Board of Missions, 
as to the matter in Regulation 4, on the first days of April, July, Oc- 
tober and January; and to the Bishop of the Diocese, in like form a^ 
prescribed for Parochial Reports in Resolution 7, on or before the first 
day's session of each Annual Convention. 

REGULATION 3. 

OFFICERS OF THE MISSION. 

1. The Bishop having consented to the organization of a Mis- 
sion, shall appoint a Warde^n, a Treasurer and a Clerk, to serve for the 
first year, and until there shall be communicants capable of exercising 
the duties of these offices, when they shall be elected annually, ii^ 
Easter week, by members of the Mission. 
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2. It shall be the duty of the Warden to procare a room or baild- 
ing, to be used as a place of public worship; to see that the same be 
kept clean and in good repair, and that it be provided with all things 
necessary for conducting the Services of the Cbnrch decently and in 
order. He shall also provide the Bread and Wine for the Holy Com- 
munion', take charge of the Commnnion Service, the linen, the books, 
etc., belonging to the Mission, and shall, in the absence of the Mis- 
sionary, keep up the regularity of the Services. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect or receive all 
moneys contributed to the Mission, and to remit or disburse them in 
accordance with the rules of the Board of Missions. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a record of events 
of importance to the Mission and a list of its families and members; 
to have the custody of the Register in case the Missionary be non- 
resident, though not to make entries therein except by the Mission- 
ary's request, or in his absence; and to attend to any correspond- 
ence required by or for the Mission. 

4. The Missionary, on consultation with the officers, shall ap- 
point the Sexton, Organist, Choir Leader, Sunday School Superin- 
tendent, and any other help he may find necessary; but in his ab- 
sence, the rifl[ht of such appointment shall rest with the three offi- 
cers above named. 

REGULATION 4. 

SUPPORT OP THE MISSION. 

1. Every person, to become and continue a member of the 
Mission, must name a certain sum ^r week, or per month, which 
he will pay to the Board of Missions, whether it be large or small, 
"according as. God hath prospered him." 

2. A weekly Offertory shall be established at the opening of 
the Mission, and shall be continued, at which the regular contribu- 
tors shall place the amounts due from them in the alms-basin, in 
envelopes marked with their names. 

3. The Treasurer, receiving and opening these envelopes, 
shall credit the givers with the amounts enclosed, and at the end of 
each month shall collect whatever arrearages may be unpaid. 

4. Moneys contributed outside the envelopes shall be sep- 
arately recorded, and reported to the 'Board of Missions; and except- 
ing such amounts as have been collected as Communion alms,or for 
other snedfied objects, they shall be appropriated— 

l8t. To any deficiencies in the stipulated payments to the 
Board of Missions. 

2d. To the contingent expenses of the Mission. 
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3d. To the more thorough providing for the Mission of Church 
furniture, Prayer Books, Sunday School requisities, etc. 

REGULATION 5. 

A MISSION TO BECOME A FABISH. 

[Example minutes of a meeting, illustrating the steps neces- 
sary to be taken in changing from an organized Mission to an inoor- 
I>orated Parish.]

REGULATION 7. 

MEETINGS OF VESTRY AND DUTIES OF CHUBOH WARDENS. 

[Whenever the provisions of this regulation conflict with the 
Statute Law of the State, the Regulation shall be made conformable 
to it, if possible; and whenever this can not be done, the Statute Law 
shall be followed.] ^ 
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1. No meeting of the Vestry is canonioally legal unless both 
the spiritual and temporal interests of the Parish are represented; nor 
unless due notice thereof shall have been furnished to each member 
pursuant to the rules or by-laws of said Vestry. 

2. The Rector shall be ex -officio President of the Vestry, and 
have the casting vote, in case of a tie, on all questions brought 
before it. 

3. The Senior Church Warden is President of the Vestry, in the 
Rector's absence. 

4. The Junior Warden is President of the Vestry, in the absence 
of the Rector and Senior Warden. 

5. In the absence of the Rector and both Wardens, no meeting 
of the Vestry can be had, the spiritual interest of the Parish being 
unrepresented. 

6. The Wardens are a Council of advice to the Minister of the 
Parish. They shall be consulted by the Minister whenever he shall 
wish for their advice; and when so disposed they may advise h im. 

7. The Wardens shall have the care of all property, personal 
and real, belonging to the corporation, and see that it is kopt in good 
order and preservation. They shall also jtake charge of tiie Church 
building, the Communion plate, books, vestments, and all other 
furniture, and keep them in proper condition for the decent celebra- 
tion of public worship; and shall assist the Rector in administering 
and enforcing all proper discipline. 

8. The Clerk and Treasurer, 'who may not necessarily be 
members of the Vestry, shall perform the duties usually appertaining 
to those offices. 

9. The Rector, and in his absence the Church iWardens, shall 
have care that a report on the state of the Parish (as required by 
General Canons) be annually presented to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
on or before the first day of May, in the spirit and intention of the 
following form, and no person shall be reported a communicant who 
has not come to the Holy Communion within the year.

Owing to the careless interpretation of 
the Canon Law of the Church, by Pastors 
and Rectors, when advising Postulants to 
persevere in their intention to become Can- 
didates for Holy Orders, and from the in- 
variable want of conformity to the plain and 
simple requirements of those laws, it has 
seemed good to the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese, to make known : — 

"That no application to this Committee 
for a recommendatory certificate or testi- 
monial will be considered, where the Can- 
on Law of the Church, whether General or 
Diocesan, has not been strictly complied 
with." 

And whereas, the rude manner of thrust- 
ing mere testimonials before the Committee 
without any accompanying note of explan- 
ation from the applicant himself, as to his 
wishes in the premises, arises as we believe 
from the reason that the "Digest of the

Canons " is rarely to be found in other than 
the hands of the Clergy ; the Committee 
would therefore assist such as are seeking 
candidateship in the steps necessary to be 
taken, that their papers be not ''laid upon 
the table," 



TITLE I. Canon 2, General Canons, 

Your first step in obedience to the Disci- 
pline of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
to which you profess to be attached is : 

First. To consult your immediate Spir- 
itual Pastor [or should there be no Presby- 
ter of the Church officiating where you re- 
side, then seek elsewhere some Rector of a 
Parish] setting before him freely and fully 
the grounds of your desire for admission 
to the Ministry, together with such cir- 
cumstances in your personal constitution, 
relations, and position, as may bear on your 
qualifications, or tend to affect your course 
of preparation. 

Second. Your second step is, if coun- 
seled by him to persevere in your intention 
to enter the Ministry, then, accompanied 
personally if possible by your Pastor or 
Rector, visit the Bishop and make known 
to him your desire. 

At this interview with your Bishop, 
whether accompanied or alone, you must 
present to him from your Pastor or Rector 
a letter of introduction and his approval of 
the step you propose to take ; stating also

(i.) whether you have ever applied for ad- 
mission as a candidate in any other Dio- 
cese ; (2.) whether you are prepared at once 
to apply for recommendation to be admitted 
candidate ; (3.) or if not so prepared, where 
you propose to prosecute preparatory stud- 
, ies, and whether you expect or desire aid 
in such studies, while a Postulant ; and (4.) 
the time and place of your Baptism, Con- 
firmation, and first Communion ; also your 
age and birth place; atid further, whether 
you have previously been a candidate in 
this Diocese, and if so, the cause of cessa- 
tion of your candidateship. 



§ ii [2.J 
Proviso. 
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[As this letter of approval and introduction becomes 
part of the Clerical history of the Church, it is exceed- 
ingly proper that you yourself see to it that its require- 
ments are strictly and correctly complied with. 

Should any objection, seeming to you unreasonable, 
be made by your Pastor or Rector when applied to, 
and he refuse to grant such letter, and you still pur- 
pose to persevere, then the same statements made in 
writing under your own hand can be presented, and 
an appeal made to the Bishop for his decision ; and 
the Bishop, for reasons satisfactory to himself, can re- 
ceive and act upon your own personal application. 
The Bishop approving your purpose, will communi- 
cate his decision to the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, and that committee in its discretion, on the 
personal knowledge.of its members, being duly satis- 
fied that there is not sufficient objection on grounds 
either physical, intellectual, moral, or religious, may, ^/^ 
without the testimonials ^/[r^Q^MtA^ proceed to recom- f^^f^^rUAM/^^^^ 
mend a Postulant for admission to candidateship, by 
the usual certificate bearing the signatures of a major- 
ity of all the members of the Committee.]

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Third. After application to the Bishop 
for candidateship has been duly made, and 
before you can be enrolled as such, you 
must procure Testimonials for presentation 
to the Standing Committee, from the Rec- 
tor and a majority of the Vestry of the Par- 
ish to which you belong, in the following 
words : —

our opinion, he possesses such qualifica- 
tions as fit him for entrance on a course of. 
preparation for the Holy Ministry.

[Should the Postulant belong to a Mission, or from 
any other justifying circumstances be unable to pro- 
cure the above testimonials from a Rector and Vestry, 
the same may be given by at least one Presbyter and 
four respectable Laymen, communicants of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church. Tht justifying circumstances, 
however, must be fully stated in writing, and also that 
the signers are communicants, as the Standing Com- 
mittee is the sole judge of the propriety of receiving 
testimonials signed by others than a Rector and Ves- 
try.]

Fourth. Your fourth step is to apply by 
letter to the Standing Committee for a cer- 
tificate, inclosing therein the above testi- 
monials from a Rector and Vestry, (or a 
Presbyter and four Communicants) e. g.: —

cese OF California, 

" Gentlemen: It is my desire and intention, 
should your Honorable Body consider me 
worthy and qualified, to become a candi- 
date for Holy Orders. 

" I have been counselled by my Pastor (or 
the Rev. A. B., Rector of ) to perse- 
vere in that intention. In a personal inter 
view with the Bishop of the Diocese, I have 
expressed to him the same intention, and 
he also encourages me to persevere. Act- 
ing thus upon the fatherly advice and con- 
sent of my spiritual guides, I respectfully 
ask for a recommendatory certificate, that 
the Bishop may enroll me a candidate. 
" Please find, enclosed, testimonials as to 
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my qualifications for entrance on a course 
of preparation for the sacred Ministry. (Al- 
so a certificate from Bishop Kip, declaring 
the cause of cessation of my former candi- 
dateship.)

§▼[!.] [If your intention is to become a candidate for the 

office and ministration of a Decuon only^ which, as we 
understand the Canon, means you humbly desire '' to 
do the service of the Tabernackle of the Lord," as ex- 
pressed in the Ordinal for the making of Deacons, and 
do not seek the Priesthood also, then, in addition to 
the certificate from the Standing Committee^ you must, 
at the same time, present to the Bishop certificates 
from two or more learned Presbyters, that on their 
personal knowledge of you, and actual examination 
for further satisfaction, they deem you to possess such 
personal qualifications, and to have attained such pro- 
ficiency in the English language and learning, and in 
particular the art of reading aloud, and such general 
acquaintance with the Holy Scriptures and the Book 
of Common Prayer, as justify the expectation of your 
usefulness in the office of Deacon when thereto admit- 
ted. 

s V [2.J The Bishop, on receipt of such certificates, can then 

admit you a candidate for Deacon'* s Orders^ and will 
record your name and the names of the Presbyters 
recommending you in a book kept for that purpose.

Canaidateship dates, by Canon, from the day the 
certificate of the Standing Committee is received by 
the Bishop. In case, however, of infrequent meet- 
ings of the Committee, it has been customary to take 
the date of application to the Committee. 

A candidate for Holy Orders may be licensed by 
the Bishop to perform the service of the Church as a 
Lay Reader in his own diocese, but in no other. Such 
license must be given for a definite period, not longer 
than one year from its date, and may be annually re- 
newed, or revoked at any time ; but such license shall 
not be granted for a congregation without a minister, 
which is able, and has had reasonable opportunity to 
secure the services of an orda!ined minister ; nor in a 
parish where a Rector is in charge,unless the Rector's 
request and recommendation has been previously sig- 
nified to the Bishop. 

He shall not assume the dress appropriate to, and 
worn by Clergymen when ministering in the Congre- 
gation ; nor, without urgent reason, read any part of 
the Service, except the Lessons, when a Clergy- 
man is present. 

Every candidate shall report himself to the Bishop 
personally, or by letter, once at least in every three 
months, giving an account of his manner of life and 
progress in theological studies. . 

Failure to make such report, not satisfactorily ac- 
counted for to the bishop, shall be ground of refusal 
of admission to Holy Orders.] 



We now leave you to the future guidance 
of your Bishop and to whomsoever he may 
appoint to superintend your studies; only 
as your Bishop has already advised you, 
we, also, desire to make known to you, and 
enforce upon your consideration, that the 
Church expects of all candidates for what- 
ever order of the ministry, what can never 
be brought to the test of any outward stand- 
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ard, — an inward fear and worship of Al- 
mighty God, a love of religion and a sen- 
sibility to its holy influences, a habit of de- 
vout affection, and, in short, a cultivation 
of all those graces which are called in 
Scripture the fruits of the Spirit, and by 
which alone his sacred influences can be 
manifested.
